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To  the  Aloubcrs  of  the  City  Government : 

We  are  here  loday  and  have  just  given  our  solemn  oath  to  guard 
and  administer  the  affairs  of  our  City  to  the  best  of  our  abihty  and  with 
the  same  call  for  honesty  and  application  of  justice  that  makes  for  suc- 
cess in  other  walks  of  life. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  the  emphatic  endorsement  of  the  last 
administration  as  reHected  in  the  re-election  of  so  many  office-holders 
and  to  know  that  our  policies  and  plans  meet  public  approval  and  should 
be  continued. 

Manchester  is  certainly  thankful  in  having  on  its  several  commis- 
sions able  men  of  unquestioned  integrity,  who  give  freely  of  their  time 
and  experience  for  our  common  welfare  and  for  the  proper  and  efficient 
functioning  of  our  several  departments,  all  practicing  safe  and  sane 
economy  yet  vying  with  each  other  in  an  honest  endeavor  to  constantly 
improve  or  better  the  protection  or  service  given  our  City. 

We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  at  the  head  of  our  departments 
experienced  men  who  are  well  supported  by  a  worthy  personnel,  know- 
ing full  well  their  efficiency,  their  devotion  to  duty  and  their  willingness 
to  co-operate  in  all  matters  for  our  general  betterment. 

It  is  a  custom  in  taking  over  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  our 
City,  to  present  for  the  consideration  of  its  administrators  all  sugges- 
tions for  improvement,  betterment  and  progress  which  seems  to  impose 
themselves.  I  will  not  detain  you  at  great  length,  but  briefly  enumerate 
a  few  of  the  urgent  and  more  important  problems  facing  us. 

We  should  maintain  and  help  perfect  whenever  possible  our  several 
civic  departments  on  a  high  plane  of  efficiency,  commensurate  with  our 
needs  and  income.  We  should  lend  our  best  efforts  to  each  and  every 
one  of  them,  so  that  the  taxpayers  will  receive  the  maximum  return  for 
the  money  spent. 

The  prevention  work  accomplished  by  our  Board  of  Health  is  be- 
yond praise  and  should  be  continued  and  extended  to  take  care  of 
hundreds  of  our  unpriviliged  school  children.  This  humanitarian  en- 
deavor could  be  effected  at  a  very  nominal  cost  and  would  tend  to  insure 
a  healthier  future  citizenry. 

We  should  be  proud  of  the  efficient  direction  displayed  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  our  Schools  and  always  strive  to  keep  and  maintain  our 
high  standards  on  a  par  with  those  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  protection  afforded  by  our  Police  and  Fire  Departments  is  com- 
mendable and  should  always  be  maintained   adequate  and   sufficient. 
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The  Zoning  Board  has  already  proven  its  usefulness.  Our  Building 
Code  should  be  revised  to  meet  present  day  construction   methods. 

The  listing  of  Poll  Taxes  by  the  Police  Department  seems  advisable. 
The  improved  system  now  in  use  for  the  collection  of  Poll  Taxes  shows 
that  additional  and  remedial  measures  are  needed  to  enforce  prompt  and. 
better  collections ;  this  system  should  be  maintained  if  we  are  to  derive 
further  advantage  from  its  operation. 

We  should  encourage  all  reasonable  propositions  for  the  develop- 
ment of  our  Parks  and  Playgrounds  in  order  to  make  them  better  serve 
the  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended.  A  Municipal  Bandstand  should 
be  erected.  Alore  playground  apparatus  installed,  athletic  sports  fostered 
and,  in  short,  help  make  our  outdoor  life  still  more  agreeable  and 
attractive. 

Our  streets  and  sewer  program,  as  executed  in  part,  is  a  credit  to 
our  Highway  Department  and  when  completed  will  be  our  pride.  A 
recent  investigation  leads  me  to  believe  that  thousands  of  dollars  could 
be  saved  by  having  the  work  of  the  Scavenger  Department  done  by 
contract.     This   should  receive  immediate  attention. 

The  different  insurance  policies  now  carried  by  several  of  our  de- 
partments should  be  collated  and  a  standard  form  adopted  for  our 
protection. 

Manchester  should  have  an  accredited  Legislative  Agent  to  protect 
its  diversified  interests. 

The  matter  of  controlling  City  purchases  should  be  thoroughly  ex- 
amined to  determine  the  advisal)ility  of  having  certain  or  all  purchases 
made  by  one  definite  department  or  agent. 

It  is  poor  business  to  carry  on  our  books  thousands  of  dollars  of 
accounts  receivable  long  overdue  of  unprofitable  real  estate  and  obsolete 
material  and  equipment  all  as  a  part  of  our  assets.  I  would  recommend 
that  a  thorough  investigation  be  made  with  the  view  of  converting  such 
items  or  accounts  into  available  funds. 

One  of  the  most  important  measures  to  be  presented  to  us  will  be 
the  "Resolution  appropriating  money  for  the  year  1928."  This  should 
receive  our  prompt  and  careful  attention  so  that  each  and  every  depart- 
ment will  know  immediately  the  amount  appropriated. 

The  loss  in  our  valuation  coupled  with  the  general  present  business 
situation  should  make  us  realize  more  than  ever  before  the  need  to  apply 
approved  business  methods  to  the  administration  of  our  communal 
affairs.     "Sane  spending  is  true  economy." 

These  matters  and  kindred  subjects  will  in  due  course  be  brought 
to  your  attention  and  will  receive,  I  am  sure,  the  full  consideration  they 
justly  deserve.  We  want  to  keep  pace  with  the  present  day  stride  of 
progress  which  is  ours  today  in   Manchester. 

The    last    administration    named    a    Committee    to    investigate    the 
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feasibility  of  erecting  a  memorial  to  those  honored  sons  of  Manchester 
who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  for  God  and  Country  during  the  Great 
War.  It  would  be  a  high  honor  and  privilege  to  us  to  extend  to  this 
noble  and  grateful  enterprise  our  full  support  and  hearty  co-operation. 
This  memorial  could  be  financed  without  creating  any  hardship,  and 
bear  witness  that  "Manchester  is  Forever  Grateful  and  Remembers." 

The  present  unsettled  industrial  condition  is  but  in  reality  one  of 
the  waves  in  the  backwash  of  recent  upheavals.  Manchester,  like  all 
other  manufacturing  cities  and  towns  in  New  England,  has  and  is  still 
facing  the  keen  and  highly  organized  competition  aimed  at  its  pros- 
perity and  welfare.  No  one  interested  in  maintaining  our  City's  in- 
dustrial supremacy  or  progress  can  avoid  the  issue  or  remain  indifferent. 
Our  welfare  depends  upon  all  that  bears  the  stamp  of  "Man- 
chester" and  upon  the  unity  of  our  efforts  and  actions.  And  we,  rep- 
resenting the  people  of  Manchester,  their  industries  and  commerce,  should 
exert  all  possible  influence  and  render  all  possible  assistance  to  the  end 
that  success  and  prosperity  crown  our  united  efforts,  that  our  wage- 
earners  receive  the  full  measure  of  happiness  to  which  they  are  entitled 
and  that  invested  capital  produce  a  fair  return. 

The  vital  elements  so  necessary  to  our  City's  prosperity  are  all  so 
closely  interwoven  with  our  own  that  we  either  succeed  or  fail  in  direct 
ratio  to  the  success  or  failure  of  any  of  our  important  industries ;  what- 
ever affects  them  affects  us  and  whatever  affects  us  affects  them. 

Our  purpose  is  clear.  Our  line  of  action  well  known.  We  are  en- 
titled to  have  and  should  receive  the  full  measure  of  confidence  and  trust 
that  is  due  us  in  order  that  we  may  render  more  intelligent  and  efficient 
co-operation.  The  spirit  of  Manchester  should  make  for  better  under- 
standing and  closer  co-operation  between  all  factors  comprising  our 
Community  life  for  it  is  a  "Spirit  of  Loyalty." 

Manchester  should  continue  to  foster  and  maintain  a  worthwhile 
Publicity  Department  operating  on  a  comprehensive  program  over  a 
definite  period  of  years.  We  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  our  City,  the 
largest  in  our  State,  the  Industrial  and  Commercial  Center  of  Northern 
New  England.  Our  growth  has  been  healthy  and  our  progress  cumula- 
tive. Our  people  are  neighborly  and  loyal.  Let  us  loyally  stand  by- 
all  we  have.  We  should  advertise  and  broadcast  the  facts.  The  spirit 
of  Manchester  and  our  industrial  and  com^mercial  possibilities  should 
be  better  known.  This,  more  than  any  other  single  item,  will  attract 
in  Manchester,  its  people  and  industries. 

Again  may  I  stress  the  absolute  necessity  of  true  collective  action. 
Let  us  be  of  one  mind  concerning  our  City  and  its  future.  Have  faith 
in  Manchester,  its  people  and  industries. 

And,  to  quote  an  old  oath  of  office,  may  I  be  the  spokesman  for 
all   our   City's   office   holders   when    I    say:     "We   will   do    all   honorable 
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things  necessary  to  hand  on  our  City  greater  and  better  than  we  found 
it."  We  will  promptly  discharge  our  duties  to  the  best  of  our  ability 
and  welcome  the  opportunity  for  added  service.  We  will  be  grateful  for 
the  advice  of  interested  and  fair-minded  citizens,  for  good  government 
has  its  origin  in  the  moral  identity  of  men  and  to  achieve  the  desired 
results  there  must  be  united  eflforts. 

You  have  received  the  Auditor's  Monthly  Report  and  you  are  un- 
doubtedly familiar  with  our  present  financial  condition.  However,  it 
would  seem  fitting  and  proper  for  me,  at  this  time,  to  mention  some  of 
the  more  salient  features  concerning  our  finances. 

Although  we  have  been  obliged  to  increase  Sewer  Loans  $92,501, 
Highway  Loans  $180,167,  and  Water  Loans  $114,000  making  a  total 
increase  of  $386,668,  yet  we  have  reduced  Fire  Loans  $26,500,  Health 
Loans  $10,500,  Bridge  Loans  $126,000,  School  Loans  $297,668,  Cemetery 
Loans  $6,000,  Loans  for  Trucks  and  Equipment  $5,000  and  paid  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  $14,775.56  making  a  gross  of  $486,443.56  or  a  net  reduc- 
tion of  outstanding  loans  of  $99,775.56.  This  result  becomes  more 
apparent  when  we  realize,  although  we  have  had  a  severe  loss  in 
the  adjustment  of  some  of  our  valuations,  that  our  borrowing  capacity 
has  been  increased  and  is  now  $609,639.25. 

We  should  continue  the  sound  policy  of  annually  lowering  our 
bonded  indebtedness  and  should  never  issue,  in  any  given  year,  bonds 
of  an  amount  in  excess  of  those  being  retired  except  in  cases  cf 
emergency.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCIAL  COMMISSION 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  MANCHESTER  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1928 


The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Finance  Commission 
for  the  year  1928,  which  is  its  eighth  report : 

There  seems  to  be  an  increase  in  demand  on  the  time  of  this  Com- 
mission which  is  shown  by  more  frequent  meetings.  During  1928  there 
were  forty-eight  meetings  which  very  nearly  averaged  one  each  week. 

The  very  first  meeting  of  the  year  were  taken  up  with  considering  the 
Budget  for  1928,  and  it  was  finally  approved  on  March  7. 

Along  with  the  Budget  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  is  the  importance 
of  approving  a  Temporary  Revenue  Loan  Resolution,  to  enable  the  City 
to  borrow  money  to  carry  on  its  business.  The  first  resolution  of 
$1,000,000  was  approved  in  February,  and  of  course  the  money  was  bor- 
rowed only  as  needed.  The  first  loan  was  made  in  February  for 
$500,000,  the  next  for  $300,000  was  in  March  and  the  balance  of  $200,000 
was  borrowed  in  May.  In  June  another  resolution  for  $1,000,000  was 
approved,  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  borrow  this  total  amount  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  In  June  $75,000  was!  borrowed,  and  with  amounts 
of  $400,000  in  July,  $300,000  in  August  and  $120,000  in  October,  there  was 
still  a  balance  of  $105,000  which  was  not  required. 

Also  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  an  extensive  investigation 
made  by  the  Police  Department  of  the  people  receiving  City  aid,  and  the 
results  were  on  the  whole  quite  satisfactory. 

A  few  requests  for  increases  in  salaries  were  granted  in  the  personnel 
of  the  Highway  Administration  and  Engineers  offices.  The  clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  was  granted  an  increase,  and  the  only  other  in- 
creases allowed  were  in  the  Library. 

The  amount  of  claims  against  the  City  for  damages  by  sewers,  etc., 
totaled  $473.96  for  the  year. 

The  award  of  the  Municipal  Audit  was  approved,  and  when  it  was 
completed  the  several  recommendations  were  considered. 

The  coal  prices  were  agreed  upon  sometime  in  April. 

Temporary  Loans  for  specific  purposes  were  approved  as  follows : 

$350  for  additional  legal  advice  in  connection  with  a  case  of  the  Board 
of  Adjustment. 

$1500  for  additional  street  lighting. 

$15,000  for  construction  of  hangar  and  further  developments  at  the 
Manchester  Airport.  Later  the  contract  was  awarded  and  approved,  and 
a  consultant  engineer  was  appointed  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  City. 
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$14,000  additional  was  approved  for  the  Charities  Department  to  take 
care  of  the  demands  made  on  this  department. 

$17,000  was  granted  the  Highway  Department  for  the  purchase  of  some 
special  equipment. 

Resolution  for  bond  issues  were  authorized  to  the  amount  of  $393,500 
as   follows : 

$30,000  for  the  reconstruction  of  Kelley's  Falls  Bridge. 

$55,000   for   Culvert  and   Sewers. 

$50,000  for  Lake  Road  construction. 

$150,000  for  Streets  and  Sewers. 

$50,000  for  macadamizing  existing  Highways. 

$34,500  for  War  Memorial,  and  the  agreement  for  building  this  Mem- 
orial was  approved  in  October. 

$24,000  for  building  and  equipment  for  School  Purposes. 

All  of  the  above  bonds  were  sold  during  the  year  with  the  exception 
of  the  $34,500  loan  for  War  Memorial. 

Several  automobile  purchases  were  granted  the  various  departments. 
The  Highway  department  acquired  a  used  Buick  and  a  two  and  one-half 
ton  Mack  truck.  Four  Whippets  were  purchased  by  three  of  the  Depart- 
ments ;  the  School  department  purchased  two,  and  the  other  two  went 
respectively  to  the  Building  and  Health  departments.  The  School  de- 
partment also  purchased  a  Ford  Truck  and  a  used  Franklin,  while  the 
Health  department  acquired  another  Ford.  The  Police  department  pur- 
chased two  new  Studebakers  in  exchange  for  three  old  cars,  while  the 
Cemeteries  department  exchanged  their  used  Buick  for  a  new  one.  The 
Charities  department  also  exchanged  an  old  for  a  new  Essex. 

The  cost  of  these  automobiles  was  made  within  the  respective  appro- 
priations, and  it  would  seem  that  the  automobile  problem  for  the  year 
1929  was  almost  solved. 

Another  regular  duty  of  this  Commission  is  to  examine  each  month  the 
bills  payable,  and  these  were  examined  and  approved  for  the  twelve 
months.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Buildings 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

On  the  following  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found  a  financial  state- 
ment of  the  expenditures  of  this  department,  and  summary  tables  showing 
the  cost  of  different  classes  of  work  for  repairs,  new  work  and  improve- 
ments and  miscellaneous  expenditures.  Also  an  inventory  of  office 
equipment,  and  of  machinery,  tools  and  equipment  at  the  department 
work  shop,  and  a  list  of  all  the  public  buildings  and  places  and  location 
of  same  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  department  as  pertains  to  repairs.

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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


To  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Manchester : 

Gentlemen — It  is  gratifying  to  record,  in  presenting  this,  the  57th 
annual  report  of  the  Water  Department,  that  all  work,  as  planned  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  has  been  performed.  Furthermore,  innova- 
tions having  for  their  object  the  continued  maintenance  of  the  purity  of 
the  water  supply,  in  furtherance  of  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  in- 
habitants of  our  city,  have  been  effected ;  the  efficiency  of  the  plant  has 
not  only  been  maintained  but  increased,  and  the  employes  have  been 
protected  in  the  event  of  personal  injuries  by  the  adoption  of  a  system  of 
accident  insurance.  Forward  steps  taken  by  the  Department  include  the 
following : 

1 — Installation  of  a  chlorination  plant  for  the  treatment 
of  drinking  water  with  the  object  of  eliminating  all 
impurities. 

2 — Adoption  of  a  system  of  accident  insurance  for  pro- 
tection of  employes. 

3 — Installation  of  a  Venturi  meter  to  accurately  measure 
the  pumpage  at  the  supply  stations. 

A — Adoption  of  copper  in  place  of  lead-lined  service  pipe 
heretofore  in  use. 

5 — Adoption  of  a  survey  indicating  the  various  stands  of 
growing  trees;  the  protection  of  the  tracts  from  fire, 
insects,  etc. ;  for  systematic  planting  of  new  trees, 
and  for  cutting  so  as  not  to  exceed  the  growth. 

The  installation  of  a  chlorination  plant  has  long  been  discussed  but 
was  not  carried  into  effect  until  this  year.  It  had  the  hearty  approval 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  installation  of  the  chlorination  plant 
has  not  resulted  in  any  relaxation  in  the  maintenance  of  an  efficient  patrol 
of  the  water  shed  throughout  the  year. 

The  survey  of  the  standing  growth  of  trees,  which  number  approxi- 
mately 760,000  was  made  by  New  Hampshire  University.  No  additional 
reforestation  was  attempted  this  year,  but  plans  are  in  the  making  to 
set  out  not  less  than  50,000  transplants  during  1929. 

The  largest  undertaking  of  the  year,  and  one  exacting  painstaking 
care,  was  that  of  laying  a  new  cast  iron  main  through  Lake  Avenue 
from  Elm  street  to  Massabesic  street,  a  distance  of  4721   feet,  to  serve 
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in  place  of  a  20-inch  cement-lined  distribution  main  which  had  been  in 
service  for  55  years.  During  the  coming  year  it  is  proposed  to  continue 
this  work  from  the  junction  of  Lake  avenue  and  Massabesic  street 
through  the  latter  thoroughfare  to  ]VIammoth  road  near  Hayward  street. 
When  accomplished  the  anxiety  of  the  Department  officials  will  be  allayed 
as  for  a  long  time  fear  has  been  felt  that  the  old  main,  so  long  in  use, 
might  cause  serious  trouble  at  any  time  as  frequent  leakage  has  given 
cause  for  apprehension. 

The  Department  has  been  forced  to  wage  a  bitter  fight  with  the 
gypsy  moth  which  devastated  the  foliage  throughout  half  a  mile  stretch 
of  wooded  land.  Acting  in  accordance  with  suggestions  from  the  Forestry 
Department  of  New  Hampshire  University  all  hard  wood  and  birch 
growth  have  been  cut  down  in  order  to  remove  sources  of  sustenance  for 
the  pest,  and  by  resorting  to  spraying  with  arsenate  of  lead,  as  soon  as 
the  foliage  makes  its  reappearance  in  the  spring,  it  is  believed  that  the 
pest  will  be  exterminated. 

The  Department  continues  self-supporting,  despite  the  heavy  outlays 
for  expansions  and  maintenance,  and  closed  the  year  with  $43,877.94  lo 
its  credit.  The  three  big  items  of  expense  were  $64,154.31  for  new 
mains,  $59,031.25  for  maintenance,  and  $26,502.04  for  pumping.  These 
three  items  represent  an  increase  of  $30,783.38  above  expenditures  for 
the  same  accounts  in  1927  which  is  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  increased 
work  in  laying  new  mains.  The  total  gross  receipts  were  somewhat 
larger  than  in  the  preceding  year,  to  wit:  $193,174.85  as  contrasted  with 
$188,104.51  in  1927. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  about  normal,  permitting  the  use  of 
water  power  for  pumping  much  of  the  time.  The  Commissioners  feel 
that  the  city  need  never  fear  a  water  famine  as  long  as  the  supply  is 
properly  conserved. 

No  further  steps  have  been  undertaken  with  reference  to  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  and  larger  reservoir  the  need  of  which  has  stead- 
fastly been  set  forth  in  the  annual  reports. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  gallons  pumped  was  2,077,511,500  of 
which  quantity  825,962,000  gallons  was  supplied  by  the  High  Service  Plant 
and  1,251,549,500  gallons  by  the  Low  Service  System. 

Favorable  action  was  taken  on  seven  petitions  for  the  laying  of 
new  water  mains.  The  total  extension  of  new  mains  amounted  to  11,028 
feet,  increasing  the  length  of  mains,  through  which  city  water  is  sup- 
plied to  166.34  miles.  The  entire  cost  of  the  plant  to  date  is  represented 
by  $3,675,729.35. 

The  personnel  of  the  Department  has  remained  unchanged.  Arthur 
M.  Heard  continues  his  membership  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  through  reelection  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen, 
and  the  Commissioners  have  continued  the  services  of  Frank  A.  Gay  as 
Superintendent  by  reelecting  him  for  another  year.     The  Department,  in

all  of  its  activities,  has  functioned  smoothly,  and  no  accidents  or  other 
adverse  happenings  have  given  cause  for  concern.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


December  31,  1928. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen — The  year  1928  has  marked  for  us  as  our  major  work, 
the  beginning  of  the  replacement  of  the  old  cement  lined  sheet  iron 
20-inch  main  on  Lake  avenue,  with  a  new  cast  iron  main.  On  this  work 
beginning  at  Elm  street  we  have  laid  easterly  on  Lake  avenue  3,284  feet 
of  20-inch  pipe  to  Lincoln  street  and  1,437  feet  of  24-inch  pipe  easterly 
from  Lincoln  street  on  Lake  avenue  and  Massabesic  street  nearly  to  East 
Spruce  street.  This  is  a  trifle  more  than  half  the  distance  from  Elm 
street  to  the  end  of  the  30-inch  iron  main  as  completed  from  the  Low 
Service  Reservoir  to  Hayward   street. 

By  agreement  with  the  Department  of  Highways,  we  were  enabled 
to  lay  this  main  on  the  opposite  or  south  side  of  Lake  avenue  from  the 
cement  main,  thus  leaving  in  service  the  old  main  on  the  northerly  side 
of  the  avenue  until  the  completion  of  the  new  work.  This  method  while 
being  most  economical  also  guaranteed  fire  service  at  all  times  to  the 
thickly  settled  business  part  of  the  city  and  at  the  same  time  did  not  in- 
terrupt water  service  to  the  buildings  and  dwellings  on  Lake  avenue,  for 
which  otherwise  special  piping  would  have  to  be  done. 

The  ordinary  work  of  extension  of  mains  has  been  much  less  this 
year  than  ordinarily,  only  2,089  miles  having  been  laid,  as  against  3.24 
miles  in  1927  and  3.44  miles  in  1926.  And  of  this  2.089  miles  of  pipe 
laying,  0.894  miles  was  replacement  on  Lake  avenue. 

A  special  feature  of  this  year's  work  has  been  a  more  thorough 
inspection  than  ordinary  of  all  our  hydrants,  about  1100  in  number,  and 
the  repairing  or  replacing  of  all  which  failed  in  any  respect  under  the 
test. 

So  far  as  we  know  every  hydrant  is  in  good  working  condition.  I 
say  advisedly  "So  far  as  we  know,"  for  it  is  possible  for  a  hydrant  to 
be  broken  by  an  auto  without  showing  signs  of  leakage,  and  in  the 
slippery  traveling  conditions  of  the  winter  season  and  the  prevailing 
tendency  of  auto  drivers  to  worry  along  without  chains,  it  is  quite  re- 
markable that  more  hydrants  are  not  broken.  Any  inspection  of  a  hydrant 
might  be  followed  by  an  auto  break  within  the  next  few  hours  which 
could  not  be  detected  excepting  by  an  actual  operation  of  the  hydrant, 
which  we  avoid  as  much  as  possible  in  cold  weather  owing  to  the 
danger  of  freezing.  Of  course  the  customary  break,  of  a  hydrant  by  an 
auto  leaves  no  doubt  to  the  eye  that  the  hydrant  is  broken. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Fire  Department  we  have  laid  an  eight-inch 
main  on  Willow  street  southerly  from  Auburn  street  and  installed  two 
hydrants  as  a  further  protection  to  the  large  amount  of  property  in  the 
storage  warehouses  and  wholesale  stores  in  that  section. 

Beginning  May  4,  1928  we  have  installed  chlorinating  outfits  on  both 
the  high  and  low  services  and  have  been  using  treated  water  continuously 
since  that  time.  This  has  been  done  as  a  precautionary  measure.  The 
records  of  our  local  Board  of  Health  in  past  years  show  an  absence  of 
water  borne  disease  particularly  of  the  dreaded  typhoid  fever  that  has 
been  very  encouraging.  In  the  words  of  the  1927  Board  of  Health 
report  "Typhoid  fever  remains  at  a  low  point.  This  is  a  reliable  index 
of  good  sanitary  conditions  and   a   safe  water   supply." 

A  Venturi  meter  has  been  installed  at  the  Low  Service  Pumping 
Station  to  measure  accurately  the  quantity  of  water  pumped.  This  mecer 
has  shown  that  we  were  overestimating  the  water  pumped  and  will  reduce 
the  per  capita  consumption  quite  materially. 

All  the  Georgia  pine  wood  work  in  the  balcony  and  other  parts 
of  the  Low  Service  Station  has  been  torn  out  and  all  openings  between 
the  station  proper  and  the  attached  dwelling  have  been  bricked  up  leaving 
only  one  doorway  which  has  been  protected  by  a  fire  door. 

A  new  heating  boiler  has  been  installed  and  the  entire  heating  system 
revamped. 

The  High  Service  Station  is  in  good  condition  and  no  extensive 
repairs  have  been  made. 

An  alarming  situation  developed  in  our  forestry  work  in  the  ravages 
of  the  Gypsy  moth  in  the  woodlands  along  the  road  around  the  southerly 
end  of  the  Front  Pond.  From  the  Fang  westerly  for  half  a  mile  the 
foliage  was  entirely  stripped  from  the  oaks,  was  riddled  from  the 
birches,  and  even  the  pines  were  entirely  defoliated. 

This  devastation  stopped  at  the  east  edge  of  one  of  our  pine  planta- 
tions. To  combat  this  we  have  cut  a  swath  about  400  feet  wide  from  the 
highway  northerly  to  the  Lake  just  east  of  the  pines,  have  burned  all 
the  brush,  and  creosoted  all  nests  in  this  area,  and  have  trimmed  out 
the  birches  and  hard  wood  growth  through  the  pines  and  cut  out  the 
road  sides  and  Lake  front. 

We  propose  next  spring  at  the  proper  time  to  give  this  territory  a 
thorough  spraying  with  Arsenate  of  Lead,  and  hope  by  these  means  to 
abate    the    pest. 

All  this  work  was  done  with  the  approval  of  the  Forestry  Department 
of  New  Hampshire  University  as  represented  by  Professor  Woodward. 
Next  spring  we  are  to  have  a  survey  made  of  all  our  woodland  by 
students  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Woodward,  who  will  outline 
for  us  what  seems  to  be  the  best  way  to  develop  each  particular  lot  of 
wood  and   timber  we  own. 
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An  examination  of  our  1927  planting  of  white  pine  on  Brown  Island 
shows  a  good  condition  of  growth. 

We  will  set  out  about  50  thousand  pines  this  coming  spring. 

An  analysis  of  our  leaks  the  past  year  shows  a  total  of  166  of 
which  35  were  in  main  pipe  joints,  61  were  in  lead  connections  of  services, 
and  70  were  in  the  service  pipes  themselves  or  21  per  cent,  2>1  per  cent 
and  42  per  cent  respectivelj^  of  the  whole. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  service  pipes  give  us  by  far  the  greater  amount 
of  trouble. 

We  are  beginning  to  use  copper  tubing  for  services  in  the  hope  of 
avoiding  so  many  leaks  of  this  kind  in  the  future. 

We  have  taken  the  opportunity  this  fall  and  early  winter  to  cut  in 
gates  in  places  where  most  needed  and  have  installed  a  few  hydrants 
where  fire  fighting  facilities  seemed  to  be  somewhat  lacking. 

The  property  as  a  whole  is  in  excellent  condition.

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ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen — During  the  year  1928  there  was  pumped  into  the  High 
Service  System  825,962,000  gallons  and  into  the  Low  Service  System 
1,251,549,500  gallons,  making  a  total  consumption  of  2,077,511,500 
This  is  a  decrease  of  eight  and  two  tenths  per  cent  from  the 
1927  figure.  Although  the  rainfall  was  slightly  under  normal  for 
the  year,  as  a  whole  it  was  spread  over  the  usual  dry  months  to  such 
an  extent  that  this  must  be  considered  one  of  our  best  water-power 
years,  as  we  are  able  to  report  1,378,808,000  gallons  of  water  pumped  by 
our  own  water  power.  This  represents  sixty-six  per  cent  of  all  water 
pumped  at  both  stations,  and  required  the  development  of  1,105,826  kilo- 
watt hours.  Power  purchased  from  the  Public  Service  Company  repre- 
sents 13  per  cent  of  the  pumping  261,714,500  gallons,  and  required 
241,600  kilowatt  hours.  The  balance  of  the  water  used  was  furnished 
by  the  direct  steam  pump  at  the  High  Service  Station,  436,989,000  gallons, 
or  21  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Whereas  the  total  pumping  for  the  year  fell  off  eight  per  cent,   the 
total  pumping  costs  show  a  decrease  of  eighteen  and  one  half  per  cent, 
•  or  nearly  six  thousand  dollars   ($6000)    for  the   same  period 

The  Venturi  meter  installed  at  the  Low  Service  Station,  and  put  in 
service  in  October  showed  our  largest  pump  to  be  operating  somewhat 
under  rated  delivery.  For  the  net  head  under  which  this  pump  was 
working  we  should  have  been  pumping  at  a  seven  million  gallons  in 
twenty-four  hours  rate,  whereas  the  meter  recorded  but  six  and  two- 
tenths  million.  The  pump  was  taken  down  and  after  several  holes  in 
the  bronze  impeller  were  welded  and  new  labyrinth  rings  installed  the 
pump  was  brought  up  to  full  rating  with  the  same  power  input,  a  jump 
in  efficiency  of  nearly  twelve  per  cent.  Other  repairs  to  equipment  at 
both  stations  have  been  of  a  routine  nature  only. 

The  heating  boiler  installed  at  the  Low  Service  Station  is  giving 
entire  satisfaction  and  should  effect  a  saving  in  our  coal  costs. 

The  Wallace  and  Tiernan  chlorinators  installed  this  spring  have 
given  real  service  throughout  their  nine  months  of  operation,  effectively 
sterilizing  the  water  with  an  entire  lack  of  operating  difficulties.  The 
winter  dosage  runs  about  three  and  one  third  pounds  of  chlorine  per 
million  gallons  of  water  against  the  four  pounds  and  one-quarter  dosage 
used   in    summer   time. 
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To  the  work  of  fighting  the  White  Pine  Weevil  started  in  1923,  and 
continued  yearly  at  considerable  expense,  has  been  added  several  badly 
infested  areas  of  the  gypsy  moth  pest.  This  year's  Pine  Weevil  record  of 
tops  trimmed,  shows  a  slight  increase  over  1927  in  that  79  bags,  or  grain 
sacks  of  tops  were  collected  in  July  and  August,  against  57  the  previous 
year.  When  it  is  considered  that  each  year  adds  to  the  area  subject  to 
attack  as  the  pines  mature  into  the  susceptible  age,  perhaps  there  is  some 
hope  that  we  are  getting  somewhere. 

In  fighting  the  gypsy  moth  twelve  hundred  dollars  was  spent  in  the 
Caesar's  Beach,  Island  Pond  section,  with  about  two  hundred  dollars  to 
be  returned  in  cord  wood  sold  in  clearing  the  hardwood  from  the 
expected  path  of  the  gypsy  caterpillars.  Lower  branches  on  22,000 — 14 
to  15  year  old,  white  pine  on  the  Johnson's  Beach  and  Island  Pond  plots, 
were  trimmed  and  other  growths  on  these  plots  cut. 

I  am  submitting  herewith  charts  showing  daily  consumption,  temper- 
ature, rainfall,  height  of  water  at  Lake,  and  other  statistics  in  the  form 
recommended  by  the   New   England  Water   Works  Association.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


BEING  THE  SEVENTY-FIFTH   ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CITY  LIBRARY 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Library,  Manchester,  N.  H. : 

A  review  of  the  activities  of  the  City  Library  for  the  year  1928  com- 
pared with  preceding  years  shows  a  constantly  increasing  use  of  the 
library's  resources  by  the  citizens  of  Manchester.  In  spite  of  the  throngs 
who  frequent  the  moving  picture  houses  and  the  presence  of  a  radio  in 
nearly  every  home,  there  still  are  people  who  find  time  to  read  as 
evidenced  by  a  circulation  of  nearly  300,000  books,  magazines,  etc.,  dur- 
ing the  year. 

CIRCULATION  AND  REGISTRATION 
The  records  of  circulation  showed  a  gain  of  14,641  issues  just  about 
half  of  which  were  from  the  main  desk  which  has  been  a 
Work  very  busy  place.     Here  also  4,524  paid  requests  were  recorded 

increases       and  followed  up  besides  the  numerous  unpaid  ones  of  which 
no  tally  is  kept. 
The  registration  is  also  taken  care  of  here  and  the  end  of  the  year 
shows  21,983  active  borrowers— 1,000  more  than  a  year  ago.     This  does 
not  include  the  many  children  using  books   from  the  class- 
Borrowers      room    libraries    in    the    schools,    nor    the    people    using    the 
Amoskeag    station,    nor    the    borrowers    at    the    McElwain 
factory.     The    non-resident    borrowers    have    doubled    and    inter-library 
loan  requests  have  been  very  numerous,  both  for  books  wanted  from  our 
library   for  people  outside   of   Manchester   and   for  books   obtained   from 
other   libraries   for  our   own   borrowers.     We   are   especially   indebted   to 
the   Boston   Public  Library,    Harvard    College   and    Massachusetts    Insti- 
tute of  Technology  libraries  for  help  in  this  particular. 

The  postal  law  which  librarians  have  been  wanting  and  working  for 
during  the  past  thirty  years  at  last  became  a  reality  the  first  of  July.  By 
this  new  law  books  may  be  sent  by  mail  between  libraries  or  from  a 
library  to  a  borrower  and  from  the  borrower  to  the  library  for  approxi- 
mately half  the  usual  rate.  This  is  a  great  boon  to  the  student  who 
wishes  books  not  in  his  local  library,  or  for  those  in  rural  communities 
too  far  from  any  library  to  be  able  to  visit  one  often,  or  to 
New  shut-ins  who,  tho   they  may  live  in   cities   within   stone's   throw 

postal       of   large   libraries,   are   to   all   practical   purposes,    leagues   away. 
law  As    is    usual,    certain    requirements    must    be    complied   with    in 

order  to  take   advantage  of  this  law.     One  of  these  is  that  a 
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Statement  shall  appear  on  the  outside  of  the  bundle  saying  that  it  is 
mailed  under  the  provisions  of  this  particular  law.  To  facilitate  the 
compliance  with  this  regulation  we  have  had  labels  printed  bearing  the 
necessary  statement.  When  sending  a  book  by  mail  one  of  these  gummed 
labels  is  enclosed  for  the  borrower  to  use  when  returning  the  book,  thus 
making  it  perfectly  simple  for  him  to  claim  the  reduced  rate.  In  spite 
of  this  eflfort  to  make  it  easy  for  the  borrower  to  save  money  we  have 
had  books  returned  from  a  university  library,  a  superintendent  of 
schools,  a  clergyman,  and  various  others  who  are  supposed  to  be  of  the 
intelligentsia,  with  the  labels  carefully  marked  with  their  names  but  put 
inside  the  bundles.  Such  being  the  case  it  makes  us  wonder  if  it  will 
take  another  thirty  years  to  educate  the  rank  and  file  of  borrowers  to 
the  use  of  this  law. 

At  the  request  of  the  librarian  of  St.  Anselm's  College,  Goffstown, 

the  students  of  that  institution  were  granted,  on  November  16, 

St.  An-      the  free  use  of  our  library.     Heretofore  any  student  who  bor- 

selm's         rowed  books  was  obliged  to  make  a  deposit  or  to  become  a 

College      non-resident  borrower. 

The  question  of  a  change  in  our  charging  system  which  was  under 
consideration  last  year  has  been  given  further  study  with 
Charging  the  result  that  an  entirely  new  scheme  has  been  adopted  at 
system  the    East    Manchester    station.     Nothing    satisfactory,    how- 

over,  has  been  found  for  the  main  library  or  the  system  as 
a  whole. 

PERIODICAL  ROOM 

The  home  use  of  current  magazines  continues  to  increase  and  shows 

a   record  this  year  of    19,637   issues,   or  6.5%   of   the  total 

Magazine        circulation.     Considering  the  fact  that  the  present  librarian 

circulation      can    rememlier   the   time   when   no    unbound   periodical    was 

allowed   to   be   taken   from   the   building   this   circulation   of 

nearly  20,000  seems  worthy  of  comment. 

From   the   last   of    February   to    the    last   of    October,    Miss    Holland 

took  charge  in  the  Art  department  while  Miss  Lee  substi- 

Change?  tutcd   as   head   of   the   Periodical    room   with   Miss   Lord   as 

in  assistant.       The     work     of     the     department     was     capably 

personnel        handled    by    Miss   Lee,    and    Miss    Holland,    on    her    return, 

found  things  in  good  running  order. 

ART  DEPARTMENT 

In  February,  Miss  Madge  B.  STiaw  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the 
Art   department    since    1922,    resigned   to   accept   a   much  more   lucrative 
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position.  Miss  Holland  consented  to  take  the  place  on 
Miss  Shaw  trial  and  filled  it  satisfactorily  until  the  last  of  October 
resigns  when  she  chose  to  return  to  her  old  post  in  the  Periodi- 

cal room.  Miss  Washburn  was  then  appointed  acting  head 
of  the  department  and  is  showing  marked  aptitude  for  the  work.  These 
various  changes,  naturally,  have  not  facilitated  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment.    Miss  Washburn,   in  her  report   says — 

"The  lack  of  continuity  in  the  supervision  of  the  Art  room  has 
naturallj'  not  made  for  the  greatest  service  and  efficiency.  There  has 
been  a  slight  decrease  in  almost  all  the  totals  for  the  year." 

In  April  it  was  decided  henceforth  to  charge  in  the  Art  room,  all 
books  and  pictures  issued  from  this  department. 

STATIONS 

The  development  of  the  stations  this  year  has  been  disappointing. 
They  have  grown  in  amount  of  work  done,  in  fact  we  might  well  say 
that  they  are  overgrown  for  stations,  but  they  have  not  developed  into 
branches  as  we  hoped  both  East  and  West  Manchester  would. 

The  American  Library  Association  defines  a  branch  library  as  an 
auxiliary  library,  complete  in  itself,  having  its  own  permanent  collection 
of  books  administered  by  a  paid  staff  and  whose  hours  of 
Branch  opening  approximate  those  of  the  central  library.  The  two 
defined  stations  referred  to  are  open  only  twelve  hours  a  week  while 
the  central  library  is  open  seventy-two  hours.  Miss  Sheehan, 
who,  in  October,  was  given  general  oversight  of  all  station  work  says 
in  her  report — 

"The  last  of   1928  finds  the  two  oldest  and  largest  library  stations 

begging  for  more   space,   more   time,   and  more   books.     Both   East  and 

West   Manchester   are   handicapped   by   crowded   quarters,   where   service 

is  difficult  and  order  unattainable.     In  the  West  Manchester 

Stations         room,  where   twenty   people   would  make   a  crowd,   as   many 

crowded        as    eighty    are    sometimes    congregated.     IMost    of    them    are 

children,   who    delight   in   the   excitement   of    pushing    for   a 

place  at  the    shelves,   or,   rarer    prize,   at  the  tables.     East    Alanchester 

quarters  are  not  quite  so  over-taxed,  but  at  the  height  of  the  rush  hours 

borrowers    stand   two    and   three    deep    at    the    shelves.      Of 

Branch  course,  quiet  reading  is  out  of  the  question  unless   one  has 

buildings       an   iron   will   and   poor  hearing.     Separate   rooms   for   adults 

needed  and    children    are    greatly    to    be    desired — branch    buildings, 

of  course,  would  be  the  most  satisfactory  solution,  and  we 

hope  that   soon  they  will  be   actualities,   not   dreams.     Meanwhile,   more 

days   of   opening  would   appreciably   relieve   the    strain. 

"Certain  sections  of  the  city,  notably  South  Manchester  and  Youngs- 
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ville,  are  still  without  any  library  service  except  that  given  to  the  chil- 
dren in  the  schools  thru  the  class-room  collections." 

As  has  repeatedly  been  said  in  former  reports,  the  lack  of  branches 
and  stations  is  one  of  the  weakest,  if  not  the  weakest  point 
Weakest      in   our  library  service.     As   the   President   of   a   library  board 
point  recently   said — 

"The  use  of  the  Central  librarj'  falls  off  50%  among  citizens   resid- 
ing at  the  distance  of   a  mile  or  more In  three-quarters  of  the 

city  there  is  one-half  the  proper  number  of  card  holders.  Human  in- 
activity and  social  habits  being  what  they  are,  distance  is  shown  to  lie  a 
barrier  to  the  use  of  the  main  library  and  branch  libraries  are  shown 
to  afford  the  cure  for  this  situation." 

If  it  is  impossible  for  the  City  of  Manchester  to  appropriate  sufficient 
money  to  take  care  of  this  matter,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  public- 
spirited  persons  will  give  money  for  branch  buildings,  or. 
Possible  failing  this,  that  the  citizens  of  West  Manchester  and  East 
solutiop  Manchester  will  emulate  the  example  of  some  sections  of  a 
Massachusetts  city  and  have  district  campaigns  to  raise  funds 
for  suitable  branch  buildings.  Meanwhile  the  opening  of  these  stations 
six  days  a  week  instead  of  two  is  urgently  needed. 

In  1927  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the  West  Manchester  station 
by  adults  was  reported  and  this  use  has  continued  as  is  shown  by  the 
issue  to  adults  of  2,000  more  volumes  this  year  than  last.  Nevertheless, 
the  use  of  the  station  by  school  children  is  large  and 
West  Man-  makes  the  need  of  a  separate  room  for  them  very  strongly 
Chester  felt.     Special    attention    has   been    given    to    service    for   the 

West  High  School.  Requests  from  teachers  for  books 
■either  for  themselves  or  their  classes  have  been  given  careful  attention 
and  collections  of  books  have  been  kept  on  reserve  shelves  for  the  use 
of  students.  Charge  of  this  station  was  transferred  the  last  of  February 
from  Miss  Lee  to  Miss  Page. 

In  October  the  hour  of   opening  the   East   Manchester   station   was 
changed  from  three  to  one-thirty  p.  m.  making  the  hours  for  this  station 
the  same  as  for  West  Manchester.     A  more  radical  change 
East  Man-      affected   the   charging  system.     For   some   time   it  had   been 
Chester  felt  that  the  Browne  system  was  not  well  adapted  to  station 

work  but  a  satisfactory  substitute  was  hard  to  find.  How- 
ever, as  Miss  Sheehan  reports — 

"After  a  preliminary  trial  during  the  summer,  Kardex  Interlocking 
Tube  equipment  was  installed  at  East  Manchester  in  Septem- 
New  ber.     Three  months'  use  has  confirmed  original  belief   in   its 

charging     practicaliility   and    efficiency.     It   is    simple,   quick,    and   labor- 
system         saving   and    does   away   with   the    use   of   pockets   as   well   as 
with   most   of   the   morning-after  work   which   the  old   system 
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entailed.  The  Kardex  provision  for  signals  is  used  to  indicate  fines  in- 
curred by  borrowers." 

This  station  reports  more  adult  than  juvenile  registrations  during 
the  year  and  a  fair  increase  in  circulation. 

As  noted  in  our  last  report  the  closing  Thursday  noon  of  certain 
parts  of  the  Central  Plant  of  the  McElv^^ain  factory  very  markedly 
affected  the  Friday  circulation.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  change 
the  days  of  opening  from  Tuesday  and  Friday  to  Monday  and  Thursday 
and  this  went  into  effect  November  5.  The  circulation 
McElwaln's  which  previous  to  this  time  had  averaged  from  fifty  to 
sixty  on  Friday,  went  up  to  between  ninety  and  one 
hundred  on  Thursday  thus  seeming  to  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  change. 
For  the  year  the  circulation  was  10,130  which  shows  a  good  increase 
over  last  year.  While  the  borrowers  from  this  station  are  exclusively 
adults,    seventy-two   juvenile   books   were   issued   to   parents. 

On  account  of  alterations  at  the  factory  it  has  been  necessary  twice 
to  change  the  location  of  the  library  and  yet  another  move  is  expected 
after   alterations    have   been    completed.     Miss    Mansur    reports    that — 

"Household  cares  and  distance  of  their  homes  from  the  library  pre- 
vent some  of  the  workers  from  using  either  the  central  building  or  the 
stations.  To  this  group  especially,  the  factory  station  is  a  source  of 
pleasure  and  profit." 

Amoskeag  on  account  of  its  isolated  situation  has  long  been  in  great 
need  of  a  library  station  but  the  city  appropriation  has  not  been  suf- 
ficient to  provide  this  service.  In  August,  Mrs.  Helen  T.  Ramsdell,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Amoskeag  Parent-Teacher  Association  asked  the  library  to 
send  books  to  this  section  of  the  city  promising  in  return  to  furnish 
housing,  transportation  and  care.  Mr.  Alfred  Cartier  of- 
Amoskeag  fered  space  in  his  store  at  the  corner  of  Amoskeag  and 
Front  streets  and  also  agreed  to  charge  the  books  which 
were  borrowed  while  Mr.  Hector  Lawrence  engaged  to  take  care  of  the 
transportation.  Under  these  circumstances  the  library  was  very  glad 
to  supply  the  books  and  on  September  first  163  volumes,  adult  and 
juvenile,  were  placed  on  deposit  in  a  bookcase  provided  by  the  library — 
a  makeshift  affair,  but  serving  the  purpose  fairly  well.  The  supply  is 
changed  as  needed  and  requested  books  can  be  sent  over  almost  any  day. 
Miss  Sheehan,  in  her  capacity  as  head  of  station  work,  visits  the 
station  on  the  first  of  each  month  to  examine  the  books,  arrange  for 
changes,  and  get  the  records.  This  arrangement  is  much  better  than 
nothing  for  by  it,  the  people,  including  the  children,  can  get  something 
to  read,  nevertheless,  it  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  It  is  impossible  for 
those  who  have  charge  of  the  store  and  so  kindly  care  for  the  books,  to 
know  the   character  or   scope   of   the   volumes   on  hand  or  the   resources 
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of  the  library.  The  person  who  wants  a  pillow-smoother  may  get  a 
thriller  and  the  one  who  wants  a  detective  or  mystery  tale  may  get  a 
mild  love  story.  With  the  children  it  is  quite  as  difficult  to  get  hooks 
fitted  to  the  age  or  type  of  child,  in  fact  they  are  likely,  left  to  them- 
selves, to  get  misfits.  All  of  which  goes  to  prove  that  not  half  the  value 
of  a  collection  of  books  can  be  obtained  without  someone  to  administer 
it  who  knows  the  books.  This  station  should  have  an  assistant  in  charge 
as  have  the  other  stations.     Only  one  thing  prevents — lack  of  money. 

We  are  still  hopefully  looking  forward  to  the  time,  which  we  trust 
is  in  the  near  future,  when  the  city  fathers  will  appropriate  sufficient 
money  to  allow  for  marked  expansion  of  station  work.  It  is  usual  for 
branches  and  extension  agencies  to  handle  more  than  50%  of  the  total 
circulation  of  a  city  library.  Our  outside  agencies  circulate  only  about 
30%  of  the  total  which  is  simply  another  way  of  saying  that  our  branch 
and  station  system  is  underdeveloped. 

OPEN    SHELF   ROOM 

When,  in  October,  Miss  Sheehan  was  given  charge  of  station  work, 
Miss  Lee  was  transferred  to  the  Open  Shelf  room  to  become  familiar 
with  the  work  of  this  department  of  which  she  will  take  charge  the  first 
of  January. 

For  some  time  the  book  shelves  in  this  room  have  been  over-crowded 
and  the  only  relief  has  been  to  relegate  the  older  books  to  the  stack. 
This  has  often  seemed  regrettable  because  if  they  were  left  on  the  open 

shelves  such  books  would  continue  to  be  used  while  if  sent 
Crowded  to  the  stack  they  are  doomed  to  oblivion.  If  a  person  knows 
condition      of  and  wants  a  certain  book  which  is  in  the  stack  and  will 

ask  for  it  or  consult  the  catalog  it  can  quickly  be  made  avail- 
able. The  trouble  is  that  many  people  do  not  know  specific  books  which 
they  want,  nor  do  they  like  to  use  the  catalog,  the  result  being  that  the 
majority  of  our  borrowers  choose  their  reading  from  the  books  in  the 
Open  Sbelf  room.  Added  to  this  desire  for  more  shelf  room  was  a  long- 
felt  need  for  new  bookcases,  those  in  use  having  warped  so  badly  as  to 

be   very   unsatisfactory.     Having   saved    some    salary   money 

from  the  time  intervening  between  the  resignation  of  several 
New  assistants    and   the    appointment    of    new  ones    and    having 

bookcases     practiced    various    economies,    we    were    able    to    replace    the 

south  range  of  three-section  cases  with  five  new  L.  B. 
four-section  cases,  thus  adding  space  for  about  2,000  more  volumes. 

The  lighting  of  the  Open  Shelf  room  has  never  been  entirely  satis- 
factory.    When  the  building  was  wired  no  provision  was  made  for  lights 
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between  the  bookcases.     The  general  lighting  from  the  ceil- 
New   ar-  ing  was  soon  found  to  be  insufficient  and  lamps  were  hung 
rangement      between    the    cases.     This    arrangement    lighted    the    shelves 
of  lights          fairly  well  but  detracted  from  the  appearance  of  the  room. 
When  the  new  cases  were  installed  in  November,  a  different 
scheme  was  tried.     Metal  troughs  running  the  length  of  the  cases  were 
affixed    to    the    top    edges    of    each    case.     In    these    troughs    are    electric 
lamps  behind   ground  glass.     The   result  is   a  much  better  light   on   the 
books  and  a  great  improvement  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  room. 
A  single  unit  of  wall  shelving  was  also  added  to  this  room  to  hold 
the  books  set  apart  for  the  reading  of  high  school  students.     Three  low 
wall   cases  were  brought   from  other  parts   of   the  building 
Additional      and  put   in  the  corner  near  the  assistant's   desk.     To   these 
bookcases       shelves  the  Polish  and  Arabic  books,  which  had  been  kept 
in  the   far   corner   of   the   room,   were   transferred    so   that 
they  may  be  easily  supervised.     As  Miss  Sheehan  says — 

"Most  of  the  borrowers  of  these  books  are  children,  who  delighted 
in  the   far  corner  with  its  possibilities   for  unobserved   and 
unrestrained     entertainment.      Disciplinary     difficulties     were 
Better  lessened    also    by   the    substitution    of    book    shelves    for    the 

discipline      gate    between    the    Open    Shelf    and    Reference     rooms — a 
change  welcomed  by  both  departments." 
Much   attention   has   been   paid   to   the   needs    of    high   school   pupils. 
Not  only  has  the  new,   separate  bookcase  referred  to   above  been   pro- 
vided for  the  books  segregated  for  their  use  but  the  collection  has  been 
carefully  revised.     Thinking  that  the  service   rendered  this  large  group 
by  the  various   departments  of   the  library  might  be  more   ef- 
Service      ficiently   handled    if    supervised   by   one   person.    Miss   Lee,    on 
to  high      the  first  of  November,  was  given  charge  of  this  work.     While 
schools       the  time  has  not  been  long  enough  for  a  thoro  test  we  be- 
lieve the  machinery  has  run  somewhat  more  smoothly.     This, 
however,   does  not   solve  the  problem  of   the  drain  on  the  library  that 
comes  when  all  the  secondary  schools  of  the  city  are  at  the  same  time 
calling    for   modern    poetry,    drama,    essays    or    short    stories.      The    re- 
sources of  the  library  are  insufficient  to  meet  this  concentrated  demand 
and  leave  anything  in  these  classes  for  other  borrowers.  As  Miss  Sheehan 
remarks  in  her  report — 

"Certainly  high  school  pupils  should  have  their  share  of  the  library's 
service,  but  it  is  difficult  to  give  them  the  time  and  help  they  need  with- 
out slighting  those  not  of  their  ranks.  Sometime,  perhaps,  it  will  be 
possible  to  maintain  a  separate  department  for  their  benefit ;  meanwhile. 
Reference.  Open  Shelf,  Circulation  and  Children's  departments  all  con- 
tribute to  their  aid." 
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The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  been  carried  on  as  usual 
with  collections  of  books  on  timely  subjects  shown  in  the  Delivery  hall, 
picture  exhibits,  compilation  of  book  lists,  and  the  display  of  quotations 
and  items  of   interest  on  bulletin  boards.     J^Iiss   Sheehan  adds — 

"An  unusual  exhibit,  furnished  by  the  American  Library  Association, 

was  a  group  of  pictures  of  the  authors  of  the  Reading  with 
"Reading  a  Purpose  courses.  In  spite  of  strenuous  eflforts  to  ad- 
with  a  vertise   them,    these   courses   have    not   been   popular.     Other 

Purpose"      libraries    write    glowing    accounts    of    results    obtained    from 

the  use  of  the  series,  but,  as  far  as  we  know,  few  IManchester 
people  avail  themselves  of  the  assistance  it  offers  to  organized  study." 

Some  exceptionally  interesting  collections  were  shown  in  the  glass 
cases,  among  these  being  jewelry  made  by  members  of  the  Institute  of 

Arts  and  Sciences  classes,  the  parts  of  a  violin,  an  unusually 
Arts  and  choice  collection  of  Indian  baskets,  etc.,  and  another  of 
Crafts  Indian   relics,   pottery   and   rugs.     In   the   first-named   exhibit 

exhibits         books  from  the  Art  department  were  placed  in  the  cases  beside 

the  jewelry  to  show  the  designs  from  which  suggestions  or 
ideas  had  been  obtained  by  those  designing  the  articles.  The  violin  ex- 
hibit was  quite  unique,  showing  as  it  did  the  evolution  of  a  violin  from 
the  first  bit  of  ancient  wood  to  the  finished  article,  this  being  entirely 
the  work  of  a  Manchester  man. 
Miss   Sheehan  also   reports — • 

"Of  incredible  loveliness  and  delicacy  were  the  gowns  of  the 
Japane-e  two  Japanese  dolls  who  visited  the  library  for  a  few  days 
dolls  during  their  tour  of  the  country  under  the  auspices  of   the 

Committee  for  World  Friendship  among  Children. 
"Book  Week  was  the  climax  of  the  year's  activity.     In  addition  to 
the  collections  shown  by  the  Children's  department  there  was  a  case  of 
books  for  high  school  boys  and  girls  and  a  table  of  books  sug- 
Book       gested   as   appropriate   Christmas   gifts   for   adults.     Posters   and 
week      pictures   formed   a   gay  background   for   these   'best   books',   and 
many   people   profited    by    the    opportunity   to    examine    the    dis- 
play.    As  in  1926  and  1927,  there  was  a  library  booth  at  the  First  Con- 
gregational  Church    fair,   with   selections   from   the   Book  Week  exhibit. 
The  library  was  indebted  on  both  occasions  to  Goodman's  Bookstore  for 
the  use  of  new  copies  of  books. 

"In  regard  to  publicity,  there  is  little  of  note  to  report.     There  are 

unlimited  possibilities  in  this  field,   but   they  all   require  time  which,  at 

present,   the   library   can   ill   afford   to    spare.     Commercial    organizations 

demand   that   their   employees    realize   that   'A    satisfied   cus- 

Publicity       tomer  is  our  best  advertisement',  and  this  bit  of  wisdom  is 

a  comfort  to  the  harassed  assistant  who  must  choose  between 
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writing  a  news  article  and  helping  such  perplexed  people  as  the  couple 
who  wanted  to  know  if  the  lil>rary  had  a  hook  on  how  to  raise  chickens 
without  a  back  yard. 

"Under  'publicity'  might  well  be  classed  the  exhibits  prepared  by  the 
library  at  the  request  of  other  organizations.  There  were  several  of 
these  during  1928.     The  Shoe  and  Leather  Continuation  School  held  its 

meetings  semi-weekly  from  January  to  April,  and  in  Novem- 
Co-opera-  bcr  and  December,  in  the  Library  hall.  Books  and  maga- 
tion  with  zines  appropriate  to  each  lecture  were  on  display,  and,  at 
others  the   first   meeting   in   November,   Miss   Lee   spoke   of   library 

service  and  how  it  could  help  members  of  the  school.  Dur- 
ing Lent,  in  addition  to  book  lists  prepared  by  the  library  for  use  in 
many  of  the  churches,  and  a  collection  of  'Books  for  Lenten  Reading' 
in  the  Delivery  hall,  religious  books  were  sent  to  one  of  the  local  churches 
to  be  issued  after  the  morning  service  on  Sundays.  In  May,  a  library 
booth  was  a  feature  of  the  S'tate  Parent-Teacher  Association  meeting  at 
the  Franklin  school,  and  in  September  library  posters  lined  one  corner 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  tent  at  the  United  Mothers'  Club  Country 
Fair.  Many  of  these  posters  were  afterwards  displayed  in  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  window. 

"The  most  ambitious  outside  undertaking  of  the  year  was  the  ex- 
hibit at  the  Pageant  of  Progress.  This  affair,  sponsored  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  from  April  17-20  at  Le  Chateau,  depicted  Manchester's 
development,  both  civic  and  industrial,  during  recent  years.  The  library 
shared  one  room  with  other  city  departments.  Charts 
"Pageant  with  photographs  of  old  and  new  buildings  and  columns 

of  Progress"  showing  circulation,  number  of  volumes,  number  of  bor- 
rowers, and  appropriation  for  1912  and  for  1927  were  dis- 
played, as  were  maps  locating  agencies  existing  in  those  years.  Aluch 
attention  was  attracted  by  a  water  color,  the  work  of  Miss  Holland, 
showing  the  relative  heights  of  the  Amoskeag  Bank  Building  and  two 
piles  of  books,  the  lower  one  representing  circulation  on  the  busiest  day 
in  1912,  the  higher,  which  towered  far  above  the  building,  that  on  the 
busiest  day  in  1927.  For  this  occasion,  leaflets  headed  'Do  You  Know 
That',  with  salient  facts  about  the  library,  were  printed  and  distributed. 
Much  of  the  civic  material  used  at  the  pageant,  including  the  library's 
own  exhibit,  was  afterwards  on  view  at  the  library.  Worthy  of  special 
mention  was  the  huge  Chamber  of  Commerce  chart,  hung  over  the  De- 
livery hall  entrance  to  the  stack,  which,  with  an  airplane  view  of  the 
city,  gave  facts,  figures,  and  photographs  depicting  Manchester's  growth 
and  development." 

All  in  all  the  year  in  the  Open  Shelf  room  has  been  one  of  marked 
Jirogress. 
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REFERENXE   DEPARTMENT 

The  work  of  the  Reference  department  continues  to  grow.  The  high 
school  students  come  in  such  numbers  during  the  early  part  of  the  after- 
noon that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  schedule  a  second  assistant  to 
help  during  this  rush  period. 

With  the  hope  of  securing  closer  co-operation  and  a  better  under- 
standing of  each  other's  needs,  the  teachers  of  the  Central  and  West 
Manchester  high  schools  were  invited  to  the  library  on 
Conference  October  18  for  an  informal  discussion  of  our  common 

with  high  problems.     Not   a   large   number   came   but   those   who 

school  teachers  did  come  took  an  interested  and  helpful  part  in  the 
discussion,  and  we  believe  a  more  satisfactory  service 
has  resulted.  The  usual  instruction  was  given  to  all  public  school  pupils 
of  the  eighth  grade. 

A  number  of  requests  have  been  received  from  the  United  States 
Government  for  information  concerning  former  New 
Information  Hampshire  members  of  Congress.  Considerable  research 
given  U.  S.  has  been  necessary  in  order  to  supply  the  facts  wanted 
government  but  it  has  given  us  pleasure  to  aid  the  government  in  mak- 
ing its  records  more  accurate  and  complete. 

Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  event  of  the  year  in  this  department 
was  the  completion  of  the  Oxford  English  Dictionary  which  was  begun 
fifty  years  ago.  Knowing  the  value  of  this  monumental  work  we  had 
long  coveted  it  but  not  until  1920  did  an  opportunity  occur 
Oxford  to   purchase,    at   a   price   within   our  means,   the   parts   then 

English  published.     Had   it   not   been   for  the   fund  left  by   Alichael 

dictionary  Prout  we  should  not  have  been  able  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunity  when  it  came,  for  city  appropriations  barely 
cover  our  bread  and  butter  needs.  Thus  is  shown  the  great  advantage  of 
gifts  and  bequests  made  to  the  City  Library.

Miss  Dudley  reports — 

"For  several  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  transfer  the  least  used 
reference  works  to  the  stack  to  make  room  for  new  volumes.  The  new 
two-section   wall   case  back   of   the   reference   desk   and   the   shelves   built 
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into   the  passage-way  at   the   liack   of   the   room   gave   much-needed   shelf 
space." 

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT 
Miss  Russell  reports — 

"The  total  number  of  books  circulated  from  the  Children's  depart- 
ment was  110,818 — an  increase  of  3,413  over  the  previous  year.  There 
were  1,044  books  issued  from  the  deposit  in  Amoskeag  since  the  first  of 
September ;  and  gains  in  circulation  at  East  Manchester  station,  at  the 
schools  and  at  the  main  library  more  than  made  up  for  the 
Circulation  losses  at  West  Manchester  station  and  McElwain's  and 
gain  largely  the  loss  resulting  from  the  closing  of  Gofife's  Falls  station. 
due  to  During  the  past   five  years  there  has   been  a  marked   in- 

schools  crease  in  the  number  of  books  issued  to  children  from  the 

schools.  In  1923  we  had  a  record  of  only  484  books  lent 
through  these  agencies,  but  during  1928  the  recorded  circulation  from 
the  schools  was  17,390.  We  appreciate  the  willingness  of  the  teachers 
to  co-operate  with  us  in  giving  reading  privileges  to  children  living  at 
a  distance  from  the  library,  and  we  hope  that  even  more  may  be  done 
in  certain  districts  which  are  not  yet  adequately  served. 

"Four  years  ago  it  was  reported  that  there  was  for  that  year  an 
average  of  twelve  issues  for  each  juvenile  book.  This  year  the  average 
has  been  sixteen.  We  are  happy  to  report  an  increased  use  of 
Book  stock  the  books,  but  this  means  that  they  are  wearing  out  faster. 
decreasing  With  the  amount  of  money  now  available  for  the  purchase 
of  books  it  is  impossible  to  keep  up  with  the  necessary  re- 
placing and  to  buy  new  titles  and  added  copies  for  the  stations  and  the 
School  collection.  For  several  years  the  book  stock  has  been  decreasing 
rather  than  growing  larger  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  increasing  circula- 
tion. 

"On  the  twenty-fourth  of  February  it  was  decided  to  permit  a  child 
to  borrow  any  two  juvenile  books  instead  of  limiting  his  selection  by  in- 
sisting that  at  least  one  book  must  be  non-fiction.  It  was 
New  ruling  thought  advisable  to  make  this  change  inasmuch  as  we 
consider  juvenile  fiction  equally  as  good  literature  and 
worthwhile  reading  as  the  books  of  non-fiction.  The  children  have 
seemed  to  appreciate  the  fact  that  their  selection  is  not  restricted,  though 
there  has  been  only  a  four  per  cent  increase  in  the  proportion  of  fiction 
issued. 

"There  are  287  more  children  using  the  library  than  ever  before,  and 
at  the   close   of   the  year  there  were  6,564  active   juvenile 
Borrowers      borrowers.     However,  this  figure  does  not  include  the  many 
increa.se  children  living  in  the  outlying  districts  of  the  city  who  have 

never  registered  at  the  library  but  who  are  regularly  bor- 
rowing our  books  through  the  classroom  libraries  in  the  schools. 
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"There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  thirty-three  at  the 
Story  story  hours  for  the  younger  children  on  Saturday  mornings 
hours      during  the  first  four  months  of   the  3-car  and  in   December. 

"Beginning   on   the   eighteenth   of   June   and   continuing   through   the 
summer   vacation    the    Children's   department    conducted    the    boys    and 

girls  of  Manchester  on  an  imaginary  trip  around  the  world 
Travel  by  to  visit  the  story-book  children  of  every  land.  To  each  child 
books  who   joined  this  company  of   travelers   a  map  was  given  on 

which  to  mark  the  places  'visited'  through  the  reading  of 
books.  On  five  afternoons  during  the  summer  a  reading  hour  was  held 
at  the  library  for  these  children.  Stories  about  Italy,  Holland,  Ireland, 
China  and  Japan  were  read  to  them.  On  the  third  of  August  a  moving 
picture  was  given  in  the  Library  hall  for  their  entertainment  and  to  sup- 
plement their  reading.  A  film  depicting  a  college  student 
Entertain-  in  his  travels  through  Europe  during  his  summer  vacation 
ments  and    a   short   film   on    Bermuda   were   shown.     These   were 

presented  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Devine  of  the  Tourist 
Agency  and  were  much  enjoyed  by  the  children.  One  hundred  and  two 
boys  and  girls  did  the  special  reading  and  they  were  invited  to  the  library 
on  the  tenth  of  November  to  a  stereopticon  lecture.  Views  of  places  ir 
Europe,  Asia  and  Africa  which  have  literary  associations  of  interest  to 
young  people  were  shown  and  information  given  about  them.  After- 
wards a  book  game  was  played   and   refreshments   served. 

"A  selection  of  worthwhile  juvenile  books  recommended  for  per- 
sonal ownership  was  included  in  the  Book  Week  exhibit  held  at  the 
library  from  the  eleventh  to  the  eighteenth  of  November.  New  juvenile 
books  of  fall  publication,  picture  books,  inexpensive  edi- 
Book  Week  tions  and  standard  titles  for  young  people  were  in  the 
observance  display.  This  juvenile  collection  was  kept  intact  for 
several  weeks  to  aid  those  wishing  suggestions  for 
Christmas  gifts.  The  schools  did  more  than  ever  before  in  observing 
Book  Week  by  the  writing  of  compositions  and  designing  posters  and 
other  appropriate  projects.  These  were  loaned  to  us  for  display  and 
attracted  the  attention  of  many  adults  as  well  as  children.  During  the 
week  a  book  character  contest  was  held.  Twenty-five  questions  such  as 
'Who  helped  Brother  Stephen  decorate  a  book  for  the  queen?'  were 
posted  in  the  room.  One  boy  and  girl  were  tied  for  honors,  each  having 
answered  twenty-four  questions  correctly.  On  Saturday  afternoon  of 
the  seventeenth  of  November  the  library  children  gave  an  entertainment 
in  the  Library  hall  to  a  large  gathering  of  parents  and  friends.  The 
'Children's  Bookshelf,  a  one-act  play  requiring  five  characters,  was  pre- 
sented. A  scene  from  Dickens'  'Christmas  Carol'  was  enacted  by  two 
boys,   and   about  twenty-five  children   took   part  in   tableaux   representing 
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characters  from  books  and  introduced  by  Mother  Goose.  The  program 
in  observance  of  Book  Week  was  sponsored  by  the  Manchester  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs  and  directed  by  Mrs.  Mazie  Hall. 

"The  Children's  department  was  represented  at  the  New  England 
library  meeting  at  Portland,  Maine,  in  June  and  at  the  neighborhood 
meetings  of  librarians  in  Suncook  and  Hollis.  Good 
Attendance  juvenile  books  in  inexpensive  editions  were  recommended 
and  talks  l>y   the    Children's    librarian    at    the   two    latter    gatherings. 

at  meetings  Talks  on  children's  reading  were  also  given  at  two  meet- 
ings of  Parent-Teacher  Associations,  one  at  the  Chandler 
School  of  this  city  and  one  in  Exeter,  N.  H. 

"During  the  holiday  season  the  children  enjoyed  not  only  the  usual 
decorated  tree  but  also  a  Christmas  crib  made  by  the  young  people  of 
the  First  Congregational  Church  and  loaned  to  the  library." 

ORDER  DEPARTMENT 
In  her  report  of  the  Order  department  Miss  McClure  says — 
"Fiction  is  enlarging  its  borders.  As  one  critic  puts  it  'Fiction  has 
captured  biography,  invaded  history,  and  made  forays  into  science.'  No 
doubt  this  tendency  often  makes  books  more  entertaining  to  the  general 
reader,  though  it  may  raise  his  wrath  sometimes  to  have  a  beloved  hero 
stripped  of  his  established  glory.  However  the  love  of  fair  play  is  so 
inherent  in  the  average  person  that  he  is  not  likely  to  be  long  influenced 
by  misrepresentation — usually  made  in  an  attempt  to  be  clever. 

"But  fiction  has  not  been  of  a  highly  distinguished  sort  in 
Little  1928 — neither  English  nor  American.     Only  a   few  famous 

outstanding  names  appear  among  those  who  are  represented  by  new 
fiction  books.      Many  good  stories  of  the  popular  type  have  been  pub- 

lished, however,  and  the  usual  amount  of  good  non-fiction. 
"Speaking  of  taste,  an  editorial  in  the  Saturday  R  eview    of    Litera- 
ture  makes   this   statement :     'The   trash   that   is   devoured   by   the   undis- 
criminating  many  is  not  read  because  it  is  trash,  but  because 
Literary        through     it     they     enter     into     that     realm     of     the     longed 
taste  for    where    life    is    not    what    it    is,    but  what    they    would 

wish  it  to  be.  The  people  want  a  literature  of  escape  ....  and  if 
perchance  it  be  good  as  well  as  buoyant  they  will  not  cavil  at  its  qual- 
ities.' So  in  book  selection  we  seek  a  combination  of  literary  excellence 
and  popular  appeal. 

"In  many  cases   books   for  the   City  Library  are  bought  in   response 

to    special   requests   from   our   reading   public.     The   following 

People       comment   made   by   Mr.    Wellman   in   the   latest   report   of   the 

read  library  at   Springfield,  Mass.,  might  quite  truthfully  be  applied 

reviews      to   our   own  library.     Mr.    Wellman   says :    'Any  book   of    even 

moderate  importance,   suitable  for  general  reading,  is  sure  to 
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be  requested  if  the  library  delays  purchase.     Apparently  people  are  fol- 
lowing the  current  book  reviews  as  never  before.'  " 

CLASSIFYING   AND    CATALOGING 

Miss  Tuttle  in  her  report  remarks — 

"While  the  attraction  of  working  with  the  public  is  great  and 
probably  much  more  fascinating  to  the  average  worker,  making  a  catalog 
is  equally  so  when  the  needs  of  the  people  who  use  it  are  kept 
Catalog  constantly  in  mind.  It  is  their  key  to  the  library  and  there  is 
a  key  not  a  card  made  but  that  may  at  some  moment  unlock  some 
needed  information.  With  this  in  mind,  the  making  of  a 
catalog  does  not  seem  a  dull  and  routine  occupation  but  becomes  rather 
a  magic  operation." 

Tho  we  have  added  more  books  than  usual  this  year  there  have  been 
less  classified  and  cataloged  for  the  reason  that  almost  half  of  those 
purchased  were  replacements.  It  is  quite  true  that  the  only 
Wear  and  way  for  a  book  to  be  useful  is  to  be  used,  and  we  rejoice 
tear  and  in  the  fact  that  our  books  are  used  more  and  more  as  the 
loss  years   go  by,   yet  this  wear   and  tear  and  loss  necessitating 

replacement  makes  a  great  drain  on  our  book  funds  which 
are  none  too  large  for  the  purchase  of  new  books  alone.  There  are  two 
ways  in  which  this  condition  of  affairs  might  be  improved ;  first,  more 
care  in  returning  books  and  a  more  careful  handling  of  them  by  those 
who  read  them ;  second,  larger  book  funds.  The  combination  of  the  two 
would  be  quite  ideal. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICE 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  report  another  year  gone  by  with 
no  start  made  in  library  service  for  the  hospitals.  "No 
Remedial  hospital  which  has  due  consideration  for  the  welfare  of  its 
value  of  patients  should  be  without  a  library  for  their  purposes"  says 
libraiiei  Dr.  Harvey  Gushing  of  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital, 
and  the  librarian  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
reports — 

"It  is  impossible  to  overestimate  the  remedial  value  of  carefully 
selected  reading.  It  serves  as  a  form  of  occupational  therapy  which 
promotes  happiness  and  a  more  rapid  convalescence. 

"Alany  patients  trust  to  the  wisdom  of  the  librarian,  and  she  must 
know  her  books  as  well  as  her  patients  and  select  their  reading  with  in- 
sight and  intelligence. 

"To  some  patients  their  illness  means  the  first  real  opportunity  to 
read.  There  is  no  doubt  but  the  hospital  library  reaches  many  who  would 
never  be  reached  otherwise,  and  to  some  the  habit  of  reading  is  acquired 
while  a  patient  and  continued  from  the  public  library  later." 
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THE    BUILDING 

"The  use  of  the  library  building  for  other  interests  than  reading 
was  greater  than  ever  before,  there  being  13,522  people  who  used  the 
Hall,  Club  rooms  and  Historical  rooms  during  the  year",  reports  Miss 
Clement.  "This  is  1621  more  than  in  1927.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  gain  in  attendance  was  wholly  in  the  use  of  the  Hall  where 
there  were  twenty-five  more  gatherings  than  in  the  previous  year." 

The  purchase,  by  the  Chaminade  Club,  of  a  piano  for  their 
Chaminade       use    does    away   with   much   of   the   wear   and   tear   to   the 
Club  piano      platform  occasioned  in  other  years  by  the  moving  in  and 
out  of  instruments. 

The  years  fly  by  so  rapidly  that  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  the 
building  has  reached  the  age  when  constant  repairs  are  necessary  to  keep 
it  in  good  condition,  but  such  is  the  case.  Each  year  a  num- 
Constant  ber  of  the  rooms  must  be  repainted  and  a  good  deal  of  the 
repairs  furniture  done  over  to  prevent  marked  deterioration.  This 
year  the  walls  of  the  middle  and  lower  tiers  of  the  stack 
which  had  been  allowed  to  go  without  attention  longer  than  other  parts 
of  the  building  because  less  in  evidence,  received  a  thoro  renovation. 
The  two  smallest  club  rooms  were  also  painted,  but  not  much  else  was 
done  to  the  walls  so  that  a  considerable  number  of  other  rooms  will 
need  painting  in  1929. 

The  chairs  in  the  Staff  room  after  fourteen  years  of  steady  use 
were  in  need  of  repairs  and  were  treated  to  new  upholstery  of  modern 
style.  This  change  together  with  new  window  draperies 
Staff  room  made  a  great  improvement  in  the  general  appearance  of  the 
improved  room.  The  inconvenience  caused  by  the  lack  of  electric 
plugs  in  this  room  and  the  dining  room  was  remedied  by 
having  two  put  in  the  former  and  one  in  the  latter. 

The  dressing  room  off  the  stage  was  supplied  with  a  much-needed 
full-length  mirror,  and  a  curtain  was  provided  to  hide  from  the  audience 
the  entrance  from  the  hallway.  Thus,  little  by  little  the  conveniences 
of  the  building  are  added  to  that  the  people  of  Manchester  may  be  better 
served. 

More  shelf  room  is  needed  in  the  stack.  One  of  the  classes  of  books 
which  takes   a  great   deal   of   space   here   is   that  of   bound   newspapers. 

This  is  an  important  class  as  an  incident  which  occurred 
Value  of  this    year     shows.      Our    largest    manufacturing    concern 

newspapers      wished  to  prove  a  certain  point  and  an  article  in  one  of 

our  old  newspapers  did  it.  A  photostat  of  the  item  was 
made  to  send  to  Washington  and  it  was  said  that  this  might  be  worth 
many  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  company.     The  newspapers  and  public 
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documents  which   occupy   the   lowest   tier  of   the   stack   iii- 

Fourth  tier      crease  rapidly  and  the  need  of  the  fourth  tier,  mentioned 

needed  in    the    last    three    reports,    has    become    urgent    and    we 

earnestly     request     that     this     matter      be      given      prompt 

attention. 

Tho   our   building    is   no   longer   new   it   continues    to    attract    many 
visitors.     This  year   these   visitors   have   ranged   all   the   way   from    S'un- 
cook  to  Iowa  including  a  good  number  from  our  own  city 
Visitors  who  had  never  been  over  the  building.     These  latter  com- 

prised not   only  individuals  but   groups   from   evening  and 
day  schools  and  from  the  International  Institute. 

STAFF 

In  1927  two  assistants  left  our  ranks  only  one  of  whom  was  replaced. 
This  year  twice  that  number  have  resigned,  but  we  have  been  fortunate 
in  filling  the  vacancies  so  that  we  close  the  year  with  our  full  quota. 

Miss  Shaw  was  offered  a  position  in  the  library  of  the  Curtis  In- 
stitute of  Philadelphia  where  the  hours  are  shorter  and  the  pay  higher, 
so  after  having  been  with  us  nearly  seven  years  she  resigned. 
Changes  Miss  Winter  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  staff  less  than 
two  years  left  for  a  trip  abroad  and  Miss  Macintosh  who 
had  not  completed  her  first  year  with  us  left  to  be  married.  Miss  Lind- 
quist,  having  been  awarded  the  Caroline  M.  Hewins  scholarship,  left  to 
study  children's  work  at  Simmons  College. 

To  make  good  these  losses  the  following  assistants  were  appointed  : — 

Winifred  G.  Woodward,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  with 
experience  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
Library. 

H.  Arlene  Thorp,  who  was  formerly  with  us  as  a  page,  returned 
as  a  general  assistant  after  having  completed  the  training 
course  given  in  the  City  Library  of  Springfield,  Mass. 

Bernice  D.  Fry,  a  graduate  of  Denison  University  and  the  Chau- 
tauqua Library  School. 

Mary  Washburn,  a  graduate  of  Simmons  College  Library  School 
with  four  years  experience  in  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Library. 

Nellie  I.  Warren,  a  1928  Simmons  Library  School  graduate. 

So  many  changes  are  detrimental  to  the  efficiency  of  the  staff  for 
each  library  has  more  or  less  details  peculiar  to  itself  and  even  tho  an 
assistant  is  trained  in  the  fundamentals  of  library  science  she  must  be- 
come familiar  with  the  arrangement,  rules  and  routine  of  the  library 
which  she  enters.  This  necessarily  means  some  loss  of  time  and  efficiency. 
It  is  the  old  story  of  the  expense  of  the  "turn-over"  of  labor.  We  are 
happy  to   say,   however,   that  we  do   not   suffer   nearly  as  much    in   this 
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particular  as  we  did  several  years  ago  before  the  schedule  of  salaries 
was  improved.  We  hope  also  that  the  increases  recently 
Conditions  granted  some  of  the  assistants  who  have  been  with  us  long- 
improved  est  will  result  in  a  more  contented  and  even  longer  service. 
The  next  improvement  to  this  end,  and  also  to  put  the 
library  on  a  fair  basis  with  other  libraries  of  good  standing,  is  a  reduc- 
tion of  working  hours.  A  recent  inquiry  into  this  matter  showed  that 
the  majority  of  city  libraries  require  only  40  hours  per  week  instead 
of  45  as  we  do. 

At  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Simmons  College  Library 
Simmons  School,  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Russell,  a  student  at  the  school, 
student        was  allowed  to  come  into  the  library  for  practice  work.     She 

was  with  us   from   June  18  to  July  28. 
As   in   former   years   the   librarian   and   some   of   the   assistants   have 
addressed  various  organizations  both  in  and  out  of  the  city.     The  library 
has  also  been  represented  at  library  meetings  from  the  national  conven- 
tion at  West  Baden,  Ind.,  to  the  local  neighborhood  gatherings. 

CONSCIENCE  MONEY 

Again  this  year  someone's  conscience  pricked,  and  a  bill  was  returned 
with   the   one   word   "Honesty".     We   are   very   glad   to   get   any   money 

which  belongs  to  us  but  we  should  appreciate  it  doubly  if 
Thieving       people  would  be  honest  in  the  first  place.     It  does   seem  as 

tho  it  showed  the  meanest  sort  of  character  to  steal  from 
those  who  buy  books  to  lend  without  a  cent  of  charge.  An  unusual  case 
of  sneak-thieving  by  a  small  boy  occurred  this  year.  The  culprit  was 
caught  and  the  losses  made  good. 

GIFTS  AND  COURTESIES 

Among  the  gifts  which  have  come  to  us  this  year  are  two  pictures 
given  by  Mr.  Allan  E.   Herrick.     One  a  water-color  marine  painted  by 

himself  and  the  other  a  picture  entitled  "Reading  the  Proclama- 
Herrick  tion  of  Freedom  in  the  Slaves'  Cabin"  by  his  father,  the  late 
pictures     Henry   W.    Herrick.     We   are   always   pleased   to   acquire   and 

to  preserve  books  and  pictures  by  local  authors  and  artists. 
They  are  valuable  as  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  city,  and  the  hand- 
some, fire-proof  library  building  makes  a  fitting  repository  for  such 
material.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

December  28,  1928. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  School  Committee: 

In  accordance  with  your  rules,  I  present  to  you  the  annual  report 
of  the  School  Department  for  the  calendar  year  1928. 

I.     ORGANIZATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

With  each  year  that  passes,  our  organization  for  efficient  admin- 
istering of  the  schools  improves.  It  still  is  not  perfect,  but  we  have 
taken  great  strides  toward  our  final  goal.  Concentration  of  both 
authority  and  responsibility  is  necessary  in  any  well  administered  organ- 
ization. Neither  one  can  exist  without  the  other.  For  the  past  three 
years  an  effort  has  been  made  through  the  employment  of  an  assistant 
superintendent,  who  should  be  purchasing  agent,  to  bring  the  control  of  all 
finances  under  a  single  head.  A  good  start  was  made  under  Mr.  Clark, 
but  his  unfamiliarity  with  the  local  situation  and  his  inability  to  control 
some  of  those  who  were  supposed  to  be  under  his  direction,  nullified  his 
best  efforts.  For  the  past  year  and  two  months,  Mr.  Gibbons  has  held 
his  present  position.  The  results  so  far  have  completely  borne  out  the 
contentions  of  those  who  insisted  that  such  a  position  should  be  created, 
and  the  saving  accomplished  has  been  beyond  our  wildest  hopes. 

The  School  Department  last  year  was  praised  by  one  of  the  alder- 
men, speaking  before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  for  having  overrun  its  very  limited  appropriation  only 
$6,000.  It  was  evident  that  the  aldermen  expected  a  much  larger  over- 
draft. Throughout  this  year  the  enrollment  has  averaged  98  higljer  in 
the  high  schools  and  90  higher  in  the  grades  than  it  did  in  1927.  On 
the  basis  of  our  last  per  capita  cost,  we  should  have  spent  $18,700  more 
than  we  did  in  1927.  Instead  of  that  we  have  spent  $22,200  less,  so 
that  there  really  has  been  a  saving,  not  of  $22,200  but  of  $40,900.  Ap- 
proximately $12,500  of  this  saving  was  accomplished  through  better 
arrangement  of  rooms  and  consolidation  of  classes  in  both  grades  and 
high  schools.  The  credit  for  the  saving  of  the  other  $28,400  goes  mainly 
to  Mr.  Gibbons.  He  has  saved  his  entire  salary  more  than  six  times 
over. 

*        *        *        * 

It  has  not  been  the  policy  of  the  present  superintendent  to  lay 
down    the    law    to    the    principals    and    supervisors,  ordering    them    to 
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employ  certain  uniform  methods  of  handling  their  problems.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  no  two  schools  in  the  city  are  exactly  alike,  and  methods 
that  would  achieve  results  in  one  might  bring  only  disaster  in  another. 
One  principal  may  be  far  better  suited  than  another  to  handle  a  certain 
community  or  group  of  children.  It  has  been  our  policy  to  hold  up  be- 
fore all  the  goals  to  be  attained,  to  suggest  methods  by  which  results 
may  be  achieved,  and  to  encourage  all  to  their  best  efiforts.  In  conse- 
quence, in  practically  none  of  our  schools  do  we  find  principals  and 
teachers  in  a  rut,  doing  the  same  old  things  in  the  same  old  way.  In- 
stead, they  are  experimenting,  investigating,  studying  the  individual  chil- 
\dren,  testing  and  checking  their  results.  Many  of  the  principals  in  turn 
are  encouraging  their  teachers  to  try  new  experiments,  of  which  more 
will  be  told  you  later  on. 

In  many  school  systems  in  the  country,  one  encounters  either  a  mili- 
tary regime,  with  all  the  schools  mechanically  doing  the  same  thing  at 
the  same  hour  as  the  result  of  autocratic  domination  from  above,  or  a 
self-satisfied  stagnation,  in  which  teachers  and  principals  find  it  so  much 
easier  to  do  the  same  old  things  in  the  same  old  way  than  to  strive  to 
improve  their  work  by  newer  methods  and  by  checking  their  results. 

This  does  not  mean  that  there  is  no  direction  from  the  central  office, 
for  each  experiment  is  discussed  with  the  superintendent  and  approved 
before  it  is  put  into  practice.  Teachers  and  principals  have  in  many 
cases  taken  a  new  interest  in  their  work,  and  are  vying  with  each  othei 
in  achieving  the  same  objects  through  dififerent  means. 

The  supervisors  of  special  subjects  are  invited  to  principals'  meet- 
ings, where  the  common  objects  of  all  education  are  discussed,  so  that 
they  may  feel  that  they  are  parts  of  a  complete  whole,  and  not  advocates 
of  a  specialized  branch  of  education  which  has  no  connection  with  the 
rest  of  the  course.  The  problem  of  closer  articulation  of  high  school  and 
grades  has  not  yet  been  satisfactorily  solved,  but  a  series  of  meetings 
is  under  way  which  will  bring  grades  and  high  schools  closer  together 
and  strive  to  eliminate  the  gap  which  undoubtedly  now  exists. 

II.    YOUR  MONEY'S  WORTH 

In  the  annual  report  of  1924  a  careful  comparison  was  made  between 
cost  of  schools  in  Manchester  and  those  of  other  cities  of  our  size 
throughout  the  country.  Of  course  the  South  has  a  problem  of  its 
own.  In  cities  like  Mobile,  Memphis,  Nashville,  and  Augusta,  nearly  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  children  in  public  schools  are  colored.  These  are  housed 
in  separate  schools  and  taught  by  colored  teachers,  whose  pay  is  pitifully 
small.  In  1919,  when  I  was  a  member  of  the  staff  that  surveyed  the 
workings  of  the  S"tate  Department  of   Education  in  Virginia,  we  found 
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one  county  in  the  state  which,  during  the  preceding  year,  had  spent 
eighty-eight  cents  for  the  education  of  each  colored  child !  With  the 
exception  of  these  half-negro  cities,  Manchester  then  had  the  lowest 
actual  expenditures  in  the  class  of  cities  between  70,000  and  100,000,  as 
well  as  the  lowest  per  capita  cost.  The  first  figure  gives  us  the  advantage 
of   our  large   parochial    school   population,   while   the    second   does   not. 

In  the  meanwhile,  all  over  the  country  more  money  is  being  spent 
for  public  education.  Even  in  these  southern  cities  mentioned  above, 
increases  during  the  past  three  years  have  run  from  $40,000  to  half  a 
million.  Our  little  neighboring  city  of  Concord  is  spending  $32,000  an- 
nually more  than  it  did  three  years  ago.  The  following  table  shows  the 
actual  increase  of  last  year  over  the  figures  three  years  previous  in  school 
expenditures  for  ordinary  maintenance,  exclusive  of  buildings,  interest 
on  bonds,  bond  payments,  etc.,  for  nine  or  ten  cities  which,  like  our  own, 
are  industrial  centers  without  any  number  of  well-to-do  inhabitants  :

The  average  increase  is  $258,350.  This  represents  the  amount  that 
each  city  is  spending  this  year  more  than  it  spent  on  education  three 
years  ago. 

In  order  that  the  increase  may  not  be  attributed  entirely  to  growth 
of  the  schools,  figures  are  also  given  showing  the  increase  or  decrease 
in  enrollment  over  the  same  period  of  three  years.  As  these  are  figures 
furnished  by  the  government  and  include  night  school  as  well  as  day 
school  enrollment,  in  a  number  of  cases  a  decrease  has  been  shown. 
This  decrease  is  in  most  cases  due  to  the  industrial  depression,  which 
has  diminished  the  number  of  young  people  enrolled  in  the  compulsory 
evening  schools.  The  average  decrease  in  enrollment  for  these  nine 
cities  is  294,  while  Manchester  on  the  other  hand  shows  a  gain  of  90.  In 
these  three  years  there  has  been  a  gain  of  411  in  our  high   school  en- 
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rollment,  but  this  has  been  neutralized  by  the  curtailment  of  the  kinder- 
garten enrollment  and  the  diminution  of  the  compulsory  night  school 
classes. 

Let  us  take  the  year  1925.  Our  appropriation  that  year  was  $750,000, 
and  we  lived  within  it,  but  we  had  spent  almost  $4,0C0  for  coal  during 
the  months  of  January  and  February  before  it  was  decided  that  the  coal 
for  the  city  should  be  bought  through  the  mayor's  office.  It  was 
estimated  that  the  coal  for  the  schools  that  year  cost  $40,000.  Therefore 
our  total  expenditures  came  to  $790,782.53.  This  includes  $855.17  in 
cash  credits  collected  by  the  department.  Three  years  afterwards,  in- 
stead of  increasing  our  expenditures  by  an  average  of  $258,350,  as  the 
other  nine  cities  in  our  class  have  done  in  a  like  period,  we  have  spent 
$770,731.59,  or  $20,051  less. 

Four  and  a  half  years  ago,  when  I  was  being  considered  for  the 
Manchester  superintendency,  I  warned  the  then  Board  of  School  Com- 
mittee that  in  all  probability  the  cost  of  their  schools  would  materially 
increase.  I  promised  to  increase  the  enrollment  in  the  upper  grades,  to 
induce  pupils  to  stay  longer  in  school,  to  fill  the  high  school  buildings 
full  of  pupils,  to  increase  the  number  of  high  school  graduates,  to  in- 
troduce ungraded  rooms,  special  help  teachers,  and  other  features  that 
would  in  all  probability  greatly  increase  the  cost  of  running  the  schools. 
All  of  these  promises  have  been  fulfilled,  as  I  shall  presently  show,  but 
the  actual  cost  of  running  the  schools  has  been  less  during  five  of  the 
nine  semesters  that  I  have  been  here  than  it  was  for  the  last  half  year 
before  I  took  charge.  We  cannot  take  the  twelve  months  as  a  fair  basis 
of  comparison,  because  the  large  increase  in  salaries  took  place  in  the 
fall  of  1923.  Three  of  the  semesters  during  which  we  have  spent  more 
money  actually  than  was  spent  in  the  first  six  months  of  1924  are  the  two 
during  which  we  conducted  our  summer  school,  and  the  one  which  saw 
the  making  over  and  fitting  up  of  the  Corey  Manual  Training  School. 
The  chart  submitted  herewith  and  the  following  table  shows  the  dif- 
ference between  our  expenditures  as  they  have  been,  and  what  they  would 
have  been  had  we  continued  to  spend  at  the  same  rate  per  pupil  as  in 
the  spring  of  1924:

The  saving  for  the  four  and  a  half  years  amounts  to  $528,931,  an 
average  of  $117,540  a  year. 

And  while  we  are  speaking  of  the  cost  of  their  schools  to  the  tax- 
payers of  Manchester,  let  us  call  attention  to  one  or  two  items  that  have 
never  been  laid  before  all  the  voters  of  our  city.  The  state  law  requires 
that  money  raised  by  dog  dicenses  and  paid  in  for  tuition  shall  be  credited 
to  the  School  Department.  When  an  inquiry  was  made  at  the  City  Hall 
as  to  why  we  had  never  received  these  funds,  the  answer  was  that  we 
had  received  them,  but  that  the  amount  raised  by  direct  taxation  had 
been  decreased  by  exactly  the  amount  of  these  sums.  In  other  words, 
while  the  general  impression  was  that  the  schools  in  1927  had  spent 
$791,000,  which  was  raised  by  direct  taxation  that  year,  there  were  re- 
ceipts of  $11,731.23  which  we  were  not  credited  with;  so  that  the  amount 
raised  by  direct  taxation  was  less  than  $780,000.  The  receipts  from  the 
renting  of  the  Practical  Arts  Auditorium  are  not  credited  to  our  funds 
either,  although  every  time  that  the  auditorium  is  used  we  spend  between 
forty  and  sixty  dollars  for  heat  and  light.  If  all  of  these  receipts  were 
credited  to  us  for  the  past  four  years,  it  would  amount  to  $48,240.74. 
In  other  words,  our  appropriation  each  year,  as  raised  by  direct  taxation, 
has  been  $12,000  less  than  the  taxpayers  were  given  to  understand  that 
it  was. 

When  all  has  been  said  and  done,  the  true  test  of  the  efficiency  of 
a  school  system  is  the  quantity  and  quality  of  its  output.  In  the  year 
1924  the  output  of  the  Manchester  schools  (high  school  graduates)  was 
229.  This  has  steadily  risen  until  this  year  400  young  people  are  due  to 
receive  their  diplomas.  For  the  five  years  1925  to  1929  inclusive,  the 
average  size  of  the  graduating  classes  is  340.  For  the  five  years  preced- 
ing this,  the  average  was  192,  and  for  the  five  years  1915-1919  inclusive, 
the  average  was  150.  Going  back  still  further,  the  five  year  period  from 
1910  to  1914  inclusive  gave  an  average  class  of  1920.  Putting  this  into  per- 
centages, the  increase  from  the  first  five  year  period  to  the  second  was  30' 
pupils,  or  25  per  cent ;  from  the  second  five  year  period  to  the  third  was 
42  pupils,  or  28  per  cent;  from  the  third  five  year  period  to  the  fourth 
was  an  average  of  148  pupils  or  11  per  cent. 

So  much  for  the  quantity  of  the  output.  As  for  the  quality,  that 
is  harder  to  measure.  Yet  reports  from  the  business  men  who  are  eager 
to  employ  our  young  graduates,  reports  from  the  normal  schools  and 
colleges   which    our   graduates    attend,    and    comments    from    the   general 
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public  on  the  behavior  and  character  of  high  school  students  give  me 
courage  to  say  that  it  would  be  hard  to  find  either  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  or  in  the  past  of  our  own  city  a  group  of  young  people  more 
worthy  of  carrying  on  when  they  in  turn  become  leaders  in  our  city  and 
state  life. 

Any  commercial  enterprise  which  increases  its  product  11  per  cent 
in  five  years  would  be  entitled  to  praise  and  congratulation  on  the  part 
of  the  stockholders,  if  the  cost  had  increased  only  60  per  cent.  But  here 
is  the  most  important  industry  in  our  city,  concerned  with  the  making 
of  our  future  citizens,  increasing  its  product  by  11  per  cent  in  five  years 
and  actually  diminishing  the  cost. 

To  show  how  these  economies  have  been  effected,  I  offer  the  follow- 
ing sets  of  figures  on  the  per  pupil  cost  of  supplies,  textbooks,  fuel, 
janitor  service,  and  janitors'  supplies.  These  are  not  absolutely  accurate 
for  each  particular  year,  for  the  enrollment  is  the  total  enrollment  for 
the  school  year,  while  the  expenditure  is  for  the  fiscal  year,  but  it  evens 
up  in  the  long  run.  We  continued  to  use  it  because  it  had  been  so 
begun  in  reports  of  some  years  ago.

In  the  matter  of  textbooks,  it  will  be  noted  that  1927  was  the  highest 
year  since  1921.  Owing  to  our  financial  stringency  in  1926,  we  had  to 
do  without  books  which  were  rather  badly  needed.  As  a  result,  a  great 
deal  had  to  be  spent  the  following  year,  at  which  time  many  of  the  old 
books  were  thoroughly  rebound  so  as  to  last  another  three  years.  The 
first  of  this  year  found  us  very  well  supplied,  so  that  it  was  not  necessary 
to  spend  a  great  deal  for  this  purpose. 

In  the  matter  of  supplies,  a  much  more  careful  check  has  been  made 
on  the  per  pupil  needs.  The  policy  of  supplying  in  bulk  has  been 
abandoned,  although  we  still  obtain  bids  for  a  year's  supply,  thus  taking 
advantage  of  the  lower  price  through  purchasing  in  quantity,  without  at 
the  same  time  incurring  the  loss  through  serving  out  large  amounts  at 
any  one  time. 

The  saving  in  janitors'  supplies  has  been  extraordinary.  It  will  be 
noted  that  we  are  down  to  less  than  one  fourth  the  per  pupil  consump- 
tion that  we  had  in  1923.  This  year  we  were  largely  using  up  surplus 
accumulations  of  previous  years.  On  the  other  hand,  a  considerable 
fraction  of  our  expenditures  represented  the  accumulation  of  back  bills. 

The  item  of  janitors'  salaries  has  been  lower  than  at  any  time  in 
the  last  eight  years,  both  actually  and  based  on  the  per  pupil  cost.  The 
work  of    Mr.   Gibbons   in   re-assigning  the  janitors   so   as  to   get   better

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efficiency,  and  the  close  supervision  given  them  by  Mr.  Drescher,  are 
bearing  fruit.  Our  buildings  are  better  taken  care  of,  if  anything,  than 
they  were  at  the  time  of  the  high  salary  list  of  two  or  three  years  ago. 
The  salary  attached  to  no  position  has  been  cut. 

It  is  in  the  saving  of  fuel  that  we  have  made  the  most  extraordinary 
record  this  year.  The  table  shows  a  remarkable  decrease  in  per  capita 
expenditure  from  1923.  Of  course  these  figures,  while  accurate  for  the 
total  amount,  are  not  exactly  fair  for  each  individual  year,  for  the 
reason  that  no  inventory  is  taken  on  the  first  of  January  in  order  to  show 
how  much  of  the  quantity  purchased  the  preceding  year  was  left  over. 
For  example,  the  expenditures  of  1924  are  lower  than  1923,  because  a 
greater  amount  of  coal  was  left  in  our  bins  on  the  first  of  the  year. 
This  showed  itself  in  1925  when  a  larger  amount  was  spent.  Again  the 
small  expenditure  of  1926  was  due  to  the  fact  that  our  bins  were  well 
stocked  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  The  figures  of  the  last  two  years, 
however,  represent  a  genuine  saving.  We  have  actually  more  coal  on 
hand  now  than  we  had  a  year  ago.  This  represents  (1)  the  replacement 
of  expensive  fuels  by  cheaper  grades  of  high  fuel  value;  (2)  careful 
checking  up  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Gibbons  so  that  each  janitor  knows  that 
the  record  of  his  supply  and  the  consumption  per  week  are  kept;  (3)  a 
survey  of  the  condition  of  the  heating  plants  and  the  stopping  of  several 
leaks  which  were  causing  waste  of  heat ;  (4)  careful  instruction  in  firing 
on  the  part  of  Mr.  Drescher  and  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  fire- 
men; (5)  a  genuine  interest  on  the  part  of  the  janitors  themselves  in 
conserving  their  fuel   supply. 

There  is  one  item  that  shows  an  increase  this  year  over  recent  ex- 
penditures. We  have  spent  this  year  for  new  equipment  $4,980.50,  as 
against  $1,324.13  for  1927.  More  new  typewriters  have  been  bought  than 
during  any  year  for  the  last  four  years.  A  number  of  new  desks  have 
been  purchased,  and  other  needed  equipment,  such  as  a  new  metal  planer 
for  the  West  High  machine  shop,  a  new  lead  and  rule  cutter  for  the 
West  High  print  shop,  maps,  etc.,  have  been  added  to  our  inventory. 

For  several  years  the  Art  Department  at  the  West  High  has  been 
dissatisfied  with  the  old  time  drawing  easels  which  were  substituted  for 
desks  when  the  building  was  first  erected.  Through  the  work  of  the 
Manual  Training  Department  there  have  been  substituted  this  fall  twenty- 
five  drawing  cabinets,  solid,  substantial,  and  made  to  hold  both  draw- 
ing boards  and  instruments,  which  are  now  replacing  the  unsatisfactory 
easels.  The  Manual  Training  Department  can  well  be  proud  of  the  ex- 
cellent work  done  by  their  boys.  The  cost  was  a  mere  fraction  of  what 
it  would  have  been  had  the  cabinets  been  purchased. 

A  beautiful  velvet  curtain  to  match  the  hangings  has  been  pur- 
chased for  the  West  High  Auditorium. 
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III.     CHANGES  IN  THE  PHYSICAL  PLANT 

The  Building  Department  has  put  in  a  busy  year.  Besides  the  usual 
minor  repairs  in  all  buildings,  by  which  they  are  kept  right  up  to  date, 
there  have  been  a  number  of  big  improvements.  The  Webster  School 
has  been  painted  outside  and  in.  The  Wilson  School  has  had  the  same. 
The  Lincoln  and  the  Ash-Street  Schools  were  painted  and  redecorated 
entirely  within. 

The  biggest  single  gain  is  the  new  heating  plant  and  boiler  room 
at  the  Wilson  School.  This  takes  away  a  little  of  the  playground  at 
the  rear,  but  has  given  us  more  space  within  the  building.  The  Manual 
Training  Department  is  now  able  to  house  its  unfinished  products  and 
its  lumber  at  its  own  end  of  the  building.  At  the  other  end  there  has 
been  installed  an  excellent  Home  Economics  laboratory,  fitted  up  for 
cooking  as  well  as  for  sewing,  with  a  dining  room  and  cupboard  at  one 
end.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades.  A  considerable  saving  was  effected  through  a  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  Gibbons  that  the  equipment  from  the  Varney  School  be 
transferred  to  the  Wilson.  The  schedule  of  the  Household  Arts  teachers 
was  arranged  so  as  to  throw  all  the  cooking  for  the  West  Side  girls  into 
the  afternoon  periods,  at  which  time  the  laboratory  of  the  West  High 
was  available  for  their  use. 

An  electric  elevator  connected  with  the  new  plant  at  the  Wilson 
School  enables  the  janitor  to  remove  his  ashes  easily  from  the  furnace 
room.  All  storage  for  coal  and  wood  is  in  the  new  addition,  entirely 
removed  from  the  basement  of  the  school.  In  connection  with  these 
other  improvements,  new  electric  fixtures  have  been  installed  through- 
out the  basement;  new  bells  and  outside  gongs  have  been  added;  new 
modern  sanitary  toilets  have  been  built  for  both  boys'  and  girls'  base- 
ments ;  twelve  new  bubblers  have  been  installed ;  new  bulletin  boards  have 
been  made  for  the  hall  and  for  every  classroom.  The  works  of  art,  both 
pictures  and  sculpture,  around  the  building,  have  been  repaired,  im- 
proved, cleaned,  and  rehung.  The  kindergarten  has  been  equipped  with 
new  material  such  as  a  teeter-board,  a  chest,  a  new  sand  table,  etc.  Small 
tables  and  chairs  have  been  purchased  for  the  first  and  second  grades. 

During  the  summer  2,000  old  desks,  whose  tops  had  become  rough 
and  pitted,  were  planed  off  and  filled  with  plastic  wood,  so  as  to  give 
them  a  surface  like  new.  Eight  thousand  desks  were  revarnished  at 
a  cost  not  much  more  than  the  price  of  the  materials,  for  the  janitors 
did  the  work  during  part  of  the  vacation  period. 

The  work  of  beautifying  the  grounds  around  the  West  High  was 
begun  under  the  direction  of  the  Parent-Teachers'  Association  about  a 
year  ago,  but  their  funds  gave  out,   and  the  city  was  finally   induced  to 
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complete  the  work,  spreading  a  layer  of  rich  black  loam  over  the  space 
between  the  sidewalk  and  the  building  itself. 

Two  new  cupboards  have  been  installed  at  the  West  High,  one  for 
the  use  of  the  Department  of  Home  Economics,  the  other  for  the  use  of 
the  lunchroom.  Some  125  shades  have  been  replaced  in  the  various 
schools,  notably  the  Wilson,   Weston,  Lincoln,  and  Varney. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Highway  Department,  the  play- 
ground around  the  Youngsville  School  has  been  enlarged  to  nearly  twice 
its  former  dimensions,  by  the  removal  of  a  gravel  bank  with  boulders, 
which  occupied  a  great  part  of  the  yard  in  the  rear. 

The  Manual  Training  Department  has  been  active  in  improving  the 
condition  of  its  own  shop.  At  the  Bakersville  School  they  have  put 
through  a  partition,  separating  a  room  into  a  janitor's  storeroom  and 
a  room  for  mechanical  drawing.  This  has  been  equipped  with  some  of 
the  easels  purchased  originally  for  the  West  High  but  not  used.  One  of 
the  rooms  formerly  used  for  the  storage  of  coal  in  the  Wilson  base- 
ment has  been  refinished  and  equipped  as  a  drawing  room.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  discarded  easels  from  the  West  High  have  been  used  here. 
A  portion  of  the  room  was  also  used  for  finishing,  staining,  etc.,  of  Man- 
ual Training  projects. 

IV.     BETTER  INSTRUCTION 

As  was  pointed  out  in  last  year's  report,  the  biggest  service  that  the 
superintendent  of  schools  renders  is  in  the  selection  of  his  teachers. 
This  involves  two  very  distinct  problems.  In  the  case  of  our  grade 
teachers,  the  supply  is  ample.  The  Normal  Schools,  both  in  our  own 
state  and  in  ^Tassachusetts,  are  turning  out  girls  much  faster  than  the 
communities  can  absorb  them.  The  number  of  Manchester  girls  alone 
who  graduate  from  normal  schools  each  year  amounts  to  55  or  60.  Last 
year  we  filled  25  positions  in  the  grades,  but  two  were  former  teachers 
returning  and  five  were  kindergartens.  This  was  an  unusually  large 
number,  due  to  the  fact  that  seven  of  the  married  substitutes  had  held 
regular  positions  during  the  previous  year.  Ordinarily  there  are  about 
14  positions  in  the  grades  to  be  filled  each  year,  and  the  number  of  ac- 
ceptable candidates  with  successful  experience  and  good  recommendations 
from  their  superintendents  has  run  between  60  and  87  people  annually. 
Our  main  problem  here,  then,  is  to  skim  the  cream  from  a  large  and 
constantly  growing   supply. 

The  new  teachers  were  called  together  for  instruction  during  the 
first  ten  days  of  the  fall  term,  and  the  supervisors  and  principals  who 
met  them  at  that  time  commented  on  the  fact  that  Manchester  had  never 
secured  the  services  of  quite  such  a  promising  group  of  young  people  at 
any  one  time  before. 
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The  problem  of  securing  suitable  high  school  teachers,  however,  is 
a  very  different  thing.  In  cities  like  Springfield,  Worcester,  and  New- 
ton, where  salary  schedules  are  high  and  the  number  of  applicants  large, 
the  superintendent*  has  the  same  problem  that  I  have  in  selecting  teachers 
for  the  grades.  He  aims  to  take  the  pick  of  a  large  group  who  are 
trying  to  get  in.  Here,  in  the  selection  of  high  school  teachers  we  are 
under  a  distinct  handicap.  Our  salaries  are  not  high  enough  to  attract 
people  from  Massachusetts,  and  the  supply  of  local  teachers  who  are  well 
equipped,  experienced,  and  of  first-class  calibre,  is  not  any  too  plentiful. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  eleven  special  teachers  and  high 
school  teachers,  nine  of  whom  were  men.  One  of  the  women  teachers 
was  married,  and  one  of  the  men  died,  but  practically  all  of  the  others 
left  because  offered  better  positions  elsewhere.  There  was  a  turnover 
of  sixteen  per  cent  of  our  male  teachers.  Filling  these  positions  with 
candidates  who  should  be  no  poorer  but  a  little  stronger,  if  possible,  than 
their  predecessors,  was  no  easy  task.  In  both  high  schools,  however,  the 
comment  of  executive  officers  is  that  our  staffs  this  year  are  the  best 
that  we  have  ever  had. 

A.  Professional  Advancement. 

An  increasing  number  of  our  teachers  each  year  are  taking  summer 
school  courses  and  other  professional  work  in  order  to  improve  their 
teaching.  A  goodly  number  of  Manchester  teachers  attended  summer 
schools  during  the  past  vacation.  Fifty-five  of  them  are  at  present  en- 
rolled in  a  course  in  teaching  the  social  studies,  which  gives  them  credit 
toward  an  advanced  degree  in  Boston  University.  Through  special  ar- 
rangement with  Boston  University  and  Harvard,  this  course  is  taught 
by  the  superintendent,  who  contributes  his  time  as  instructor.  We  are 
supplying  to  the  schools  certain  magazines,  among  them  professional 
publications  to  assist  the  teachers.  These  are  widely  circulated  among 
our  instructors,  as  are  certain  professional  books  that  have  been  bought 
either  through  the  Board  of  School  Committee  or  by  the  .  individual 
schools   for  their   own   libraries. 

B.  Research  and  Experiments. 

Our  teachers  have  been  most  co-operative  in  making  experiments 
with  new  methods  and  new  textbooks.  The  best  examples  of  this  was 
seen  in  the  work  of  the  arithmetic  committee  and  their  helpers  during 
almost  the  entire  past  year.  It  is  economical  to  change  basic  tests  only 
when  the  great  bulk  of  the  books  are  worn  out  and  ready  to  be  replaced. 
The  Stone-AIillis  Arithmetics  had  been  introduced  in  Alanchester  in  the 
years  1922-23-24,  just  about  the  time  that  the  house  which  published  them 
discarded    them  for    a    new    series,  the    Stone    Arithmetics.      The    books 
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therefore  were  all  four,  five,  and  six  years  old,  and  four  years  is  about 
the  life  of  an  average  textbook  in  a  free  textbook  town.  Knowing  that 
new  arithmetic  books  would  have  to  be  bought  in  great  quantity  this 
year,  we  decided  that  it  was  time  to  make  a  change  to  a  more  modern 
text.  A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  superintendent  last  spring  for 
the  express  purpose  of  selecting  a  test.  Mr.  Gibbons  and  three  principals 
were  chosen,  and  they  were  asked  to  pick  a  group  of  some  twelve 
teachers  to  help  them. 

Meanwhile  sample  sets  of  books  that  were  to  be  submitted  for  adop- 
tion were  secured  and  were  tried  out  in  a  great  many  of  the  rooms. 
The  committee  did  its  work  faithfully  and  intelligently.  No  one  person 
dominated  the  group,  but  each  contributed  his  or  her  own  ideas.  A  list 
of  qualifications  was  drawn  up  which  the  new  book  was  required  to 
meet.  As  the  committee  neared  the  end  of  its  labors,  the  superintendent 
sat  in  with  them  for  two  lengthy  session  and  discussed  the  various  books 
which  were  favored.  The  committee  voted  to  narrow  the  the  field  down 
to  three  sets  of  books,  and  again  the  superintendent  sat  with  them, 
attacking  the  books  chosen,  as  the  representative  of  a  rival  firm  would 
have  done.  At  the  conclusion  of  these  sessions,  he  was  convinced  that 
the  teachers  knew  the  books  thoroughly,  that  their  basis  of  selection  was 
excellent,  and  that  the  book  which  they  evidently  preferred  was  the  best 
for  our  purpose  on  the  market.  This  committee  has  agreed  to  continue 
in  existence  until  it  has  formulated  a  course  of  study  in  arithmetic  reach- 
ing throughout  the  grades,  which  shall  fit  the  newly  adopted  text. 

It  is  our  purpose  this  coming  year  to  appoint  a  history  committee, 
which  shall  similarly  revise  the  course  of  study  for  the  grades  in  this 
subject. 

An  interesting  experiment  in  new  methods  of  reading  is  being  tried 
out  in  the  IB  class  at  the  Bakersville  School.  The  fundamental  peda- 
gogical principle  on  which  this  system  is  built  up  lies  in  starting  the  be- 
ginner with  words  expressing  a  complete  unit  of  thought,  and  gradually 
leading  the  child  to  a  recognition  of  the  words  of  which  the  sentence 
consists.  The  primer  of  this  system  deals  with  everyday  experiences  of 
children  and  consequently  appeals  to  them  strongly.  This  experiment 
has  not  been  carried  far  enough  to  make  the  book  a  basis  for  comparison 
with  the  authorized  system ;  nevertheless  the  results  are  interesting.  The 
children  have  a  vocabulary  of  about  eighty  words  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Christmas  vacation.  They  read  with  eagerness  and  with  more  than 
ordinary  fluency  and  understanding.  They  also  seem  to  be  getting  from 
it  the  habit  of  using  complete  sentences  in  their  conversation.  After  a 
year's  experiment  we  propose  to  compare  by  a  test  the  results  obtained 
from  this  method  with  that  of  the  system  in  use  in  other  schools.  It  will 
then  be  time  to  determine  whether  other  schools  should  enjoy  it  as  well. 
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In  four  or  five  rooms  in  the  city  an  experiment  has  been  going  on 
with  the  Clark  system  of  Language  in  Use.  It  appeals  mightily  to  cer- 
tain teachers,  while  the  hard  work  involved  rather  discourages  others 
from  trying  it.  I  agree  with  the  teacher  who  says  that  it  would  not  do 
to  use  it  universally  over  the  city.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that,  given  a  teacher  and  principal  who  are  sympathetic,  it  will  pro- 
duce remarkable  results.  Let  two  teachers  of  the  Straw  School  tell  the 
story  in  their  own  words : 

"For  the  last  two  years,  the  fourth  grade  of  the  Straw  School  has 
been  working  on  'Language  in  Use'  for  language  work. 

"A  real  story  book  is  written  by  each  child  in  the  room, — prefaced, 
copyrighted, — dedicated,  and  illustrated  like  a  regular  book.  It  has  a 
cover  and  is  bound  together.  It  is  a  continued  story.  Every  other 
chapter  is  printed,  leaving  the  following  chapter  with  a  problem  to 
solve, — some  difficulty  to  be  surmounted.  Of  course  each  child  should 
have  a  different  solution,  and  I  find  that  most  of  the  children  are  anxious 
to  think  the  problem  out  for  themselves. 

"In  writing  these  stories,  the  child  forgets  the  purposeless  study  and 
drill  of  the  technical  part  in  writing.  He  finds  it  necessary  to  know 
how  to  punctuate  in  order  that  his  friends  may  read  his  book  under- 
standingly.  He  voluntarily  takes  pains  with  his  writing  that  his  book 
may  be  attractive.  Question  marks,  capital  letters,  quotation  marks  are 
no  longer  a  bugbear.  They  are  as  necessary  to  him  as  the  right  tools  to 
a  carpenter. 

"The  interest  continues  throughout  the  year.  When  the  books  were 
finished  last  year,  the  children  had  grown  so  fond  of  the  'Cotton'  family, 
they  wanted  to  go  on  knowing  about  them.  They  were  loath  to  leave 
them. 

"The  child's  poise  is  developed  by  being  able  to  stand  before  the 
class  and  receive  criticism.  The  one  who  criticizes  is  developing  a 
courteous  manner.  He  is  taught  that  the  true  spirit  of  criticism  is  help- 
ful, not  faultfinding. 

"This  story  writing  not  only  develops  sentence  sense  and  correct 
writing  in  general,  but  the  spelling  is  improved  and  the  vocabulary  is 
developed. 

"The  way  a  book  is  put  together  becomes  of  more  interest  to  the 
child  and  more  important,  because  of  his  own  book.  He  becomes  inter- 
ested in  prefaces,  dedications,  copyrights,  etc.,  because  he  is  going  to 
need  them  in  his  own  book.  In  short,  it  brings  about  in  a  natural  inter- 
esting way  what  otherwise  is  tedious  and  humdrum. 

"I  find  this  language  project  the  most  successful,  satisfactory,  and 
worthwhile  thing  I  have  ever  undertaken  in  my  life, — and  the  hardest."

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"During  the  past  two  years  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades  of 
Straw  School  have  been  carrying  on  a  new  type  of  work  in  language. 
The  textbook  used  is  'Language  in  Use'  by  M.  G.  Clark,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  The  purposes  in  this  new  work  are  to 
provide  a  new  method  of  child  appeal,  to  foster  individuality,  and  to 
develop  the  idea  of  the  class  as  a  community. 

"The  appeal  to  the  child  is  made  through  the  completion  of  a  book, 
eight  story  chapters  of  which  have  been  provided.  Each  of  these  chap- 
ters leaves  a  problem  to  be  solved  by  the  child.  Thus  the  first  chapter, 
printed,  supplies  the  first  problem,  which  is  solved  by  the  child  as  chap- 
ter two. 

"The  story  used  as  a  basis  for  the  fifth  grade  work  is  that  of 
'Pinocchio,"  the  tale  of  a  marionette.  This  is  a  story  which  appeals 
greatly  to  the  average  child  of  teii  or  eleven.  It  is  an  Italian  tale,  thus 
leading  the  child  to  take  an  active  interest  in  learning  as  much  as  possible 
aliout  Italy  and  the  customs  of  the  Italian  people  so  that  he  may  give  his 
story  the  proper  background.  As,  for  instance,  when,  in  the  fourth 
chapter,  he  must  choose  a  name  for  the  marionette,  he  finds  it  necessary 
to  turn  to  story  books,  histories,  or  encyclopedias  to  find  Italian  names; 
and  in  doing  so  he  acquires  some  knowledge  of  the  famous  men  of 
Italy. 

"The  story,  although  fanciful,  gives  the  child  not  only  an  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  his  imagination,  but  also  a  chance  to  work  into  his 
story  incidents  from  his  own  life  experiences.  He,  also,  unconsciously 
develops  the  power  to  understand  his  own  reactions  in  trying  to  set 
forth  the  reactions  of  the  marionette.  In  working  out  the  theme  of  the 
story,  which  is  the  growth  of  a  soul  in  the  puppet,  he  also  unconsciously 
formulates  ideals  and  standards  of  conduct  which  he  will  inevitably  turn 
to  when  his  own  problems  arise. 

"Because  the  child  is  intensely  interested  in  producing  a  worthwhile 
book,  and  has  an  urgent  need  for  knowledge,  he  welcomes  eagerly  in- 
struction in  technique  which  under  other  methods  is  often  apathetically 
tolerated  as  being  of  some  almost  indiscernible  future  benefit.  So,  my 
fifth  grade  pupils  can  explain  the  use  of  the  comma  in  direct  address, 
the  use  of  the  colon  and  semi-colon,  the  use  of  quotation  marks  in  simple 
and  broken  quotations.  And  what  is  more,  they  ask  of  their  own  accord 
to  be  told  about  these  matters  and  many  others,  and  are  quite  willing  to 
do  a  mild  form  of  research  work  in  an  effort  to  answer  their  own  prob- 
lems as  to  punctuation  and  ways  of  expressing  their  ideas.  Thus,  too, 
is  brought  about  an  interest  in  the  makeup  of  a  book.  When  the  chap- 
ters are  completed  and  the  child  is  ready  to  bind  his  book,  he  brings  to 
class  his  own  or  library  books,  and  studies  with  the  class  the  dedications, 
title  pages,  tables  of  contents,  and  prefaces  as  a  preparation  for  writing 
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his  own.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  average  child  would  ordinarily  pay 
little  attention  to  the  makeup  of  a  book,  and  that  in  arousing  his  inter- 
est we  have  given  him  a  new  joy  in  life,  the  power  to  recognize  and 
appreciate  beautiful  books  and  fine  workmanship.  Then,  too,  he  learns 
through  book  reports  and  class  discussions  to  exchange  with  others  his 
opinions  about  books  and  ideas.     In  this  way  his  life  is  broadened. 

"Individuality  is  promoted  through  the  solving  of  the  chapter  prob- 
lems, there  being  as  many  solutions  as  there  are  children.  Most  of 
the  children  take  a  good  bit  of  pride  in  being  quite  original  and  resent 
it  strongly  if  they  discover  one  child  using  the  ideas  of  another. 

"One  of  the  finest  features  of  this  work  is  the  fact  that  it  causes 
the  class  to  work  as  a  unit.  After  the  first  draft  is  written,  the  child 
reads  to  the  class  his  story.  Then  he  stands  before  the  class  and  receives 
criticisms  as  to  appearance  of  paper,  plan  of  story,  expression  of  ideas, 
spelling,  punctuation,  and  paragraph  construction.  The  criticisms  are 
made  by  the  children  in  a  courteous  manner  and  with  a  helpful  spirit. 
The  child  thus  learns  to  face  an  audience  without  nervousness,  to  take 
criticisms  in  the  proper  spirit,  and  to  defend  his  own  opinions.  I  find 
that  for  the  most  part  the  criticisms  of  the  children  show  an  intelligent 
desire  to  be  truly  helpful. 

"Frequently  I  allow  the  children  to  work  on  the  revision  of  the 
stories  in  groups  of  four  or  five,  one  child  who  is  especially  good  at 
the  work  acting  as  leader.  In  this  way  they  pool  their  knowledge  and 
learn  that  'two  heads  are  better  than  one.  It  is  a  problem,  however, 
to  arrange  this  under  our  Manchester  system  of  A  and  B  classes,  as  it  is 
impossible  to  have  all  the  children  in  the  room  working  on  the  same 
story,  and  as  it  causes  some  confusion  to  have  one  class  working  in 
groups  while  the  other  attempts  to  study  or  recite.  It  is  hardly  fair  to 
either  class. 

"By  marking  the  second  draft  of  the  story  after  the  child  has  made 
his  own  corrections  and  before  the  final  copy  is  made,  the  teacher  im- 
presses upon  the  child  the  necessity  for  doing  his  best  work.  I  find 
it  valuable  also  to  read  over  the  final  copy  and  to  place  my  initials  on 
those  I  consider  worthy.  If  the  child  receives  his  paper  without  initials, 
he  knows  that  he  should  do  more  work  and  he  usually  does,  since 
'initialed'   papers   give   him   a   higher   standing. 

"As  a  rule,  the  child  takes  a  real  interest  in  making  his  papers  neat 
and  his  writing  legible.  Frequently  I  have  known  children,  of  their 
own  accord,  to  recopy  chapters  which  I  had  accepted  but  which  they  felt 
they  could  improve. 

"The  particular  problem  given  to  the  fifth  grade  is  the  development 
of  the  paragraph  and  the  study  of  plans  or  outlines.  In  this  connection 
the  class  reads  the  printed  chapters  and  works  out  an  outline  making  for 
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each  paragraph  a  title  or  topic.  The  children  become  reasonably  skill- 
ful at  this.  Then  they  try  making  plans  for  their  own  chapters  before 
writing  them.  Occasionally,  before  they  write  a  new  chapter,  I  have 
them  stand  before  the  class  and  tell  briefly  in  story  form  the  plan  or 
plot  of  their  chapters.  In  this  way  they  learn  to  plan  their  chapters  or 
units  before  beginning  the  actual  writing. 

"I  consider  that  this  work  is  proving  most  valuable.  The  children 
now  in  the  fifth  grade  who  have  already  had  a  year  of  the  work  write 
more  easily  and  with  fewer  mistakes  than  was  possible  to  those  who 
took  it  up  for  the  first  time  last  year.  The  interest  of  the  children  is 
quickly  aroused,  and  is  sustained  throughout  the  year.  They  are  eager 
to  read  each  new  chapter  and  to  be  allowed  to  solve  the  problem. 

"As  I  have  said,  they  see  a  need  for  good  writing  and  also  for 
correct  spelling.  In  illustrating  their  books  they  necessarily  study 
pictures  and  observe  ways  of  expressing  ideas  through  drawing.  So, 
as  it  should,  this  new  language  work  correlates  with  subjects  now  taken 
up  as  isolated  studies ;  as  spelling,  writing,  art,  and  reading. 

"And  it  is  right  here  that  we  find  our  greatest  difficulty.  There  is 
no  provision  made  in  our  present  program  of  studies  for  this  corre- 
lation. We  have  work  laid  out  for  us  in  these  other  subjects  and  are 
held  responsible  for  completing  that  work.  This  makes  it  impossible 
to  devote  to  this  language  work  as  much  time  as  it  requires  (at  least 
one  hour  each  day)  if  it  is  to  be  done  justice.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
the  children  have  profited  by  the  work  as  things  are,  but  I  believe  it 
would  be  impractical,  strongly  in  favor  of  the  work  as  I  am,  to  place 
it  in  all  the  schools  without  a  complete  revision  of  the  course  of  study.

The  work  on  individual  books  is  continued  in  the  sixth  grade,  where 
"The  King  of  the  Golden  River"  is  used  as  a  basis.  While  this  method 
calls  for  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  on  the  part  of  pupils  and  teach- 
ers, it  is  producing  very  worthwhile  results. 

C.     Work  of  the  Principals. 

There  is  no  link  in  the  educational  chain  that  is  any  more  important 
than  the  grammar  school  principal.  In  many  school  systems  these 
officers  are  merely  highly  paid  clerks  and  errand  boys,  running  around 
the  building,  distributing  chalk  or  supplies,  answering  the  telephone, 
making  out  reports,  and  gathering  data.  They  know  little  about  the 
individual  pupils  and  less  about  the  methods  of  teaching  which  are  in 
vogue  in  their  classrooms.  I  feel  that  Manchester  is  to  be  congratulated 
upon   possessing   a   splendid   group   of   principals,   who    understand   their 
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real  chance  for  service  in  the  cause  of  education.  It  is  a  rare  thing 
nowadays  to  go  into  a  Manchester  school  and  find  the  principal  seated 
in  his  office.  They  are  engaged  in  visiting  classrooms,  observing  methods 
of  teaching,  assisting  young  teachers,  helping  get  old  teachers  out  of  a 
rut,  watching  the  results  obtained  by  the  use  of  certain  books,  and  above 
all,  getting  acquainted  with  the  problems  of  the  individual  pupil.  They 
test  the  pupils  frequently  and  seize  all  opportunities  to  promote  those 
who  are  able  to  do  the  work  of  the  next  grade  above.  They  study 
causes  of  failures  and  try  to  find  remedies.  They  are  constantly  ex- 
perimenting, trying  new  methods,  new  books,  etc.  The  whole  teaching 
force  has  felt  the  uplift  of  their  professional   spirit. 

It  was  with  great  regret  that  we  saw  one  of  the  best  of  our  prin- 
cipals, Air.  E.  D.  Cass,  obliged  to  ask  this  year  for  leave  of  absence  be- 
cause of  ill-health,  although  his  successor  has  proved  a  worthy  substitute. 

The  two  high  school  principals  likewise  have  devoted  a  great  deal 
of  their  time  to  the  supervision  of  teaching.  They  are  constantly  corn- 
pairing  department  with  department,  as  to  percentages  of  failure,  etc. 
They  give  counsel  to  hundreds  of  their  students  at  the  particular  time 
when  advice  is  most  needed.  The  morale  of  their  teaching  bodies  is 
excellent.  Each  year  that  goes  by  sees  fewer  disciplinary  problems  in 
our  high  schools.  Any  teacher  who  has  been  in  either  high  school  for  a 
period  of  four  or  five  years  will  comment  on  the  disposition  and  desire 
to  do  the  right  thing,  on  the  part  of  the  student  body. 

D.     Interesting  Devices. 

1.  From  the  Wilson  School.  The  principal  has  made  cardboard 
ladders  for  two  grades,  with  figures  to  represent  boys  and  girls.  These 
boys  and  girls  are  moved  up  and  down  as  they  show  themselves  gaining 
in  their  reading.  The  ladder  part  that  shows  blue  means  that  their  read- 
ing is  satisfactory;  yellow  means  that  they  need  to  work  very  hard  and 
read  a  great  deal ;  red  means  "danger"  and  that  they  must  read,  read, 
read. 

2.  From  the  Ash-Street  School.  In  history  and  geography  many 
pictures  and  a  variety  of  maps  have  been  used.  Regional  maps  have 
been  made.  Carefully  selected  library  books  that  correlate  with  the 
above  subjects  have  been  used  with  keen  interest.  Pupils  of  the  6A 
class  made  posters  illustrating  life  in  the  different  colonies.  These 
posters  were  made  into  a  history  booklet.  The  7B  class  pupils  have 
conducted    several    socialized   recitations   in   both   geography   and   history. 

3.  From  the  Chandler  School.  A  teacher  has  been  provided  morn- 
ings for  special  work  among  backward  pupils.  This  has  proved  very 
beneficial.     One   boy  of   nearly,   fourteen   who  previously   could   do   only 
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simple  addition  is  now  much  interested  in  being  able  to  perform  all  four 
processes.  The  Journey  Geographj'  method  is  used  as  a  final  summing 
up  of  the  study  of  a  continent  in  the  seventh  grade.  This  not  only 
stamps  the  work  more  firmly  on  the  minds  of  the  children,  but  also 
tends  to  bring  out  the  initiative  and  originality  of  the  pupil.  It  also 
correlates  geography  with  history,  grammar,  English,  and  art.  The  chil- 
dren of  the  fifth  grade  have  been  so  keenly  interested  in  solving  jumble 
puzzles  in  geography  that  they  have  made  several  for  their  classmates  to 
solve,  an  excellent  way  to  fix  geography  facts.  When  Miss  Mabie  came 
to  Manchester  last  spring,  she  visited  the  fifth  grade  of  this  school  and 
told  them  about  the  new  Language  in  Use.  The  little  folks  were  so  en- 
thusiastic about  it  that  the  same  plan  was  followed,  using  "The  Adven- 
tures of  a  Brownie"  as  a  basis.  They  copied  the  first  chapter  from  the 
blackboard.  Then  the  teacher  gave  them  the  problem  to  be  solved  in  the 
next  chapter  which  they  worked  out  for  themselves.  They  enjoyed  the 
work  and  gained  in  the  ability  to  write  an  interesting  story  in  a  coherent 
manner.  Their  covers  were  decorated  with  the  brownies  that  are  used 
in  magazines  to  advertise  a  certain  chewing  gum.  The  subjects  of  health 
and  character  building  have  been  enlarged  upon  by  use  of  examples  cited, 
stories,  posters,  and  pictures.  In  many  instances  parents  have  reported 
favorably  upon  the  reaction  of  these  instructions  in  the  homes. 

The  sixth  grade  has  endeavored  to  feature  oral  English  in  all  work. 
Competition  has  been  aroused  by  appointing  judges  from  each  class  to 
decide  on  the  merits  of  the  stories  given  in  the  language  period.  Con- 
structive criticisms  from  the  judges  and  class  have  been  a  decided  asset 
to  the  pupils.  Work  in  outside  reading  has  been  continued.  A  group  of 
pupils,  unfamiliar  with  the  public  library,  were  taken  to  it  by  their 
teacher,  shown  the  children's  room,  use  of  card  catalogue,  and  other 
features.  As  a  result  of  this  visit,  two  children  voluntarily  have  since 
read  their  first  entire  book.  In  the  upper  grades  in  this  school,  emphasis 
has  been  placed  upon  the  use  of  books  of  reference  and  of  dictionaries ; 
upon  the  learning  of  choice  bits  of  poetry  and  prose ;  upon  the  acquiring 
of  an  appreciation  of  good  literature  through  the  reading  by  teachers  and 
pupils  of   choice  selections. 

The  children  of  the  fourth  grade  have  become  quite  proficient  in  the 
use  of  the  dictionary.  Since  acquiring  the  new  primary  simplified  dic- 
tionaries they  have  learned  how  to  find  words,  how  to  determine  the 
pronunciation,  and  to  choose  the  meaning  that  fits  the  particular  sentence 
in  which  the  word  is  used.  Of  their  own  accord,  they  use  their  diction- 
aries freely  in  preparing  their  daily  reading  and  geography  lessons,  and 
at  various  times  through  the  day  when  they  meet  a  word  or  an  expres- 
sion that  is  new  to  their  vocabulary. 

A   third   grade   class   in   geography   had   a   lesson    on    butter-making. 
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The  following  morning  one  of  the  children  brought  to  school  a  sample 
of  butter  which  she  had  made  in  a  crude  way.  On  questioning  her  it 
was  found  she  had  followed  the  instructions  as  she  had  remembered 
them  from  the  geography  lesson.     She  said,  "It  was  fun  to  do  it." 

In  the  lower  grades  attention  has  been  given  to  dramatization  of 
stories.  In  this  work  the  pupils  have  taken  the  initiative,  even  to  devising 
and  furnishing  costumes  and  to  making  articles  further  to  illustrate  the 
story. 

4.  From  the  Brown  School.  For  the  last  year  and  a  half  the  upper 
grade  teachers  at  the  Brown  School,  with  the  approval  of  the  superin- 
tendent, have  been  working  on  a  departmentalized  plan.  While  in  many 
schools  in  the  city  this  system  would  not  produce  the  best  results,  it 
seems  to  be  working  admirably  here.  A  special  help  teacher  has  been 
added  to  the  corps,  who  gives  individual  instruction  to  the  many  pupils 
in  this  school  who  are  in  need  of  such  teaching.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
the  Brown  has  the  largest  percentage  of  retardation  of  any  school  in 
the  city,  due  almost  entirely  to  transfers  of  pupils  who  have  failed  once 
or  twice  in  other  schools. 

5.  Work  of  Ungraded  Room  Teachers  in  Other  Schools.  This  work 
is  also  to  be  commended.  The  Hallsville  School  has  had  a  long  record 
of  failures  prevented  and  of  double  promotions  achieved,  thanks  to  this 
room.  At  the  Ash-Street  this  year  31  double  promotions  were  effected 
by  the  ungraded  room  teacher,  and  many  children  were  saved  from 
failure.  She  also  taught  sewing  and  rug-making  to  a  few  subnormal 
girls  who  were  not  capable  of  devoting  all  their  time  to  academic  sub- 
jects. The  Youngsville,  the  Bakersville,  the  Varney  and  Parker,  and  the 
Lincoln   all   testify  to   similar   results   from   their   ungraded   rooms. 

6.  From  the  Pearl-Street  School.  The  Pearl-Street  School  has  the 
following  report  to  make : 

The  kindergarten  has  had  a  capacity  enrollment  and  a  waiting  list 
during  the  term  just  ended.  The  attendance  has  been  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  The  "free"  method  employed  during  part  of  each 
session  is  developing  in  the  children  initiative  and  self-expression.  It  is 
amazing  to  see  the  erstwhile  babies  go  undirected  about  their  own  in- 
dividual projects,  like  veteran  workmen,  as  they  enter  school  in  the 
morning.  Later  they  show  their  completed  work  to  the  group,  explain- 
ing its  use.     This  is  the  beginning  of  the  work  in  oral  English. 

The  first  grade  library  reading  club  is  flourishing.  A  membership 
record  is  hung  on  the  wall,  and  the  children  report  to  their  teacher  the 
books  read  and  something  from  the  story  of  each.  This  also  furnished 
an  opportunity  for  oral  English  practice.  In  the  second  grade,  original 
motivated  lessons  keep  the  children  "on  their  toes"  with  enthusiasm. 
This  room  has  a  record  of  no  retardation  for  both  1928  promotions. 
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The  two  1928  age-grade  progress  charts  show  the  highest  percent- 
ages we  have  yet  achieved.  This  is  partly  due  to  following  our  super- 
intendent's plan  of  testing  kindergarten  children  and  admitting  all  the 
"quick"  to  first  grade.  It  is  also  due  to  concentrating  on  each  child's 
difficulties  and  problems  rather  than  on  the  class  as  a  whole.  Personal 
contact  and  individual  attention  have  been  our  aims.  Achievement  of 
these  is  more  nearly  possible,  of  course,  in  a  school  like  ours,  where  the 
groups  are  not  overlarge,  than  it  is  in  the  more  crowded  schools.  While 
teachers  in  the  first  three  grades  can  accelerate  few  children,  a  check-up 
of  those  who  have  been  promoted  to  other  schools  shows  a  considerable 
number  who  have  already  made  extra  grades  this  year  or  are  now  on 
trial.  One  mother  told  us  recently  that  her  child's  new  teacher  told  her 
that  she  and  some  others  from  our  school  had  an  exceptionally  fine  back- 
ground for  the  fourth  grade  work.  In  following  up  the  children  now  in 
other  schools,  many  were  found  this  last  quarter  with  creditable  records. 

7.     The  Youngsville  School.     From  this  school  comes  the  following : 

A  course  in  Ethics  and  Good  Citizenship  is  being  carried  out  in  the 
eighth  grade.  One  of  the  pupils  copied  and  placed  in  the  classroom  a 
large  poster  of  the  National  Capitol.  This  picture  depicts  a  school  boy 
and  a  school  girl  about  to  mount  the  steps  which  are  marked,  in  turn 
from  top  to  bottom,  with  the  necessary  characteristics  which  make  for 
the  goal  of  good  citizenship,  which  is  at  the  dome.  This  vivid  portrayal 
of  how  we  form,  step  by  step,  our  individual  characters  as  a  person  who 
climbs,  step  by  step,  reaches  the  dome  of  success,  has  its  daily  impression- 
istic values. 

The  pupils  of  the  fifth  grade  have  worked  out  an  interesting  project 
in  answer  to  some  correspondence  received  from  the  pupils  in  a  South 
Dakota  School.  Our  children  gathered  a  large  collection  of  material 
about  New  Hampshire.  Then  they  prepared  a  class  letter  with  an  ac- 
companying package  of  pictures  and  illustrative  material  and  forwarded 
them  both  to  their  western  friends.  They  duplicated  the  material  and 
sent  the  second  lot  to  California  with  a  class  letter.  This  project  stimu- 
lated their  own  interest  in  both  Geography  and  Language.  In  fact,  they 
found  out  many  new  things  in  regard  to  their  native  state. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  inculcate  into  the  boys  and  girls  a 
taste  for  the  best  things  in  life,  and  a  knowledge  of  how  to  use  their 
leisure  time.  This  is  being  done  through  music  appreciation,  fine  art 
in  pictures,  and  the  best  in  literature  and  poetry.  A  great  deal  of  stress 
is  being  placed  at  the  foundation  in  the  kindergarten  on  politeness  and 
the  aesthetic  side  of  culture. 

Grade  4  is  conducting  a  language  drive  for  better  English.  The 
class  is  divided   into  two   sides.     They   serve  as  checks   on   one  another 
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and  make  general  corrections.     A  prize  is  given  at  the  end  of  two  weelcs 
to  the  leading  division  which  has  the  fewer  mistakes  or  errors. 

8.  From  the  Lincoln  School.  Pupils  of  the  6A  class  collected  inter- 
esting facts  concerning  New  Hampshire  and  samples  of  products  manu- 
factured in  Manchester.  This  material  they  sent  to  Florida  Public  Schools 
and  now  await  a  return  collection  from  that  section  of  the  country. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  special  help  classes  conducted 
by  Miss  Riley.  Since  she  must  also  instruct  a  regular  7B  group,  she 
has  been  forced  to  confine  her  attention  to  the  lower  grades  in  her  special 
classes. 

In  the  third  grade  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  stimulate  the  chil- 
dren's appetite  for  reading.  With  the  help  of  first  and  second  grade 
texts  borrowed  from  the  circulating  library  for  children,  the  slow  and 
awkward  readers  have  been  taught  to  enjoy  what  was  formerly  the  dis- 
tasteful task  of  reading. 

As  in  the  past,  the  children  of  the  eighth  grade  have  been  induced 
to  read  good  literature  in  conjunction  with  their  English  classes.  Each 
child  is  expected  to  read  at  least  one  novel  (fiction  or  non-fiction)  a 
month,  and  submit  to  his  teacher  a  written   report  on  his   reading. 

E.     Prevention  of  Failure  in  Lozver  Grades. 

About  a  year  ago  a  suggestion  was  made  by  the  superintendent  to 
the  principals  that  they  try  a  plan  which  he  had  previously  employed 
with  success  in  other  cities.  This  was  to  dismiss  at  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  morning  the  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades  who  seemed 
fairly  sure  of  promotion,  and  who  had  done  their  work  well  for  that 
day.  The  four  or  five  in  each  room  who  needed  special  individual  help 
from  the  teacher  were  kept  for  half  an  hour  for  this  very  purpose.  If 
there  were  other  children  who  were  not  allowed  to  go  simply  because 
they  had  not  deserved  the  early  dismissal  on  account  of  inattention  or 
laziness,  these  were  not  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  time  that  the 
teacher  was  giving  to  the  children  who  really  needed  the  assistance.  An 
increasing  number  of  the  schools  have  adopted  this  plan,  and  everywhere 
come  reports  that  it  is  improving  the  morale  of  the  room  through  the 
incentive  of  the  reward  in  early  dismissal  and  in  preventing  failure 
among  the  five  or  six  children  who  otherwise  would  be  unable  to  make 
the  grade. 

V.     SOME  STATISTICS 

It  will  be  recalled  that  last  September,  in  reporting  an  increase  of 
104  in  the  grades  over  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  previous  year, 
I  had  given  it  as  my  judgment  that  this  gain  was  entirely  found  in  the 
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increased  kindergarten  enrollment,  and  that  the  enrollment  in  the  grades 
proper  had  practically  stood  still.  Investigation  of  the  records  proves 
the  truth  of  this  statement.  The  grade  enrollment  without  kindergartens 
for  last  fall  was  7,126,  compared  with  7,133  in  1927,  a  loss  of  seven. 
With  the  single  exception  of  1927,  however,  this  is  the  largest  grade  en- 
rollment that  we  have  ever  had,  119  larger,  in  fact,  than  any  other  year. 
When  one  considers  the  growth  of  the  parochial  schools,  however,  it  will 
be  admitted  that  we  have  done  well  to  hold  our  own. 

In  the  new  parochial  school  of  the  Church  of  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual 
Help,  there  are  enrolled  over  120  children  who  formerly  attended  the 
Chandler,  Wilson,  and  Hallsville  Schools.  In  the  three  lower  grades 
there  were  49  who  had  formerly  attended  Hallsville  and  in  the  kinder- 
garten were  19  more  from  the  Hallsville  district.  The  same  sort  of 
thing  has  happened  in  the  extreme  southern  part  of  the  city,  where  the 
St.  Therese  parochial  school  has  cut  in  both  on  Bakersville  and  High- 
land. Comparing  the  enrollment  of  September,  '27,  with  that  of  Septem- 
ber, '28,  we  note  that  the  following  have  lost  pupils  as  follows :

The  loss  at  the  Varney  means  nothing,  as  it  is  simply  a  matter  of 
the  transfer  of  certain  pupils  to  the  Parker,  whose  gain  is  greater  than 
the  Varney's  loss.  The  loss  at  the  Highland  and  Hallsville  has  already 
been  accounted  for,  and  the  other  schools,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Franklin,  show  negligible  decreases.  The  Franklin  is  always  a  problem, 
as  one  never  knows  from  year  to  year  whether  it  is  going  to  fill  up  en- 
tirely or  lose  a  considerable  number.  For  example,  one  would  have  ex- 
pected the  same  forces  to  operate  upon  the  Maynard  School  as  upon  the 
Franklin,  yet  the  Maynard  shows  the  biggest  increase  in  the  city. 

As  you  have  been  reminded  from  time  to  time  in  the  monthly  re- 
ports, the  attendance  and  punctuality  of  the  pupils  is  an  index  figure 
showing  their  interest  in  school.  Each  year  we  think  that  the  tardiness 
has  shrunk  to  the  lowest  possible  point,  and  that  the  next  year  will  show 
a  slight  increase,  but  year  after  year  the  record  keeps  going  down  and 
down.  The  total  number  of  cases  this  year  was  3,930,  an  average  of 
.yi  of  one  case  per  child.  In  other  words,  only  one  pupil  in  three  had 
as  much  as  a  single  tardy  mark  against  him  during  the  whole  school 
year.  The  principals  and  attendance  officers  will  tell  you  that  two  thirds 
of  the  tardiness  is  caused  by  a  handful  of  families.  My  estimate  is  that 
four  fifths  of  all  pupils  enrolled  have  gone  through  the  entire  year  with- 
out a  single  tardy  mark.  This  is  a  most  unusual  record.  I  think  I  have 
already  referred  to  the  fact  that  I  saw  in  a  report  from  Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania,  a  city  a  little  smaller  than  our  own,  that  they  were  very 
proud  of  their  record,  in  that  they  had  kept  tardiness  down  to  20,000 
cases  in  the  course  of  a  year. 

As  has  been  explained  to  you  on  many  occasions,  our  biggest  problem 
and  our  greatest  handicap  in  the  schools  is  the  amount  of  retardation 
that  we  have  to  contend  with.  When  I  have  driven  this  fact  home  with 
the  principals,  and  have  insisted  upon  some  explanation  of  these  figures, 
they  have  claimed  that  a  great  deal  of  our  retardation  was  due  to  the 
transferring  into  our  schools  of  so  many  pupils  who  had  failed  of  pro- 
motion in  parochial  schools.  I  personally  made  an  investigation  of  the 
individual  records  of  a  roomful  of  children  in  the  Spring-Street  School, 
which  is  one  of  the  schools  showing  the  greatest  amount  of  retardation. 
Out  of  38  pupils  in  the  room,  I  found  17  who  had  formerly  attended  the 
Holy  Cross  Polish  School,  all  of  whom  were  now  classed  as  retarded, 
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although  several  of  them  had  made  steady  progress  since  entering  Spring- 
Street. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  before,  our  greatest  weapon  in  fighting  re- 
tardation was  the  summer  school,  which  allowed  ambitious  children  who 
were  handicapped  because  of  an  ignorance  of  English  before  coming  to 
the  public  schools,  to  make  up  some  of  the  time  they  had  lost.  The  year 
following  the  abandonment  of  the  summer  school,  there  was  a  drop  in 
accelerated  pupils  and  an  increase  in  the  number  who  were  retarded.  We 
have  been  fighting  with  other  weapons,  testing  of  individual  children, 
special  help  rooms,  segregation  of  those  of  low  intelligence,  elastic 
promotions  at  any  time  during  the  term,  etc.  As  a  result  the  city  average 
for  accelerated  children  has  slightly  risen,  as  has  the  average  of  normal 
children,  while  the  percentage  of  retarded  has  dropped  1.3  per  cent. 
The  following  tables  show  the  records  of  the  individual  schools  for  the 
past  five  years :

You  will  note  that  the  city  average  of  retarded  children,  which  was 
51%  four  years  ago,  this  fall  is  below  40%  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  this  city. 

Any  school  system  which  was  accomplishing  its  entire  object  of 
educating  all  the  children  of  all  the  people,  of  grading  its  work  to  fit  all 
children  so  that  no  one  would  fail  of  promotion  but  be  given  work  to 
do  according  to  his  mental  capacity,  would  have  as  many  children  in 
the  four  upper  grades  as  it  had  in  the  four  lower  ones,  and  as  many 
in.  the  four  years  of  high  school  as  in  either  of  the  other  two  divisions. 
Four  years  ago  last  September,  the  enrollment  in  the  four  lower  grades 
in  Alanchester  was  1,260  greater  than  the  enrollment  in  the  four  upper 
grades.  This  told  a  sorry  story  of  retardation,  and  elimination  from 
grades  five,  six,  and  seven  of  hundreds  of  children  who  had  already 
reached  the  age  of  sixteen.  This  fall  there  have  been  3,521  children  in 
the  upper  grades  and  3,575  in  the  four  lower  grades,  a  difference  of 
only  54.  The  upper  grade  enrollment  is  98^%  of  the  lower  grade  en- 
rollment. I  question  whether  this  record  can  be  duplicated  in  any  good 
sized  city  in  the  country.  Four  years  ago  the  difference  between  the  en- 
rollment in  the  four  lower  grades  and  the  high  school  enrollment  was 
2,603.  This  represented  the  number  that  we  were  falling  short  of  per- 
fection. This  fall  the  difference  between  the  high  school  enrollment  and 
that  of  the  four  lower  grades  is  1,266.  In  a  perfect  system,  with  no 
children  dropping  out  of  school  or  failing  of  promotion,  the  high  school 
enrollment  would  be  100%  of  the  enrollment  in  the  four  lower  grades. 
Four  years  ago  it  was  38%  of  that  enrollment.  At  present  it  has  risen 
to  64^%.  This  again  surpasses  the  record  of  any  city  of  which  I  have 
any  knowledge.  Springfield,  Mass.,  has  had  the  reputation  of  holding  its 
pupils  in  high  school  better  than  any  city  in  New  England,  but  even 
Springfield's  figures  are  not  as  good  as  these  at  present. 
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Reference  has  already  been  made  in  an  earlier  part  of  the  report  to 
the  purchase  of  new  equipment,  etc.,  for  the  two  high  schools.  The  vel- 
vet curtain,  the  lead  and  rule  cutter,  the  metal  planer,  and  the  new  draw- 
ing cabinets  at  the  West  High,  the  new  typewriters  at  both  buildings, 
have  been  mentioned.  Besides  this  there  was  purchased  a  new  mimeo- 
graph for  Manchester  High  Central  and  a  new  system  of  filing  sets. 
Excellent  history  maps  have  been  added  to  the  equipment.  At  Central 
High  School  also  fifteen  bookkeeping  desks  of  the  newest  type  have  been 
added. 

The  Practical  Arts  building  was  wretchedly  planned.  The  gym- 
nasium is  just  a  little  better  than  no  gymnasium  at  all.  There  is  no 
cafeteria  space,  no  large  sized  study  halls,  and  the  classrooms  are  not 
big  enough  to  serve  as  homerooms  and  too  big  for  the  purposes  of  small 
recitations.  Little  by  little  some  of  these  handicaps  have  been  overcome. 
This  summer  partitions  were  taken  out  between  two  pairs  of  small 
rooms  used  in  the  Commercial  Department.  One  teacher  can  handle 
forty  pupils  in  bookkeeping  just  as  easily  as  he  can  handle  twenty-five. 
The  work  is  largely  individual,  and  the  teacher  circulates  from  desk  to 
desk.  The  enlargement  of  these  rooms  saved  us  from  engaging  two 
additional  teachers  last  fall.  The  cost  was  $260,  while  the  teachers 
would  have  cost  us  $4,000  each  year,  for  of  course  the  new  arrangement 
is  permanent. 

A.     Enrollment. 

In  looking  over  last  year's  report  I  note  this  sentence :  "It  is  prob- 
able that  next  February's  enrollment  will  reach  2,210,  and  that  next  fall 
will  find  2,300  pupils  enrolled."  The  actual  figures  are,  February,  '28, 
enrollment,  2,244;  September,  '28,  enrollment,  2,309.  The  factor  that  in- 
creased the  February  enrollment  was  that  more  of  the  February  gradu- 
ates than  were  expected  returned  for  an  additional  half-year  of  work. 
In  only  one  semester  since  1920  has  there  been  any  falling  ofif  in  the 
high  school  enrollment.  That  was  in  September,  '27,  just  after  the 
first  summer  in  which  there  had  been  no  summer  school.  An  unusually 
large  class  had  graduated  the  preceding  June,  augmented  above  the 
normal  figures  by  a  large  number  of  boys  and  girls  who  had  taken  ad- 
vantage of  the  summer  school  to  graduate  in  3^  and  even  3  years.  With 
this  single  exception  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  amounting  to  889 
in  the  last  five  years. 

The  Practical  Arts  building  was  intended  to  house  600  pupils,  the 
West  High  450,  a  total  of  1,050.  At  the  time  that  we  entered  these  two 
buildings,  the  joint  enrollment  of  the  two  high  schools  was  1,386.     Our 
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present  enrollment  is  923  greater  than  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  comple- 
tion of  the  buildings.  One  month  from  now,  on  the  first  of  February, 
the  gain  in  high  school  enrollment  since  the  buildings  were  opened  will 
be  as  great  as  the  total  intended  capacity  of  these  two  buildings.  There 
are  332  eighth  grade  graduates  in  the  January  classes  and  over  300  of 
these  will  undoubtedly  enter  high  school.  The  classes  which  graduate 
in  February  number  only  121,  several  of  whom  will  return  to  take  an- 
other half  year.  T  prophesy  an  enrollment  of  2,400  or  more  in  Febru- 
ary, '29,  and  2,490  by  next  fall. 

B.  Organization. 

With  the  resignation  of  Miss  Marion  Marsh,  who  went  to  Syracuse 
a  year  and  a  half  ago.  Miss  Adelaide  Dodge  was  given  the  work  of 
making  the  program  and  arranging  the  individual  schedules.  This  year 
Miss  Dodge  was  given  the  title  of  registrar,  the  work  of  which  she  really 
had  been  doing  for  a  year.  She  still  continues  to  teach  her  classes  in  History. 
The  organization  in  both  high  schools  has  been  excellent.  Within  one 
day  of  the  opening  of  each  semester,  you  will  find  the  classes  under  way 
and  each  pupil  doing  his  work  as  though  school  had  been  in  operation 
for  weeks.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  members  that  they  drop 
in  and  visit  either  high  school  if  possible  on  February  5th,  and  see  for 
themselves  how  well  the  work  is  progressing. 

C.  Morale  of  the  Student  Body. 

It  is  difficult  to  write  a  report  which  does  full  justice  to  the  many 
excellent  features  of  both  schools  without  repeating  material  that  has 
been  in  previous  reports.  The  various  departments  which  have  organ- 
ized extra-curriculum  activities  are  maintaining  them,  as  in  the  past, 
very  creditably.  Especially  to  be  commended  is  the  work  of  the  high 
school  bands  and  orchestra  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  William 
McAllaster.  Time  and  again  the  work  of  these  orchestras  and  bands 
has  elicited  not  only  favorable  comment  but  expressions  of  astonish- 
ment from  critical  auditors.  The  work  in  dramatics  under  Miss  Sawyer 
at  Central  High  has  been  maintained  at  the  level  of  its  previous  high 
record,  while  at  the  West  High  there  has  been  a  distinct  advance  in  this 
kind  of  work.  The  last  dramatic  performance  which  they  gave  was  quite 
worthy  of  comparison  with  the  excellent  work  done  by  Central. 

The  debating,  work  of  the  literary  and  forensic  societies,  the  student 
publications,  the  Gleaner,  the  Profile,  and  the  Oracle,  all  do  better  work 
with  each  succeeding  year.  The  high  ideals  of  good  sportsmanship, 
decent  conduct,  etc.,  held  up  to  the  boys  by  all  of  our  athletic  coaches 
are  making  themselves  felt.  Everywhere  where  our  teams  go,  there  is 
favorable  comment  on  the  behavior  and  sportsmanship  of  the  boys.     For 
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example,  as  recently  as  four  years  ago  there  was  always  trouble  in  the 
loss  of  athletic  equipment  and  other  school  property.  This  year  not  a 
single  article  has  disappeared,  and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
keep  under  lock  and  key  material  that  the  light-fingered  might  have 
taken  away. 

The  Commercial,  Home  Economics,  and  Manual  Arts  Departments 
in  both  schools  have  rendered  their  customary  excellent  service  to  the 
schools  and  the  community.  Manchester  High  Central  has  not  given 
a  detailed  report  on  the  work  done,  hut  it  fully  measures  up  in  pro- 
portion to  what  the  West  High  has  to  report.  The  West  High  boys 
"have  made  the  twenty-five  drawing  cabinets  referred  to  previously,  in- 
stalled the  new  metal  planer  in  their  machine  shop,  re-arranged  the 
benches  in  the  shop  to  accommodate  larger  classes,  made  over  the  door 
in  the  gymnasium  balcony  for  the  purpose  of  selling  tickets,  built  over- 
head storage  for  patterns,  and  a  storage  panel  for  face  plates  in  the 
pattern  shop,  laid  out  safety  zones  about  the  power  machinery,  and  con- 
structed a  new  tool  panel   in  the  electrical  laboratory. 

D.     The  Nezv  General  Course. 

Those  of  you  who  were  members  of  the  Board  two  years  ago  will 
remember  that  I  laid  out  at  that  time  a  proposed  curriculum  for  high 
schools  which  in  my  estimation  would  suit  the  needs  of  the  pupils  far 
more  than  the  Classical,  Technical,  or  Commercial  curricula  then  ofifered. 
We  ofifered  a  Social  Science  Course  as  an  approach  to  this  kind  of  cur- 
riculum, but  the  word  was  passed  around  that  this  course  was  intended 
for  near-morons,  the  pupils  were  afraid  to  elect  it  for  fear  of  pro- 
claiming their  own  mental  inferiority  to  their  fellows.  They  went  on 
electing  the  Latin  and  Algebra  which  they  did  not  need,  failed  in  great 
numbers  to  grasp  these  subjects,  lost  interest  in  school,  and  dropped 
•out. 

Meanwhile  colleges  were  becoming  more  and  more  liberal  in  their 
requirements.  As  I  reported  to  you  last  month,  there  are  only  seven 
institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  east,  Hamilton,  Williams,  and 
Amherst,  Bryn  Mawr,  Wheaton,  Vassar,  and  Wellesley,  that  now  insist 
on  the  classical  languages.  Bates  will  admit  boys  who  have  no  Latin, 
but  they  still  claim  that  a  girl  without  this  language  is  unfitted  to  receive 
any  higher  education. 

The  new  general  course  which  you  recently  adopted  will  prepare 
for  all  other  colleges  to  which  our  students  go,  and  also  will  give  the 
boy  or  girl  who  does  not  intend  to  go  on  immediately  with  his  educa- 
tion a  much  better  background  for  citizenship  and  for  general  informa- 
tion about  worthwhile  things  than  any  course  that  we  have  hitherto 
ofifered.

VII.     SPECIAL  FEATURES 

A.  Farcnt-Teachers  Associations. 

In  the  meetings  of  the  various  Parent-Teacher  Associations  there 
has  been  a  gradual  change  from  the  old  type  of  programs  which  merely- 
entertained  the  members,  to  discussions  and  lectures  upon  strictly  school 
problems.  Parents  have  become  better  acquainted  with  the  teachers  and 
vice  versa,  as  a  result  of  making  a  concerted  drive  toward  this  end.  The 
Youngsville,  Chandler,  Hallsville,  Highland,  Webster,  and  West  Side 
have  been  especially  active. 

B.  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts. 

The  schools  have  co-operated  in  the  work  of  both  Boy  Scouts  and 
Girl  Scouts,  granting  the  use  of  the  buildings  for  meetings  and  en- 
couraging pupils  to  join  these  organizations. 

C.  Airplane  Clubs. 

In  the  West  High  and  in  two  or  three  of  the  grade  buildings,  notably 
the  Highland,  airplane  clubs  have  been  formed.  Boys  have  manu- 
factured models  of  planes,  and  through  practice  in  flying  them,  have 
learned  principles  governing  aviation. 

D.  Development  of  Dramatic  Talents. 

In  several  of  the  grammar  schools,  notably  the  Goffe's  Falls,  Bak- 
ersville,  and  Highland,  dramatic  clubs  have  been  formed.  Pupils  have 
taken  part  in  little  plays,  sometimes  before  the  school  and  sometimes 
before  their  parents. 

E.  Good  Attendance  in  Outlying  Schools. 

It  has  been  especially  gratifying  to  see  the  excellent  attendance 
records  made  by  a  number  of  the  schools  whose  pupils  come  from  rather 
long  distances  and  over  unpaved  roads.  This  has  been  especially  notice- 
able at  the  Youngsville,  whose  children  led  the  whole  city  in  percentage 
of  attendance. 

F.  Book  Clubs. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  various  devices  to  induce  chil- 
dren to  read  a  number  of  library  books.  In  several  rooms,  notably 
the  third  grade  at  the  Straw,  a  device  has  been  used  which  has  proved 
very  efifective.  The  children  are  organized  into  what  they  call  a  Book 
Club.     Once   a  week  each   child   chooses   some   new  book  to   read.     Each 
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Friday  afternoon  the  club  reports  are  given.  Each  child  narrates  the 
part  of  the  book  which  he  has  read  which  most  appealed  to  him.  The 
object  is  to  interest  the  other  children  in  reading  this  same  book.  An- 
other device  to  gain  the  same  end  has  been  used  in  the  upper  grades, 
notably  at  the  Straw. 

G.     Incipient  Orchestras. 

In  the  lower  grades  of  some  of  the  schools,  especially  the  second 
and  third  at  the  Straw  and  Ash,  children  have  been  taught  to  follow 
a  conductor  and  to  develop  a  sense  of  rhythm  by  the  use  of  various 
percussion  instruments  and  by  tapping  with  their  hands,  in  a  way  which 
makes  them  good  material  for  school  orchestras  later  on.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  after-school  music  classes  may  be  resumed  during  the  com- 
ing year. 

H.     Developing  Responsibility. 

In  a  number  of  the  schools  an  efifort  is  being  made  to  put  children 
upon  their  own  responsibility  in  the  matter  of  behavior  and  general 
discipline.  This  does  not  mean  a  substitution  of  pupil  government  for 
teacher  government,  although  this  is  employed  at  times  and  is  an  im- 
provement over  some  of  the  old  time  methods.  In  some  schools,  notably 
the  Chandler,  in  the  upper  grades,  the  child  is  asked  to  keep  his  own 
record  with  regard  to  behavior,  and  at  the  close  of  the  day  he  reports 
to  the  teacher  whether  he  thinks  he  deserves  credit  for  good  behavior 
during  the  five  hours  that  he  has  been  in  school. 

/.     New  Methods  in  Tcachi)ig  of  Social  Sciences. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  teachers  of  Geography  and  History 
to  get  away  from  the  old  time  memorizing  of  places  and  detached  dates 
and  facts.  There  has  already  been  a  reference  to  the  Journey  method 
for  summing  up  Geography.  In  History  the  children  are  taught  to  view 
the  course  as  a  whole  rather  than  as  isolated  and  unrelated  facts  or 
events. 

/.     Manual  Training  Projects. 

The  various  Manual  Training  shops  have  made  themselves  useful 
to  the  schools  in  which  they  are  located.  Pieces  of  furniture,  etc.,  have 
been  manufactured.  An  especially  worthwhile  project  is  a  big  panel 
with  shelves  at  the  Bakersville  School,  for  supporting  the  various 
athletic  trophies  won  by  the  teams  representing  this  district. 
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K.     Grammar  School  Glee  Clubs. 

In  a  number  of  the  grammar  schools,  glee  clubs  have  been  estab- 
lished to  sing  four-part  music.  A  girls'  club  at  the  Youngsville,  a  boys' 
club  at  the  Brown,  are  examples.  The  largest  and  most  fully  rounded 
club  is  a  boys'  club  at  the  Franklin  School,  where  four  or  five  good  bass 
voices  made  it  possible  to  handle  numerous  songs  written  for  male 
quartettes. 

L.     Efforts  Tozvard  Good  English. 

In  a  number  of  the  schools  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  the  use 
of  good  English  on  the  part  of  all  pupils,  especially  in  the  graduating 
class.  Emphasis  has  been  put  upon  the  pronunciation  of  words  con- 
taining "th,"  and  others  which  give  trouble  to  those  children  whose 
parents  do  not  speak  English  fluently.  A  marked  improvement  has 
taken  place  along  this  line.  In  some  schools,  notably  the  Lincoln,  there 
have  been  formed  "Good  English"  Clubs.  In  this  school  assignments 
are  made  each  day  for  oral  work  before  the  club,  and  pronunciation, 
diction,  etc.,  is  criticised  by  all. 

M.     School  Traffic  Squads. 

In  schools  where  it  is  especially  needed,  the  older  pupils  have  been 
organized  into  traffic  squads  to  pilot  the  little  folks  across  the  streets. 
The  Franklin,  Chandler,  and  Bakersville  Schools  have  been  especially 
efficient  in  this  work. 

A'^.     Rivalry  for  Attendance  Record. 

In  several  of  the  schools,  notably  the  Wilson  and  Youngsville,  rec- 
ords are  kept  of  the  various  rooms  with  regard  to  attendance  and  tardi- 
ness. There  is  friendly  competition  among  the  various  rooms,  and  each 
month  one  room  is  named  as  the  honor  room  for  the  month. 

O.     Grouping  According  to  Ability. 

In  schools  where  it  is  at  all  possible  by  reason  of  numbers,  children 
have  been  divided  into  sections  according  to  their  ability.  The  brighter 
group  are  given  more  work,  and  are  carried  along  more  rapidly  than 
those  who  could  not  keep  up  this  pace.  Certain  minimum  essentials  are 
required  for  promotion,  and  all  pupils  cover  this  work,  but  those  who 
are  able  to  cover  additional  assignments  are  expected  to  do  so.  Some- 
times this  results  in  double  promotion,  and  sometimes  in  giving  to  the 
brighter  pupils  an  enriched  curriculum.  This  is  true  in  both  high  schools 
and  in  all  of  the  larger  grammar  schools.  The  Varney  and  the  Parker, 
by  combining,  have  been  able  to  accomplish  the   same  thing.

P.     Departmentalized  Work  in  the  Grades. 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  departmental  work  in  the  Brown 
School.  In  similar  fashion,  the  work  of  the  eighth  grades  at  the  Var- 
ney  has  been  apportioned  to  the  various  teachers  on  a  basis  of  depart- 
mentalization, and  the  scheme  appears  to  be  working  very  well. 

Q.     Changing  Requirements. 

In  every  school  system  of  the  size  of  ours,  there  will  be  found  a 
dozen  to  twenty  boys  who  apparently  have  little  interest  in  academic 
education,  and  who,  if  put  through  the  ordinary  curriculum,  would 
simply  sit  helplessly,  waiting  for  a  sixteenth  birthday  to  set  them  free. 
Not  alone  in  the  schools  where  there  are  ungraded  rooms  have  these 
boys  been  given  special  attention.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  interest 
them  in  working  with  their  hands,  and  several  of  them  have  learned 
in  Manual  Training  shops  to  become  fair  artisans,  with  the  result  that 
they  left  school  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  with  the  right  attitude  toward 
school  in  general,  with  some  valuable  training,  and  with  as  much 
academic  work  as  they  could  absorb. 

R.    School  Assemblies. 

The  ability  to  appear  before  an  audience  either  to  act,  to  speak,  or 
to  perform  musically,  is  or  ought  to  be  part  of  the  education  of  every 
child.  Increasingly  in  the  high  schools,  assemblies  consist  of  programs 
put  on  by  the  students  themselves.  Orchestras,  bands,  various  depart- 
ments of  the  school,  dramatic  clubs,  etc.,  have  appeared  before  their 
fellow  students.  In  several  of  the  grade  schools  this  custom  is  also 
followed,  notably  at  the  Hallsville  and  Varney  Schools. 

S.    Distribution  and  Inventory  of  Supplies,  Books,  Etc. 

There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  method  of  keeping 
track  of  school  supplies,  school  books,  etc.  Several  schools,  notably  the 
Hallsville,  have  indexed  their  supplies  on  hand,  and  their  books,  so 
that  there  is  no  longer  any  question  as  to  what  they  have  or  what  is 
needed.  There  is  no  longer  a  chance  that  recent  stock  shall  be  used 
before  the  older  material  has  been  consumed.  Waste  is  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 

VIII.    CITIZENS  OF  TOMORROW 

One  of  the  greatest  handicaps  of  New  England  is  also  one  of  her 
greatest  charms — the  historical  atmosphere  that  surrounds  her,  which 
gives  us  a  reverence  for  the  past  and  a  tendency  to  cling  to  things 
which  are  old,  and  which  prevents  her  looking  ahead  to  the  future.     In 
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the  days  when  this  was  pioneer  land  and  we  had  no  history  and  no 
traditions  to  look  back  to  or  to  hind  our  action,  New  Englanders  went  for- 
ward rapidly.  Invention,  art,  literature,  statesmanship,  commerce,  in- 
dustry— New  England  furnished  the  nation's  leaders.  Yankee  ingenuity, 
Yankee  shrewdness,  Yankee  education  dominated  the  United  States  for 
several  decades.  But  the  sons  of  these  New  England  pioneers  who  in- 
herited their  fathers'  enterprising  pioneer  spirit  have  in  too  many  cases 
pulled  up  stakes  and  gone  west  to  pioneer  in  new  country,  where  they 
have  carried  New  England  culture  and  New  England  thrift,  New  Eng- 
land inventiveness  and  New  England  vision.  The  descendants  of  the 
commercial  and  industrial  leaders  of  seventy  years  ago  who  have  stayed 
in  New  England  have  in  many  cases  inherited  wealth  and  position  which 
enabled  them  to  live  at  ease  without  the  efforts  which  made  their  an- 
cestors great.  As  a  result,  most  of  the  leaders  in  our  New  England  in- 
dustrial cities  today  are  either  sons  of  families  who  previously  had  lived 
in  small  towns  or  rural  districts  and  who  have  come  into  the  city  to 
make  their  fortune,  or  descendants  of  different  races  than  the  old  Puritan 
stock. 

A  recent  book  entitled  "The  Conquest  of  New  England  by  the  Im- 
migrant" tells  that  out  of  nearly  7,000,000  people  in  the  New  England 
States,  only  2,800,000,  a  trifle  over  40%,  are  of  the  old  Yankee  stock, 
which  is  today  found  in  the  majority  only  in  the  hill  regions  of  western 
Massachusetts,  Vermont,  northern  New  Hampshire,  and  Maine.  But 
these  newcomers  are  either  pioneers  themselves  or  the  sons  of  pioneers. 
They  or  their  parents  had  the  courage  and  the  enterprise  to  pull  up  stakes 
and  leave  Scotland,  Ireland,  Sweden,  Poland,  the  Canadian  provinces, 
both  French  and  English,  Greece,  or  other  countries  of  Central  and  East- 
ern Europe. 

Add  the  proper  education  to  their  natural  vigor  and  enterprise,  and 
there  will  be  produced  a  race  which  will  maintain  the  ancient  glories 
of  New  England,  or  lift  to  fresh  heights  her  reputation  for  leadership 
in  industry,  commerce,  and  the  arts.  But  is  the  education  which  they 
need  being  offered  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  these  new  peoples?  Not 
as  it  should  be.  Our  great  drawbacks  are  our  failure  to  bring  into  close 
co-operation  and  sympathy  the  different  racial  groups  so  as  to  produce 
a  working,  harmonious  whole,  and  our  tendency  to  cling  to  the  devices 
and  the  education  of  the  past,  which  suited  very  well  the  homogeneous 
population  of  eighty  years  ago. 

Our  New  England  colleges  on  the  whole  have  lost  the  leadership 
which  they  once  held  in  the  nation.  Cornell  and  the  University  of 
Illinois  in  Engineering,  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  Social  Sciences, 
Vassar  and  Leland  Stanford  University  in  Liberal  Arts,  Johns  Hop- 
kins in  all  branches  of  research,  have  stridden  past  most  of  the  colleges 
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of  New  England,  one  time  pace-makers  for  the  nation.  In  too  many 
cases  we  are  bound  by  the  spirit  that  Sam  Walter  Foss  describes  in  his 
"Calf  Path,"  in  which  he  says :  "For  so  much  reverence  is  lent  to 
well-established  precedent." 

Most  of  our  New  England  colleges  are  hedged  around  by  lines  of 
caste.  Dartmouth  aims  to  be  national  rather  than  sectional.  Only  some 
43%  of  her  students  ordinarily  come  from  New  England.  Harvard  like- 
wise draws  rather  largely  from  outside  our  boundaries.  But  where,  un- 
less it  be  in  one  or  two  church  colleges,  will  you  find  a  New  England 
institution  of  higher  learning,  representative  of  the  true  population  of 
New  England,  to  the  extent  that  sixty  per  cent  of  its  enrollment  comes 
from  a  stock  other  than  the  descendants  of  the  Puritan  and  Pilgrim 
forefathers? 

In  too  many  cases  our  young  people  are  going  to  the  colleges  which 
their  fathers  or  mothers  attended,  for  social  and  family  reasons.  Once 
establish  a  college's  social  standing,  and  there  are  plenty  of  applicants 
for  admission,  no  matter  how  archaic  the  requirements  nor  how  tied  to 
the  past  the  curriculum.  As  a  result  these  institutions  go  on  year  after 
year  with  but  little  change  from  the  past.  I  opened  at  random  the 
catalogue  of  a  New  England  college.  I  found  on  one  page  Medieval 
Literature,  the  Renascence,  Advanced  Composition,  the  Drama,  Nine- 
teenth Century  Poetry.  My  second  trial  revealed  a  page  with  Modern 
German  Philosophy,  Social  and  Political  Ideals,  Contemporary  Phil- 
osophy. A  third  time  and  I  found  The  German  Drama  of  the  Seven- 
teenth and  Eighteenth  Centuries,  Beginning  Greek,  Homer  and  Hero- 
dotus, an  Outline  of  the  History  of  Greek  Literature,  Aristotle,  and 
Greek  Tragedy.  A  fourth  page  gives  Terence  and  Vergil,  Platus  and 
Terence,  Roman  Philosophy,  Roman  Civilization,  and  Plane  Trigonome- 
try, Analytic  Geometry,  and  Differential  Calculus. 

The  president  of  this  college,  in  a  recent  address,  tells  that  his  three 
objects  are:  (1)  to  fit  the  students  for  more  successful  practice  of 
their  future  callings;  (2)  to  give  the  students  avocations  which  will 
lead  to  a  more  worthy  use  of  leisure;  and  (3)  to  make  them  better 
citizens  and  more  useful  to  their  fellowmen. 

I  will  confess  that  I  do  not  see  how  any  of  these  courses  are  calcu- 
lated "to  fit  us  for  the  more  successful  practice  of  our  respective  call- 
ings." Nor  do  I  find  that  any  of  these  courses  will  particularly  "enrich 
and  refresh  our  lives  with  more  intelligent  and  varied  avocations" ;  and 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  course  on  Social  and  Political  Ideals,  I 
do  not  find  that  any  of  them  will  "render  us  more  helpful  in  our  mani- 
fold relations  to  the  community  at  large." 

The  sons  and  daughters  of  the  new  peoples  in  New  England,  those 
in  whose   hands   her    future   is   entrusted,   are   not   attending   higher   in- 
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stitutions  of  learning  in  anything  like  the  proportion  of  their  numbers 
to  the  rest  of  the  population.  It  is  a  difficult  task  to  make  any  im- 
pression upon  the  colleges.  They  are  so  well  satisfied  with  things  as 
they  are,  and  they  are  turning  away  so  many  applicants  each  year  that 
there  is  no  compulsion  upon  them  to  change.  The  public  high  school 
is  the  big  hope  of  New  England.  It  is  here  that  the  children  of  all 
races  and  peoples  should  mix,  learn  to  know  each  other,  and  learn  to  be 
useful  and  desirable  citizens  of  the  future  New  England.  The  Russian 
Jew  and  the  Pole,  who  may  have  hated  each  other  cordially  in  the  old 
country,  send  their  sons  to  the  same  high  school  in  America.  The  chil- 
dren meet,  appreciate  each  other's  fine  qualities,  and  the  ancient  heritage 
of  dislike  disappears.  You  will  remember  the  story  of  Charles  Lamb,  who 
remarked  that  he  hated  a  certain  man,  whereupon  his  friend  exclaimed 
in  astonishment,  "Why  I  didn't  know  that  you  knew  him  at  all  well." 

"I  don't,"  answered  Lamb.  "I  couldn't  hate  anyone  that  I  knew 
well." 

I  wish  that  all  of  our  citizens  could  see  that  this  mingling  of  the 
children  of  all  classes  in  the  public  high  schools  is  the  best  of  auspices 
for  New  England's  future.  If  we  are  to  be  one  people,  the  children  of 
the  well-to-do  should  know  and  appreciate  the  fine  qualities  of  the  sons 
and   daughters   of   the   newest   immigrant. 

Our  difficult  problem  is  to  provide  a  curriculum  which  will  enable 
those  children  who  are  aiming  toward  the  liberal  arts  college  to  attend 
the  same  school  which  prepares  for  business  or  for  work  as  artisans  the 
children  of  those  who  cannot  afTord  to  send  their  sons  and  daughters 
to  college.  We  believe  that  we  have  taken  a  great  step  forward  in  the 
introduction  of  our  new  general  course,  which  in  the  long  run  is  a  big 
improvement  over  any  of  the  specialized  courses  that  have  been  hitherto 
offered. 

New  England  is  no  longer  a  pioneer  in  advanced  methods  of  educa- 
tion. Summer  schools,  all  the  year  round  schools,  vacation  schools, 
evening  high  schools  for  adults,  giving  full  credit,  are  becoming  com- 
mon in  other  parts  of  our  country.  Little  by  little  our  conservatism 
is  overcome  and  we  adopt  reforms  which  have  been  in  vogue  in  other 
parts  of  the  country  for  some  years.  I  must  confess  that  it  galls  me 
slightly  to  see  Brockton,  Massachusetts,  and  Concord,  N.  H.,  priding 
themselves  on  the  advanced  steps  that  they  have  recently  taken  in  estab- 
lishing summer  schools. 

There  still  is  a  great  deal  of  time  wasted  in  our  average  curriculum. 
We  still  are  forcing  children  to  p'ursue  certain  studies  before  they  are 
ready  to  take  them,  and  whether  they  take  to  them  readily  or  not.  I 
have  recently  read  a  remarkable  book,  "The  Confessions  of  a  Reformer," 
by    Frederick    C.    Howe,    United    States    Commissioner    of    Immigration. 
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In  it  he  tells  how  he  hated  the  dull,  profitless  drudgery  of  the  mathe- 
matics, Latin,  and  Greek,  which  he  was  forced  to  take  in  the  Meadville,. 
Pa.,  High  School  and  in  Allegany  College,  and  how  absolutely  wasted 
those  years  were  for  him.  On  the  other  hand,  when  he  went  to  Johns 
Hopkins  as  a  post-graduate  and  there  came  under  the  influence  of  Rich- 
ard T.  Ely,  Woodrow  Wilson,  and  James  Bryce,  his  mind  leaped  with 
enthusiasm  to  new  conceptions  and  thoughts,  which  later  bore  much  fruit 
for  the  good  of  mankind. 

We  cannot  aflford  to  be  complacent  or  satisfied  with  our  present 
system  of  education.  It  is  far  from  perfect.  We  must  be  alert  to  ex- 
periment ourselves,  and  to  profit  by  the  experiences  and  research  of 
others.  A  shut  mind  or  satisfied  spirit  is  the  worst  thing  that  any 
educator  can  cultivate. 

Needs  for  the  Future. 

Descending  from  the  clouds  to  the  commonplace,  there  are  some 
needs  for  the  future  which  must  be  called  to  your  attention.  As  you 
have  been  told  on  more  than  one  occasion,  our  present  high  school 
equipment  in  the  shape  of  buildings  is  very  inadequate.  The  Practical 
Arts  and  Classical  buildings  were  built  to  accommodate  1,300  pupils. 
Next  February  there  will  be  over  1,820  packed  into  these  two  structures 
and  the  Corey  Annex.  No  school  of  1,200  or  more  should  have  to  try 
to  get  along  with  only  one  gymnasium.  Our  auditorium  seats  1,450 
people,  and  the  enrollment  this  fall,  plus  the  faculty,  reached  1,850. 
Four  hundred  people,  a  very  substantial  high  school  in  itself,  were  denied 
each  time  the  privilege  of  attending  assembly.  No  school  this  size 
should  get  along  without  a  good-sized  cafeteria,  where  the  children  could 
be  seated  as  they  eat  their  lunch.  There  should  be  large  study  halls, 
where  students  could  prepare  their  lessons  in  quiet,  without  being  dis- 
turbed by  recitations  which  go  on  in  the  room  with  them.  As  I  have 
said  before,  there  are  a  dozen  reasons  why  I  do  not  favor  big  high 
schools.  A  school  of  1,200  is  large  enough.  Five  hundred  pupils  could 
be  taken  out  of  Central  High  School  next  spring,  and  the  space  remain- 
ing would  be  comfortably  filled  if  we  could  have  some  of  the  advantages 
that  we  now  sadly  lack.  Again  I  put  myself  on  record  in  favor  of  a 
third  high  school,  located  preferably  toward  the  southeasterly  part  of  the 
city.  It  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  buy  land  when  land  is  cheap,  in  locali- 
ties where  the  experience  of  the  past  has  taught  us  that  we  may  expect 
future  schools  to  have  to  be  located.  It  seems  impossible  to  secure  an 
appropriation  for  anything  which  is  not  immediately  needed,  and  most 
urgently,  but  the  taxpayers  of  tomorrow  will  pay  the  bills  for  our  fail- 
ure today  to  buy  land  where  it  can  plainly  be  seen  that  future  schools 
must  be  erected. 
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There  are  a  number  of  needs  of  improvements  in  various  buildings — 
additional  toilets  in  the  Maynard,  new  heating  plants  for  the  Ash,  the 
Lincoln,  and  the  Weston,  painting  and  renovating  in  the  Chandler  and 
two  or  three  other  schools.  I  would  suggest  that  a  list  of  these  im- 
provements be  made,  and  that  when  the  aldermen  decide  on  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Building  Department,  these  should  be  included  in  a 
special  sum  set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  may  I  thank  you  for  your  firm  support  in  the  past, 
and  your  present  loyal  co-operation,  without  which  none  of  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  past  year  could  have  been  attained?

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COMMENT 

The  number  of  deaths  and  the  death  rate  are  higher  than  last  year  but 
are  lower  than  in  any  other  year. 

The  total  deaths  from  heart  disease  were  171,  of  which  146  were  from 
organic  heart  disease  and  25  from  angina. 

Deaths  from  heart  disease  have  increased  from  95  in  1925  to  171  in 
1928,  the  largest  number  recorded  in  any  year.  Whatever  conclusion  may 
be  drawn,  to  it  must  be  added  the  admonition  that  people  should  seek 
medical  advice  early  or  better  have  a  periodic  physical  examination. 

Deaths  from  cancer  increased. 

Pneumonia  and  bronchitis  increased  but  this  increase  was  not  related 
to  the  so-called  "Flu"  which  was  reported  prevalent  during  the  closing 
weeks  of  the  year. 

Deaths  from  tuberculosis  reached  a  low  point,  not  as  low  as  in  a  "pre- 
vious year  but  sufficiently  low  to  indicate  progress  toward  control.  The 
pulmonary  type  increased  but  tuberculosis  other  forms  decreased  in  num- 
ber. Incidence  of  tuberculosis  under  fifteen  years  of  age  declined  from  10 
in  1927  to  3  in  1928. 

Of  the  early  deaths  in  1928,  one  was  that  of  a  child  who  died  within  a 
few  weeks  after  moving  to  the  city  from  another  state ;  another  death 
was  recorded  as  due  to  marasmus  and  tuberculosis — probably  tuberculosis 
was  of  minor  consideration  if  it  at  all  influenced  the  result ;  the  third  was 
recorded  tubercular  meningitis,  a  rather  doubtful  diagnosis  in  view  of  the 
history. 

Deaths  due  to  common  infectious  diseases  were  29  in  number : — 
measles  3,  scarlet  fever  1,  whooping  cough  15,  diphtheria  9,  infantile 
paralysis  1.     The  death  recorded  as  infantile  paralysis  was  doubtful. 

Deaths  due  to  the  puerperal  state  were  7  in  number,  an  increase  over 
the  number  in  1927. 

Diarrhea  and  enteritis  decreased.  Deaths  from  these  causes  have 
probably  reached  a  point  than  which  no  lower  may  be  expected. 

One  hundred  and  forty-six  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died,  of 
which  number  17  were  non-residents  brought  to  hospitals  for  treatment; 
29  died  during  the  first  twenty-four  hours  after  birth ;  36  from  one  day 
to  one  week;   17  from  one  week  to  one  month. 

The  increase  in  diphtheria  cases  and  deaths  was  unfortunate  but  this 
increase  was  in  children  who  had  not  received  toxin-anti-toxin  treatment. 

The  old  adage  "No  loss  without  some  gain"  was  well  exemplified  by 
anxious  parents  who  eagerly  sought  for  their  children  protection  against 
diphtheria. 

ADMINISTRATION 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  administrative  procedure  except  as 
may  have  been  necessary  to  meet  changed  conditions. 
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General  health  conditions  in  the  city  indicate  that  the  several  units 
are  endeavoring  to  render  efficient  service. 

No  serious  problems  have  been  presented  during  the  year. 

A  small  poster  exhibit  was  displayed  in  Chicago  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Public  Health  Association. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

Communicable  diseases  were  more  prevalent  than  during  the  previous 
year  but  at  no  time  so  prevalent  as  to  cause  alarm. 

Whooping  cough  and  chicken  pox  were  prevalent  in  the  late  spring 
and  early  fall.  Reports  of  cases  were  not  sufficient  in  number  to  war- 
rant any  positive  statement  of  the  prevalence  of  either  disease. 

The  incidence  of  measles  was  low. 

After  three  years  of  quiescence,  diphtheria  appeared  with  all  its 
former  vigor  and  virulence.  Seven  cases  with  two  deaths  were  reported 
in  the  first  five  months  of  the  year.  The  next  case  was  reported  Octo- 
ber 13.  The  epidemiological  history  was  negative.  October  16  another 
case  giving  a  history  of  possible  contact  with  the  October  13  case  was 
reported.  November  12  the  next  case  was  reported,  followed  by  others 
in  quick  succession  until  a  total  of  19  cases  had  been  reported  during  the 
months  of  November  and  December,  all  of  which  resided  in  a  compara- 
tively small  section  of  the  city  and  were  confined  to  families  from  which 
children  attended  the  Hallsville  and  St.  Anthony's  schools.  Vigorous 
measures  of  control  were  instituted  ;  children  complaining  of  sore  throats 
were  excluded  from  school  and  readmitted  only  on  negative  cultures ; 
absentees  were  visited  in  their  homes  and  cultured  when  such  procedure 
was  indicated ;  intimate  contacts  were  immunized  with  anti-toxin.  Two 
carriers  were  discovered  and  quarantined. 

Four  other  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  in  other  sections  of  the 
city  but  with  one  exception  gave  no  definite  epidemiological  history. 

This  diphtheria  infection  was  particularly  virulent,  patients  becoming 
violently  ill  within  a  few  hours  after  the  disease  was  discovered.  Seven 
deaths  were  recorded. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  child  who  had  received  toxin-anti- 
toxin treatments  became  ill  with  diphtheria  and  furthermore  some  chil- 
dren who  had  been  so  treated  were  in  intimate  contact  with  diphtheria 
patients  but  were  not  infected.  The  outbreak,  although  not  particularly 
severe  in  number  of  cases  was  of  sufficient  size  to  demonstrate  to  some 
skeptical  people  the  value  of  immunizing  treatment  and  this  aroused  in- 
terest was  reflected  in  the  number  of  requests  for  such  aid. 

In  addition  to  the  intensive  follow  up  system  to  locate  possible  un- 
recognized cases  and  carriers,  very  active  effort  was  made  to  interest 
parents  in  toxin-anti-toxin  treatments.     This  effort  was  very  successful. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  illness  and  death  are  often  necessary  to  in- 
terest people  in  preventive  medicine  but  such  is  the  weakness  of  mortals. 
It  is  to  be  more  regretted  that  some  people  often  actuated  by  mercenary 
purposes  or  principles  endeavor  to  arouse,  by  false  and  fraudulent  state- 
ments, antagonism  to  procedures  which  have  proved  of  scientific  value  in 
preventing  disease.  A  good  example  of  influence  by  false  doctrines  can 
be  seen  by  visiting  the  house  of  correction. 

Only  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported  during  the  year.  Two 
other  patients  ill  with  typhoid  fever  were  brought  into  the  city  for  treat- 
ment— one  of  these  died. 

Scarlet  fever  was  more  prevalent  than  during  the  previous  year  but 
at  no  time  threatened  epidemic  form. 

During  the  first  months  of  the  year  some  cases  of  influenza  were  re- 
ported and  deaths  recorded  but  neither  in  virulence  nor  in  numbers  did 
it  approach  the  prevalence  of  other  years.  Toward  the  close  of  the  year 
preparations  were  made  to  meet  the  threatened  outbreak  which  appeared 
to  be  proceeding  eastward  from  the  western  part  of  the  country.  Fortu- 
nately the  disease  must  have  lost  its  way  or  possibly  postponed  its  arrival 
because  no  undue  prevalence  had  been  noted  when  the  year  closed. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  reported.  One  death  was  recorded 
hut  the  history  of  this  case  indicates  that  some  other  disease  may  have 
caused  the  death. 

SORE  THROAT 

Accounts  of  outbreaks  of  septic  sore  throat  in  a  neighboring  state 
caused  considerable  apprehension  in  the  city.  ]\Iany  cases  of  sore  throat 
were  reported  but  investigation  and  culturing  failed  to  disclose  any  out- 
break of  septic  sore  throat,  although  a  few  cases  were  discovered. 

These  few  cases  were  not  related  either  by  contact  or  by  common 
milk  supply. 

Extra  precautions  were  taken  to  detect  sources  of  possible  contam- 
ination of  the  milk  supply  and  as  a  result  of  this  extra  precaution  one 
cow  whose  udder  was  infected  with  streptococci  was  discovered  and 
fortunately  before  the  disease  had  progressed  to  a  dangerous  stage.  If 
every  person  could  thoroughly  grasp  the  need  for  a  safe  milk  supply, 
milk  dealers  would  be  able  to  sell  only  pasteurized  milk.

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INFANT  WELFARE  SERVICE 

The  infant  welfare  service  of  the  Health  Department  has  been  con- 
ducted as  in  former  years  except  that  prenatal  cases  have  been  referred 
to  the  District  Nursing  Association.  This  has  relieved  the  health  depart- 
ment nurses  of  a  work  which  was  growing  rapidly  and  was  requiring  an 
increasing  amount  of  time  to  the  detriment  of  infant  nursing  care  and 
has  also  made  possible  a  more  regular  service  for  expectant  mothers.

PRENATAL  AND  PRESCHOOL 

The  service  for  prenatal  and  preschool  nursing  care  organized  late  in 
1927  by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  Manchester  Medical  Associa 
tion,  and  Health  Department  has  completed  for  Manchester  the  chain  of 
nursing  care  at  present  recognized  as  essential  in  any  well  rounded  public 
health  nursing  program. 

A  general  committee  representing  the  District  Nursing  Association, 
Manchester  Medical  Association,  and  Health  Department  meets  each 
month  to  hear  reports  of  work  done  during  the  previous  month  and  to 
consider  any  other  matters  relating  to  the  service.  Recommendations 
made  by  this  committee  are  referred  to  the  organization  most  vitally  in- 
terested ;  questions  of  nursing  care  are  referred  to  the  District  Nursing 
Association,  Medical  care  to  the  Medical  Association,  and  public  health 
to  the  Health  Department. 

Briefly,  nursing  care  for  children  begins  with  prenatal  care  and  in- 
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struction  by  the  District  Nursing  Association;  soon  after  birth  the  Health 
Department  assumes  care  of  the  baby  and  continues  this  care  until  the 
child  is  two  years  old,  when  it  is  referred  to  the  District  Nursing  Assoc- 
iation which  provides  necessary  care  until  the  child  enters  school,  when 
it  comes  again  under  supervision  of  the  Health  Department.  This  ap- 
pears like  a  game  of  checkers  with  the  child  as  the  checker  but  in  actual 
practice  neither  the  parent  nor  the  child  is  conscious  of  any  change  except 
a  change  in  the  visiting  nurse. 

Preschool  children  are  visited  in  their  homes  and,  if  there  be  indi- 
cated need  for  medical  or  surgical  treatment,  are  referred  to  a  clinic  for 
examination.  These  clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  rooms  of  the  District 
Nursing  Association  and  examinations  are  made  by  members  of  the  Medi- 
cal Association. 

Children  who  need  treatment  are  referred  to  their  family  physician 
or  a  hospital.  Those  children  who  are  handicapped  by  reason  of  medical 
or  surgical  defects  can  have  adequate  treatment  sufficiently  early  to  pre- 
vent permanent  weakness.

INSPECTION  SERVICE 

The  general  plan  of  the  inspection  service  outlined  in  the  report  for 
1927  has  been  continued  :  namely  two  in  pccturs  assigned  to  milk  and  dairy 
inspection,  three  to  food  inspection,  and  one  to  complaints  and  communic- 
able disease  control.  This  bare  statement  can  convey  no  idea  of  the 
scope  of  work  of  any  portion  of  the  service  nor  can  any  portion  be  so 
described  as  to  give  account  of  all  details  which  may  enter  into  any  ac- 
complishment. 

Early  in  1922  a  plan  to  give  Manchester  a  milk  supply  of  the  highest 
quality  was  started.  This  plan  has  been  carefully  followed  and  at  last 
it  seems  that  the  end  is  in  sight.  This  does  not  mean  that  further 
activity  is  unnecessary  because  continued  vigilance  must  be  exercised  to 
maintain  the  present  standard.  All  milk  sold  in  Manchester  must  be 
drawn  from  herds  under  official  supervision,  which  means  that  cows  must 
be  tuberculin  tested  and  non  reactors.  This  insures  a  supply  of  milk 
free  from  tubercular  infection.  Milk  may  be  sold  raw  or  pasteurized  and 
thus  those  who  prefer  raw  milk  may  obtain  it.  It  is  agreed  by  sanitarians 
that  a  milk  to  be  considered  safe  should  be  drawn  from  tuberculin  tested 
cattle  and  also  pasteurized. 

Tuberculin  testing  is  a  guaranty  only  that  milk  is  free  from  the 
tubercular  bacillus  but  does  not  and  cannot  guarantee  that  other  harmful 
organisms  are  not  present.  Several  of  the  common  communicable  dis- 
eases may  be  and  often  are  conveyed  by  milk — not  that  milk  of   itself 
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develops  the  organism  but  the  organism  may  be  introduced  by  the  milker 
or  milk  handler  during  the  stage  of  preparation  for  market. 

The  severe  outbreak  of  septic  sore  throat  last  summer  in  a  neighbor- 
ing state  should  be  sufficient  lesson  to  demonstrate  the  need  of  protecting 
the  milk  supply  as  fully  as  possible. 

Undulant  fever  or  as  commonly  called  ]Malta  Fever  is  another  dis- 
ease conveyed  by  raw  milk.  Studies  being  made  to  determine  the  extent 
of  this  disease,  indicate  that  it  is  a  serious  problem  and  that  it  may  be 
prevalent  in  every  state  of  the  Union. 

Whether  one  uses  pasteurized  or  raw  milk  he  niay  be  reasonably 
sure  that  the  milk  is  of  standard  quality  and  with  a  low  bacteria  count. 

Every  dairy  supplying  milk  to  the  Alanchester  market  has  been  visited 
at  least  once  during  the  year.  Some  dairies  have  been  forbidden  to  ship 
milk  into  the  city  for  various  reasons  but  in  each  instance  the  dairyman 
has  been  warned  several  times  and  has  been  told  what  alterations  in  his 
methods  might  be  desirable.  To  visit  these  dairymen  the  inspectors  have 
travelled  many  miles  over  good,  bad,  and  indiflFerent  roads,  in  storm  and 
sunshine,  up  hills  and  down  valleys,  and  under  all  conditions  which  may 
be  encountered  in  travelling.  Thus  the  inspectors  know  personally  under 
what  conditions  all  the  milk  sold  in  Manchester  is  produced.  In  addition 
to  dairy  inspections,  visits,  many  in  number,  have  been  made  to  the  dis- 
tributing plants  and  effectiveness  of  methods  have  been  carefully  checked. 

This  division  also  inspects  ice  cream  factories  and  examines  ice  cream 
and  all  ingredients  used  in  its  manufacture. 

CHOCOLATE  MILK 

Several  samples  of  chocolate  milk,  so-called,  have  been  analyzed  and 
these  analyses  have  indicated  a  fine  wholesome  product. 

Milk  and  chocolate  used  have  been  of  standard  quality  and  the  re- 
sultant preparation  has  in  all  respects  met  the  requirements  of  the  pure 
food  law. 

Inspection  of  food  handling  establishments  has  been  conducted  more 
systematically  during  the  past  year  than  before.  The  districts,  three  in 
number  with  an  inspector  assigned  to  each,  mentioned  in  the  1927  report, 
have  been  continued.  To  this  food  division  has  been  assigned  inspection 
of  all  stores,  markets,  and  other  establishments  where  food  is  prepared, 
stored,  or  manufactured  and  includes  restaurants,  lunch  rooms,  coffee 
houses,  bakeries,  grocery  stores,  meat  markets,  fish  markets,  candy  stores, 
candy  manufactories,  fruit  stores,  wholesale  fruit  stores  and  in  addition 
to  sanitary  inspection  of  premises  includes  inspection  of  foods  and  food 
stuffs  and  slaughter  inspection. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  dealers  in  foods  and  food 
products  have  been  careful  to  comply  with  the  State  Sanitary  and  State 
Pure  Food  Laws,  and  have  willingly  complied  with  suggestions  made. 


CITY  OF  MANCHESTER  29^) 

Restaurant  inspection  and  rating  has  been  continued  without  change 
except  that  since  May  first  those  restaurants  and  lunch  rooms  scoring  a 
certain  rating  have  been  awarded  a  gold  seal  and  mark  of  excellence, 
respectively.  This  recognition  has  stimulated  proprietors  and  managers 
to  exert  greater  effort  to  maintain  satisfactory  ratings. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  bakeries  and  suggestions  made 
to  improve  both  sanitation  and  finished  products.  The  bakers  have  be- 
come interested  and  have  founded  an  association  which  promises  much 
good  to  their  business. 

There  appears  to  be  on  the  part  of  certain  merchants  a  lack  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  state  cold  storage  law.  The  law  states  very  clearly  the  pro- 
cedure to  be  followed  when  selling  or  offering  for  sale  foods  that  have 
been  in  storage.  The  misunderstanding  appears  to  be  due  to  statements 
made  by  salesmen  from  a  neighboring  state  whose  cold  storage  law  differs 
from  the  New  Hampshire  Statute.  Briefly  the  law  requires  that  cold 
storage  goods  and  containers  thereof  shall  be  plainly  marked  as  such. 
Transgressions  of  regulation  has  been  more  noticeable  in  selling  eggs 
than  in  merchandising  other  articles  of  food.  Effort  has  been  made  to 
correct  these  practices  and  with  success. 

Sanitary  complaints  were  of  the  usual  kind  and  number,  none  serious 
and  all  abated. 

Conditions  in  the  open  air  market  were  much  improved.  Greater 
care  was  exercised  to  comply  with  the  state  sanitary  food  law.

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SCHOOL   MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  conduct  of  this  service.  The  num- 
ber and  kind  of  defects  found  were  very  similar  to  those  noted  in  former 
years.  Parents  appear  to  be  more  interested  in  having  necessary  treat- 
ments given  to  those  children  who  are  referred  by  the  school  physicians. 

EYE    CONSERVATION 

During  many  years  past,  the  Women's  Club  has  raised  a  special  fund 
to  provide  needed  ocular  examinations  and  lenses  for  worthy  children. 
Calls  for  this  aid  have  increased  and  early  in  the  year  the  Women's  Club 
appealed  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  assistance.  After  carefully  con- 
sidering the  request,  the  Board  voted  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  examination. 
The  Women's  Club  provides  needed  lenses.  This  arrangement  has 
materially  increased  the  scope  of  this  work  and  apparently  the  increase 
has  been  of   material  benefit   to   many  children.

HOSPITAL 

Hospitalization  of  patients  ill  with  a  communicable  disease  is  bene- 
ficial to  the  city,  to  the  family  and  to  the  patient : — to  the  city  at  large 
because  foci  of  possible  infection  are  reduced  in  number,  in  fact  elimi- 
nated :  the  family  is  relieved  of  irksome  restrictions :  the  patient  receives 
trained  nursing  care  throughout  the  period  of  illness  and  isolation. 

It  has  been  possible  during  the  past  seven  years,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  months  when  scarlet  fever  was  prevalent,  to  isolate  all  patients 
in  the  lower  ward.  This  has  taxed  the  planning  ability  of  the  nurses  at 
times  but  has  aided  in  reducing  hospital  costs.

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THE  CONTROL  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

The  program  of  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  centers  closely  around 
the  work  of  the  tuberculosis  clinics  and  nurses.  The  clinics  and  the 
nurses  are  the  agencies  for  the  searching  out  of  tuberculosis  patients ; 
prompt  and  early  diagnosis,  admission  to  the  Sanatoriums,  and  supervi- 
sion in  the  homes. 

Two  clinic  centers  are  in  operation — one  in  the  city  proper  at  120 
Merrimack  street — the  other  in  West  Manchester  at  368  Main  street. 
Two  nurses  devote  their  time  to  the  tuberculosis  program.  The  work  of 
one  nurse  centers  around  the  West  Manchester  clinic  and  that  of  the 
other  around  the  city  proper  clinic.  The  Board  of  Health  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association  unite  in  financing  the  entire 
program. 

Certain  facts  stand  out  as  we  review  the  year's  activities  and 
results : 

First :  is  the  phenomenal  attendance  at  the  clinics  throughout  the  year. 
The  attendance  at  the  city  proper  clinic  at  120  Alerrimack  street  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  this  station — far  exceeding  that  of  any  other 
year. 

Second :  is  the  addition  of  further  cuts  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  in  Manchester. 

From  101  deaths  in  1918 — the  loss  has  been  cut  to  76  in  1922 — to  47 
in  1927  and  45  in  1928.  This  brings  our  tuberculosis  death  rate  down  to 
the  unusually  low  figure  of  55  per  100,000  population — far  below  the  aver- 
age throughout  the  country  and  particularly  noteworthy  for  a  manufactur- 
ing city. 

Third :  is  the  marked  improvement  of  many  patients  and  arrest  of 
the  disease  in  others. 

Fourth :  the  splendid  co-operation  given  by  physicians,  public  health 
nurses,  city  and  county  and  state  officials  and  scores  of  individuals  to  the 
work  of  the  clinics  and  nurses. 

It  is  probable  that  the  early  diagnosis  for  Tuberculosis  Educational 
Campaign  carried  out  all  over  the  state  in  March,  1928,  had  an  effect  in 
increasing  the  clinic  attendance,  yet  undoubtedly,  the  service  of  the  nurses 
and  the  splendid  co-operation  of  all  our  people  contributed  to  the  result. 

In  the  search  for  early  cases  all  those  coming  in  contact  with  active 
cases  in  the  home,  or  in  the  shop,  or  factory  are  asked  to  come  to  the 
clinic  for  examination.  The  children  of  tuberculosis  parents  are  all 
brought  to  the  clinics  for  the  great  majority  of  those  adults  afflicted  are 
in  poor  financial  circumstances,  the  homes  are  over-crowded,  the  nutri- 
tion poor  and  the  children  therefore  susceptible. 

The  school  physicians  and  nurses  have  referred  many  children  with 
suspicious  signs  or  symptoms  or  definite  degree  of  malnutrition. 
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The  facilities  available  at  the  Sanatoriums  at  Glencliff  and  Pembroke 
have  been  utilized  to  a  large  extent.  A  considerable  number  of  patients 
has  been  treated  in  the  tuberculosis  wards  at  the  Hillsboro  General 
hospital.  Yet  the  need  for  hospital  facilities  for  the  segregation,  humane 
care,  and  treatment  of  our  advanced  cases  is  still  apparent. 

We  can  now  be  reasonably  sure  that  the  active  tuberculosis  seen  in 
our  young  men  and  women  and  in  those  of  middle  age  is  due  to  the  burst 
ing  into  active  disease  of  the  tuberculous  infection  acquired  in  childhood. 
Adult  infection  is  comparatively  rare  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  a  tuber- 
culous husband  rarely  infects  his  wife  and  vice  versa.  But  exhaustive 
studies  in  recent  years  have  shown  that  the  children  of  tuberculous  parents 
are  frequently  infected.  This  infection  can  be  demonstrated  by  malnu- 
trition, signs  in  the  lungs,  tuberculin  skin  reaction,  X-Ray  examination 
of  the  lungs.  Yet  the  causative  factor  is  not  heredity,  but  prolonged 
exposure  to  the  infection  at  a  susceptible  period  of  life. 

We  are  examining  increasing  large  numbers  of  these  children.  We 
have  sent  a  number  of  children  who  have  developed  active  lung  tuber- 
culosis, to  the  children's  ward  at  the  Pembroke  Sanatorium.  An  open  air 
school  is  maintained  at  this  sanatorium  for  these  children.  Splendid 
gains  have  been  made  by  practically  all  of  the  children  referred  to  the 
Pembroke  Sanatorium  Open  Air  school.  The  majority  have  attained 
normal  weight  and  the  active  disease  in  the  lungs  is  healing.  The  gains 
made  by  these  children  with  active  disease  are  convincing  evidence  of  the 
value  of  open  air  schools. 

It  does  not  require  much  imagination  to  portray  what  might  be 
achieved  for  the  predisposed  underweight  children  in  the  schools  of  Man- 
chester through  an  open  air  school  in  our  city.  An  open  air  school  with 
constant  medical  supervision,  rest  periods,  proper  nutrition  and  home 
supervision  would  undoubtedly  save  many  active  cases  of  tuberculosis 
from  developing  within  the  next  ten  years.  The  need  for  an  open  air 
school  in  Manchester  has  been  evident  for  sometime.  It  is  a  necessary 
part  of  our  educational  and  health  program.  It  should  be  made  available 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

During  the  coming  year  your  department  hopes  to  enlarge  its  service 
for  the  examination  of  children  among  the  malnourished  and  contact 
groups. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  confidence  and  generous  cooperation  given 
by  the  board  members,  the  physicians  of  the  city,  the  public  health  work- 
ers and  the  public  in  general.

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MERRIMACK  STREET  INFANT  WELFARE  STATION 

The  year  1928  marked  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  Merrimack  Street 
Infant  Hygiene  Station.  The  interest  in  welfare  work  has  increased  in 
all  its  branches  from  year  to  year,  much  of  its  success  being  due  to  the 
wonderful  co-operation  of  physicians  and  organizations  interested. 

There  were  1160  visits  to  the  station  during  the  year  which  showed 
great  interest  on  the  part  of  the  mothers.  Some  came  for  advice  from 
the  pediatrician  regarding  feeding,  etc.,  and  many  came  for  the  regular 
weekly  weighing. 

During  1928  there  were  1128  babies  supervised  by  the  nurses.  486 
were  discharged  over  two  years,  24  moved,  and  at  the  present  time  there 
are  618  under  our  supervision. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  birth  rate,  487  births  reported  in 
1928  compared  with  602  in  1927 — and  706  in  1926.  This  decrease  is  prob- 
ably due  to  the  fact  that  many  families  have  moved  from  the  district. 

Fifty  babies  died  under  one  year.  Of  this  number  8  died  under  one 
da}',  19  under  one  week  and  2  under  one  month.  23  of  these  babies  were 
prematurely  born  and  there  were  20  stillbirths. 

Five  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-nine  home  calls  were  made.  Our 
work  has  been  greatly  facilitated  during  the  year  by  the  co-operation  of 
the  District  Nursing  Association  through  their  pre-natal  and  pre-school 
service.  The  United  Mothers  club  has  continued  throughout  the  year  to 
give  milk  to  the  undernourished  babies  where  the  parents  were  unable  to 
provide  this  very  essential  article  of  their  diet. 

There  is  every  indication  that  our  work  will  continue  to  increase  as 
in  the  past  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more  will  take  advantage  of  the 
service  offered  by  the  Board  of  Health.

The  policies  which  have  been  carried  out  at  this  station  in  other  years 
were  maintained  in  1928. 

There  are  two  nurses  in  attendance  at  this  station,  which  is  located 
at  368  Main  street. 

Our  weekly  well  baby  conferences,  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon, 
are  well  attended  and  reflect  the  interest  which  the  mothers  show  in  the 
work.  The  field  work  consists  in  verifying  all  births  reported  and  keep- 
ing close  supervision  of  babies  under  two  years  of  age. 

Pre-natal  work,  which  for  two  years  was  part  of  our  program,  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  District  Nursing  Association.  The  clinics,  how- 
ever, are  at  the  Main  Street  station  every  Thursday  afternoon  and  eve- 
ning under  the  supervision  of  one  of  their  nurses. 

The  necessity  for  intensive  pre-natal  work  manifests  itself  in  the 
high  death  rate  of  babies  under  one  month.  Out  of  43  baby  deaths,  31 
were  of  babies  under  one  month;  of  this  number  13  were  premature 
births. 

It  is  a  fact  worth  noting  that  the  number  of  stillbirths  has  been 
greatly  reduced.     In  1927  there  were  22,  but  in  1928  only  nine. 

In  submitting  this  report  we  feel  that  our  clinic  is  doing  a  much 
needed  and  worthy  work  among  the  mothers  of  this  district.

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MILK  INSPECTORS  REPORT 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  particular  attention  was  given  to 
checking  methods  in  the  several  milk  plants  of  the  city.  This  work 
showed  that  the  milk  distributors  are  doing  all  possible  to  provide  a  clean 
and  wholesome  product. 

The  late  and  wet  spring  delayed  the  start  of  dairy  inspection  and  this 
work  was  further  hampered  by  detours  and  poor  roads  caused  by  the 
floods  of  the  previous  fall. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ERADICATION 

The  advisibility  of  early  application  for  testing  was  urged  that  dairy- 
men might  be  in  position  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board 
of  Health.  Application  blanks  were  given  to  dairymen  who  so  requested. 
This  effort  was  appreciated  and  aided  many  producers  to  become  familiar 
with  the  requirements  of  the  milk  regulations.  When  the  requirement 
that  all  milk  must  be  drawn  from  tested  herds  became  operative  December 
first,  the  available  supply  was  adequate  and  a  little  more  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  city. 

The  state  veterinarian  made  extra  effort  to  test  herds  supplying  milk 
to  the  Manchester  market  and  his  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  co-operation 
is  to  be  commended. 

With  the  milk  supply  of  Manchester  drawn  exclusively  from  tested 
cattle  and  over  80  per  cent  pasteurized,  it  would  appear  that  very  few 
cities,  if  any  have  a  safer  supply.  Future  effort  must  be  directed  toward 
maintaining  the  present  standard  and  if  possible  improving  it. 

Reports  from  the  abattoir  showed  that  upon  examination  of  the 
slaughtered  reacting  animals,  many  cases  of  generalized  tuberculosis  in 
advanced  stages  were  found,  the  carcasses  being  fit  only  for  the  manu- 
facture of  fertilizer. 

Many  dairymen  took  advantage  of  the  invitation  to  watch  the  post 
mortem  examination  and  were  thereby  convinced  that  T.  B.  testing  was 
much  needed  and  the  best  procedure  known  to  eradicate  bovine  tuber- 
culosis. 

STREPTOCOCCI   IN  MILK 

The  value  of  pasteurizing  milk  was  well  demonstrated  last  summer 
in  Manchester.  A  distributor  noticed  that  the  physical  appearance  of  his 
milk  was  not  normal,  that  the  cream  line  was  not  clearly  defined.  He 
reported  these  facts  to  the  milk  inspector  and  requested  assistance.  Ex- 
aminations for  bacteria  were  made  and  it  was  noted  that  the  streptoccus 
was  present.  Visits  were  made  to  the  dairymen  who  supplied  the  milk 
and  samples  taken  at  each  dairy.     The  offending  dairy  was  soon  located 
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and  the  sick  cow  immediately  separated  from  the  herd.  The  disease  was 
confined  to  one  quarter  of  the  udder  but  was  sufficiently  advanced  to  have 
caused  a  severe  outbreak  of  septic  sore  throat  if  the  milk  had  not  been 
pasteurized  before  sale.  All  apparatus  in  the  milk  plant  and  all  utensils 
were  thoroughly  sterilized. 

PRODUCERS 

Milk  dealers  have  been  advised  that  before  any  contract  or  bargain 
is  made  with  dairymen,  some  authorized  person  should  make  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  producers  premises  and  equipment  and  require  that  any  in- 
sanitary condition  or  faulty  methods  be  corrected  before  shipment  of 
milk  begins. 

Twenty-one  producers  were  directed  to  make  improvements  in  equip- 
ment or  methods  of  handling  milk;  of  these,  sixteen  failed  to  make  re- 
quired alterations  and  were  forbidden  to  ship  milk  into  Manchester.

PARK,  COMMON  AND  PLAYGROUND 

COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen : 

As  required  by  law,  the  Park  and  Playground  Commission  herewith 
submits  its  Sixth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1928,  including  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent,  Foreman,  and  Supervisor  of  the  Playgrounds,  as 
made  to  me  as  Clerk : 

Attention  is  called  to  the  cut  on  the  opposite  page  of  the  two  lions, 
which  were  donated  to  us  by  the  courtesy  of  Perreault  and  Labonte,  who 
came  into  the  possession  of  the  same  when  they  purchased  the  Chandler 
property  on  Elm  Street.  We  hope  these  "Beasts"  will  be  as  well  be- 
haved in  their  new  quarters  as  they  were  in  their  old  home  of  some  sixty 
years  duration. 

This  Commission  have  always  felt  that  whatever  plans  might  be 
made  for  extension  work,  while  they  must  include  the  immediate  future, 
the  essential  thing  was  so  far  as  possible  to  provide  for  the  distant  future, 
some  twenty  years  or  so, — thus  anticipating  the  growth  of  the  city.  With 
this  fact  in  mind  they  now  make  the  following  three  recommendations : 

A.  The  growing  popularity  of  skating  at  Dorr's  Pond  is  shown  by 
the  photograph  of  that  sport  taken  on  a  recent  Sunday  afternoon.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  the  city  does  not  own  these  few  acres  so  that  it  might 
always  be  kept,  not  alone  for  this  healthy  sport,  but  later  be  developed 
into  a  Recreation  Park,  with  a  Swimming  Pool,  surrounded  with  a  suit- 
able boulevard,  as  recommended  in  the  Second  Annual  Report  of  this 
Commission.  The  Commission  would  again  urge  the  taking  of  immediate 
steps  to  acquire  all  the  land  surrounding  the  Pond,  which  is  now  owned 
by  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Company,  the  whole  plan  to  require 
some  twenty  years  or  so  for  its  final  completion. 

B.  The  same  necessity  exists  for  taking  immediate  steps  to  purchase 
from  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Company  land  commonly  known  as 
Barry  Playground,  and  which  that  company  have  so  generously  leased  to 
this  Commission  at  a  nominal  rent  for  some  number  of  years.  With  the 
growth  of  the  city,  this  land  will  probably  be  in  the  market  for  building 
purposes,  and  then  a  large  section  of  the  southern  portion  of  the  city  will 
be  without  playground  facilities.  The  purchase  of  these  two  tracts  of 
land  herein  suggested  should  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  be  ac- 
complished by  a  bond  issue. 
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C.  At  Crystal  Lake  the  attendance  has  grown  so  that  a  separate  bath 
house  for  the  women  is  an  imperative  necessity,  the  same  to  be  in  charge 
of  a  woman.  When  truck  load  after  truck  load  of  people  go  over  the 
road  in  bathing  attire,  because  the  city  does  not  furnish  suitable  bath 
house  accommodations,  it  speaks  well  for  the  popularity  of  the  place, 
but  not  for  the  city's  thoughtfulness. 

Notwithstanding  that  golf  playing  is  forbidden  at  Derryfield  Park, 
it  is  used  customarily  for  practice  purposes.  The  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  city,  if  it  is  to  keep  pace  with  its  sister  communities,  must 
furnish  a  Municipal  Golf  Course.  A  small  9-hole  course  could  easily  be 
laid  out  at  Derryfield  Park,  using  a  whole  or  part  of  the  old  City  Farm 
property  for  the  purpose.  This  latter  piece  of  real  estate  should,  how- 
ever, be  turned  over  to  this  commission  as  a  preliminary  step. 

The  Commission  would  be  only  too  glad  to  consider  some  plans  for 
the  development  of  the  Park  at  Rock  Rimmon  if  funds  were  available 
for  that  purpose. 

The  coming  summer  will  see  the  opening  of  the  first  public  tennis 
court  at  Derryfield  Park.  If  it  meets  with  the  success  anticipated,  other 
courts  will  probably  be  built  in  other  sections  of  the  city. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  necessity  of  taking  some  steps  for  the 
establishment  of  Park  Police,  as  was  recommended  in  the  Commission's 
Report  for  last  year.

A  resume  of  the  work  done  by  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Com- 
mons during  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  IS,  1928,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

Permanent  improvements  were  made  during  the  year  as  follows : 

SIMPSON'S    PARK 

A  new  cement  walk  from  Amory  Street  through  the  park  with  cement 
steps  leading  to  Notre  Dame  Avenue  was  constructed  and  the  park  graded 
and  seeded  down  at  a  cost  of  $5,845.42.  This  work  was  financed  by  the 
Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  transferring  to  the  Parks  and  Commons 
Department  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  from  the  Damage  and  Claims  account 
and  the  amount  of  $2,436.23  was  expended  from  the  regular  parks  and 
commons  budget  appropriation,  with  $1,409.19  due  Highway  Department. 

LAFAYETTE  PARK 

The  two  lions  presented  to  the  department  by  Perreault  and  Labonte 
were  installed  at  the  entrance  to  the  park  at  the  corner  of  Notre  Dame 
Avenue  and  Amory  Street. 

WEST  SIDE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  transferred  to  the  Parks  and 
Commons  Department  the  amount  of  $711.07  (being  derived  from  several 
bond  issue  balances  unexpended)  for  the  purpose  of  grading  the  West 
Side  High  School  yard.  The  sum  of  $1,115.74  was  spent  on  this  project 
to  the  time  work  was  suspended  on  account  of  the  cold  weather  and 
while  this  job  was  not  completed,  it  will  require  only  a  small  amount  of 
labor    to    smooth    ofif    the    surface    in    the    spring    to  finish    this    project.

In  the  passing  j-ear  the  work  of  the  Parks  and  Commons  Department 
was  as  follows : 

The  months  of  January,  February  and  March  were  spent  in  snow 
plowing,  sanding,  opening  cesspools.  At  this  time  skating  and  toboggan- 
ing was  at  its  best.  Dorr's  Pond  was  scraped,  cleaned  of  snow,  planed 
of  all  rough  spots  and  sprayed,  enabling  thousands  of  people  to  take 
advantage  of  this  popular  winter   sport. 

Eight  small  skating  rinks  were  provided  for  the  small  children,  on 
Derryfield  Park,  Prout's  Park  Common,  Reed  Street,  Sweeney  Park, 
Victory  Park,  and  Barry  Playground. 

Tobogganing  and  skiing  were  not  in  such  great  demand  but  were 
kept  open  for  those  who  might  care  to  take  advantage  of  this  sport.  The 
Park  Commission  removed  the  west  side  toboggan  when  it  was  made 
known  that  the  people  of  that  section  of  the  city  would  not  stop  destroy- 
ing the  runs.  The  slide  was  torn  down  and  any  lumber  that  could  be  of 
any  service  was  salvaged. 

The  extermination  of  Brown  Tail  and  Gypsy  Cloths  was  done  at  this 
time.  All  city  and  highway  trees  were  cleaned  of  this  pest.  Beginning 
in  March  work  on  private  trees  was  begun.  This  year  it  was  found  that 
more  property  owners  were  doing  their  own  trees  which  were  inspected  by 
our  men. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Precourt  a  skating  rink  was  maintained 
at  Nutt's  Pond  for  the  convenience  of  the  people  in  that  vicinity. 

The  regular  work  of  repairing,  and  painting  playground  apparatus, 
wagons  and  trucks  was  done  at  this  time.  Three  of  the  playground 
slides  were  repaired  and  new  flooring  put  in. 

APRIL— MAY— JUNE 

Spring  found  all  the  parks  cleaned  of  refuse  after  winter.  The  lawn? 
were  graded  where  needed  and  all  the  parks  in  the  city  proper  were 
thoroughly  fertilized,  15  tons  of  fertilizer  being  used.  An  extra  150  set- 
tees were  set  in  the  parks. 

Trees  in  city  streets  were  pruned  or  trimmed,  some  50  or  60  trees 
were  cut  down  on  parks  and  city  streets. 
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Four  new  white  pine  reservations  were  started  in  the  Derryfield  park 
section,  there  were  26,000  white  pine  seedlings  set  out  on  these  reserva- 
tions. 

The  flag  poles  and  all  the  benches  were  given  a  coat  of  paint. 

The  buildings  at  Dorr's  Pond,  Crystal  Lake  and  Nutts  Pond  were 
newly  painted. 

The  work  of  spraying  trees  in  the  parks  and  city  streets  was  done 
requiring  one  ton  of  Arsenate  of  lead.  A  new  lighting  system  was  put 
in  the  Soldiers'  Memorial  at  the  Merrimack  Common.  A  few  minor 
repairs  were  done  on  the  bath  houses,  rafts,  floats  and  safety  ropes 
were  installed  in  their  proper  places.  The  beaches  at  both  places  were 
extended  a  few  hundred  feet,  parking  spaces  for  autos  were  made  at  both 
resorts.  Life  guards  and  keepers  were  stationed  at  both  houses  for  the 
season. 

The  regular  maintenance  of  park  work  such  as  the  care  of  lawn, 
grading,  trimming  and  cutting  trees  was  done  during  July  and  August. 
15  to  25  tons  of  hay  was  stored  in  the  barn. 

The  construction  of  a  new  shed  at  the  department  yard  was  done 
by  the  men  of  our  department  giving  much  more  badly  needed  shelter 
for  equipment  such  as  band  stands,  park  benches,  lifesaving  boats,  etc. 

NOVEMBER 

The  cutting  of  brush  and  cleaning  cesspools,  repairing  of  apparatus 
took  most  of  November  and  December.  The  regular  moth  crews  were 
put  on  at  this  time. 

During  the  year  some  200  trees  were  cut  and  1,700  trimmed.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  PLAYGROUNDS 

To  the  Playground  Commissioners, 
City  of  Manchester,  N.  H. 

The  submission  of  this  report  is  for  the  main  purpose  of  giving  you  a 
detailed  conception  of  what  your  playgrounds  are  accomplishing. 

In  the  following  pages  you  will  read  a  week  from  week  report. 

The  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight  season  brought  into  action 
eight  playgrounds  in  our  city.  This  was  one  less  than  last  year.  They 
were  in  operation  nine  weeks.  Opening  July  ninth  and  closing  September 
eighth.  On  every  playground  we  had  one  girl  and  boy  instructor.  At 
Park  Common,  as  last  year,  we  had  a  double  group  of  instructors.  This 
common  hit  a  new  high  record  of  having  over  six  thousand  children  in 
one  week,  attendance  being  taken  twice  a  day,  once  in  the  forenoon  and 
a£^in  in  the  afternoon. 

The  season's  events  were  as  follows : 

July  18 — Pet  shows,  on  all  playgrounds. 

July  20 — Golf  tournament,  at   Derryfield  park. 

July  24 — Doll  parade,  on  all  playgrounds. 

July  25 — Stilt  contests,  at  Bakersville. 

July  31 — Swimming  meet,  at  Crystal  Lake. 

Aug.     2 — Horse  shoe  tournament,  at  Victory  Park. 

Aug.     3 — Bicycle  road  race,  five  mile  course. 

Aug.     8 — Health  and  visitors  day,  on  all  playgrounds. 

Aug.  10 — Kite  flying  contest,  at  Derryfield  Park. 

Aug.  13 — Athletic  meet,  Manchester  Athletic  Field. 

Aug.  14 — Girls'  tennis  tournament.  Hazel  Brook  Courts. 

Aug.  15 — Pushmobile  contest,   at   Sweeney  Park. 

Aug.  16 — Boys'  tennis  tournament,   Hazel   Brook   Courts. 

Aug.  21 — Lantern  parade,  9  P.  M.,  Elm  Street. 

Aug.  30 — Dance  carnival,  Elm  and  Market  Streets. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  of  the  nineteen  instructors,  two  have 
seen  eight  years'  service  on  the  playgrounds ;  four,  six  years ;  two,  five 
years ;  three,  four  years,  and  five,  two  years. 

PET  SHOWS 

Throughout  the  entire  city  children  brought  their  animal  pets  for 
display  to  the  public,  and  their  boy  and  girl  friends.  Barnum  and  Bailey 
Circus  had  nothing  on  these  animals  for  they  at  times  were  more  ferocious 
than   tigers  or  lions  ever  thought  of  being.     Pet  dogs  would   chase  the 
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cats,  and  cats  the  rabbits.  Some  boys  brought  in  a  pair  of  what  thc)- 
called  American  Eagles,  and  when  they  opened  their  box,  out  flew  two 
grass  hoppers.  They  broke  away  from  the  rope  that  was  tied  on  their 
leg  and  fled  from  the  owners.  Children  enjoy  this  event  very  much.  At 
the  same  time  we  stress  kindness  to  animals. 

DOLL  PARADE 

The  girls  again  had  an  opportunity  to  show  their  beautiful  dolls  to 
their  friends  who  gathered  to  watch  the  parade.  Every  playground  had 
a  doll  parade  and  ribbons  were  given  for  the  largest,  smallest,  prettiest 
and  most  unique.  This  event  always  draws  a  large  crowd  of  grown- 
ups as  well  as  children. 

STILT  CONTEST 

On  July  twenty-fifth  at  Bakersville  playground  the  children  again 
enjoyed  the  high  walks  of  life.  From  every  playground  in  the  city 
children  came  walking  through  the  air  on  their  long  legs.  Girls  as  well 
as  boys  took  part  in  the  old  fashioned  stilt  walks.  Races  of  all  sorts 
were  run  off.  To  wind  up  the  affair  a  standing  broad  jump  was  con- 
ducted. If  you  think  it  not  a  trick  to  leap  in  the  air  on  stilts  try  and 
you  soon  will  agree  that  it  takes  a  good  deal  of  skill.  The  final  awards 
went  to  Park  first,  Sweeney  second,  and  Prout  third. 

SWIMMING  MEET 

That  same  angry  and  hungry  group  of  children  numbering  close  to 
one  thousand  stood  by  as  the  refreshments  were  passed  out  at  our  annual 
swimming  meet  at  Crystal  Lake.  This  event  always  proves  to  be  an  out- 
standing one  for  the  children  of  the  city.  At  the  lake  we  ran  of? 
numerous  events  such  as  races,  under  water  swims  and  tub  races. 

Mr.  Frank  Dill,  of  Crystal  Lake  Park,  again,  as  he  has  in  the  last 
seven  years,  provided  for  the  transportation.  We  changed  our  style  of 
transporting  the  youngsters  this  year  on  account  of  lack  of  trucks.  We 
hired  from  the  Boston  and  Maine  four  large  busses.  From  the  Man- 
chester Street  Railway  we  hired  six  electric  cars  and  in  this  way  we 
transported  our  children  from  playgrounds  to  the  end  of  the  car  line  and 
then  by  buss  to  the  Lake.  This  proved  very  satisfactory  and  less 
dangerous. 

Mr.  Thorp  of  the  A.  W.  Morse  Co.,  donated,  as  usual,  life  savers 
and  caramels  to  the  thousand  children  we  had  at  our  party.  Ice  cream 
and  cookies  were  also  served  to  the  youngsters.  For  safety  sake,  we 
again  engaged  the  largest  staff  of  life  savers  that  we  possibly  could 
obtain.  This  included  the  Red  Cross  Corps,  Police,  my  staff  of  twenty- 
two  people  and  the  life  savers  of  the  Lake.  In  all  we  totaled  thirty- 
seven  life  guards. 
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HORSE  SHOE  TOURNAMENT 

That  old,  National  game  of  pitching  horse  shoes  never  dies.  At 
our  tournament  at  Victory  Park  we  had  from  each  playground  two  rep- 
resentatives to  compete  for  the  city  wide  championships.  A  large  crowd 
of  spectators  gathered  to  watch  these  keen  eyed  youngsters  pitch  the 
shoes.     Victory   Park  took   first   place,   and   Sweeney   second. 

BICYCLE  ROAD  RACE 

That  five-mile  grind  of  hard  pushing  went  over  this  year  bigger 
and  better.  Almost  forty  boys  entered  the  grind.  The  same  course 
over  the  Derry  road  was  used  to  keep  out  of  traffic.  The  race  started 
and  a  motor-cycle  policeman  followed  the  youngsters  throughout  their 
course,  holding  up  traffic  wherever  the  boys  made  a  turn  in  the  road. 
This  event  was  won  by  Derryfield  first,  Sweeney  second,  and  Park  Com- 
mon third. 

HEALTH  AND  VISITORS  DAY 

This  special  day  gives  the  public  an  opportunity  to  witness  some 
of  the  events  which  take  place  on  the  playgrounds.  On  each  and  every 
playground  health  posters  are  made  by  the  children  and  in  connection 
with  the  posters  a  playlet  is  given.  This  value  is  educational  as 
well  as  teaching  good  health  habits.  On  each  playground  the  best 
two  posters  are  picked  to  represent  their  park  for  the  city  wide  poster 
contest  which  is  held  at  the  City  Hall.  Prominent  city  officials  judge 
these  posters  and  three  winners  are  picked. 

KITE  FLYING 

There  is  nothing  more  precious  than  a  high  flying  kite  to  a  child 
when  he  climbs  to  Derryfield  Park  to  show  to  the  rest  of  his  gang  that 
his  kite  can  out-fly  any  of  the  rest.  Some  of  the  fliers  went  almost  out 
of  sight.  No  misfortunes  happened  this  year  such  as  a  run-away  kite  or 
the  like.  Honors  for  this  event  went  to  Sweeney  and  Victory  tie  for 
first  place. 

ATHLETIC  MEET 

Hundreds  of  contestants  met  at  the  Manchester  Athletic  Field  for  a 
final  try-out  as  to  who  really  was  the  champion  of  all  the  different  races. 
Both  sexes  did  wonderfully  well  in  their  own  events.  In  less  than  two 
hours  we  held  twelve  events  in  which  over  three  hundred  took  part.  The 
winners  of  the  Field  Day  were  first,  Derryfield ;  second,  Victory  and 
third.  Rock  Rimmon. 
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LANTERN  PARADE 

On  August  twenty-first  we  held  our  third  Lantern  Parade  which 
proved,  as  the  last  two  years,  a  huge  success.  We  were  up  against  it 
for  a  hand  until  the  last  few  hours  when  the  American  Legion  Band  of 
Post  79,  so  willingly  called  their  men  together  and  paraded  with  us. 
Under  the  direction  of  Chester  Eraser,  we  had  a  band  of  twenty-one 
pieces. 

Hundreds  of  citizens  turned  out  for  the  parade.  Automobiles  lined 
all  the  way  down  Elm  Street  on  both  sides.  Approximately  four  hundred 
children   took  part  with   lanterns. 

DANCE  CARNIVAL 

To  finish  up  the  season  we  again  had  our  annual  Dance  Day  for  the 
children.  More  than  one  hundred  children  took  part  in  the  many  dances 
given.  Two  group  numbers  were  given  in  which  all  playgrounds  took 
part.  These  were  the  ^fountain  March  and  Hoop  Dance.  Each  play- 
ground gave  a  dance  of  their  own  which  was  to  be  original.  The 
costumes  of  this  year's  carnival  were  outstanding,  many  of  bright  and 
attractive  colors.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Piper  and  Mclntyre 
Alusic  store,  we  again  had  that  wonderful  Brunswick  Panatrope,  which 
was  run  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Mathewson  of  the  same  store.

At  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  a  new  Rest  House  was  erected  from  funds 
provided  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Cemetery  Funds.  The  grounds  around 
same  were  regraded  and  cement  walks  laid.  1673  square  yards  of  avenues 
were  rebuilt  with  trap  rock  and  asphalt.  We  also  recovered  853  square 
yards  on  Chessom  Ave.  with  tar  concrete.  One  car  of  Calcium  Chloride 
was  used  on  the  avenues  as  a  dust  layer. 

In  the  section  being  prepared  for  lots  west  of  Brown  Ave.  the  avenues 
were  laid  out  and  graded,  and  a  foundation  of  broken  stone  laid,  using 
some  300  loads  of  stone  blasted  out  on  the  ground.  In  this  section  we 
have  prepared  some  1,720  square  feet  to  lay  out  into  lots.  1,000  yards  of  fill 
was  moved ;  150  loads  of  clay  and  100  loads  of  gravel  was  used. 

On  perpetual  care  lots  we  used  25  tons  of  ashes  and  6  tons  of  fertilizer. 
The  stone  work  on  338  lots  was  cleaned,  50  dead  trees  were  removed  and 
100  trees  and  shrubs  and  150  rose  bushes  were  set  out. 
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The  water  main  and  13  hydrants  on  Grccnbush  Ave.  were  repaired  and 
the  usual  amount  of  bedding  plants  set  out.  We  added  one  new  power 
mower  and  a  heavy  duty  Frigid  Lowering  Device  to  our  equipment.  Re- 
pairs were  made  on  the  Superintendent's  Residence  and  the  tenement  at 
830  Brown  Ave.  The  three  of  the  tenements  were  painted  outside  and 
the  roof  on  one  recovered. 

At  the  Merrill  Cemetery  there  was  1  burial,  1  lot  was  regraded ;  a 
granite  urn  was  placed  on  the  Cleaves  Harvey  lot  and  a  deposit  made  for 
its  permanent  care. 

At  the  Stowell  Yard  there  was  1  burial  and  the  Clark  lot  was  regraded 
and  placed  under  perpetual  care. 

One  burial  was  made  at  the  Amoskeag  Cemetery  and  one  monument 
set.  At  the  Piscataquog  Cemetery  there  were  7  burials  and  1  monument 
and  marker  set. 

At  the  Valley  Cemetery  the  York  Memorial  Fountain  was  erected  and 
the  old  one  reset  in  another  location.  The  fountains  and  settees  were 
painted ;  the  stone  work  on  3  lots  was  cleaned ;  3  monuments  and  23 
markers  were  set ;  6  lots  were  regraded  and  7  were  put  under  permanent 
care.  We  refilled  156  sunken  graves,  removed  several  dead  trees,  the 
avenues  edged  and  the  Office  Building  was  painted. 

There  was  20  earth  burials,  the  burial  of  1  cremation,  24  bodies  placed 
in  the  receiving  tomb  and  one  body  was  removed.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen, 
Manchester,  New  Hampshire. 

The  members  of  the  first  Planning  Board  of  the  City  of  Manchester 
(established  by  ordinance  June  7,  1927)  were  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to 
serve  only  for  the  balance  of  that  year.  On  February  7th,  1928,  the  Mayor 
named  seventeen  persons  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Planning  Board  for 
the  full  term  of  two  years  from  January  1,  1928,  and  of  this  number  nine 
were  re-appointments  from  the  preceding  board. 

Membership 

The  city  ordinance  provides  that  three  of  the  seventeen  members  of  the 
Planning  Board  shall  be  the  Aldermen  comprising  the  Aldermanic  Com- 
mittee on  City  Planning,  one  representative  from  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  and  one  citizen  from  each  of  the  thirteen  wards,  all  appointed 
to  serve  for  two  years.  The  appointees  for  1928-29  met  in  the  office  of 
the  Mayor  on  Friday  evening,  February  17th,  and  after  being  duly  sworn 
to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  proceeded  to  organize  with 
Alexis  F.  Bisson,  Ward  4,  as  Chairman  and  William  F.  Howes,  Ward  2, 
as  Clerk  of  the  Board.  Alexander  N.  Gakidis  of  Ward  5  has  not  qualified 
for  membership  so  that  the  Board  has  been  functioning  with  sixteen  in- 
stead of  seventeen  members  during  the  year.  Charles  F.  Bowen,  ap- 
pointed from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  resigned  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Orren  L.  Hazelton  on  March  6th. 

Duties  of  the  Board 

Section  1  of  the  ordinance  creating  the  Board  provides  that  "For  the 
Durpose  of  making  a  study  of  the  resources,  possibilities  and  requirements 
ot  the  city  and  to  make  plans  for  the  future  development,  the  layout  of 
its  streets  and  the  proper  housing  of  its  people,  a  city  planning  board  is 
hereby  established." 

In  order  properly  to  consider  subjects  brought  before  the  Board  for 
action  and  to  expedite  business  in  connection  therewith,  five  standing 
committees  were  appointed, — on  Streets  and  Transportation,  on  Housing, 
on  Parks,  Playgrounds  and  Civic  Memorials,  on  Industrial  Development 
and  on  Co-operative  Municipal  Publicity.  The  first  three  committees 
have  been  active  in  considering  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 
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Record  of  the  Board 

The  full  Board  has  met  nine  times  during  the  year,  the  meetings  sched- 
uled for  July,  August  and  September  being  omitted.  In  order  that  the 
Board  might  function  with  a  better  knowledge  of  what  was  being  done  in 
regard  to  planning  in  other  cities  and  towns,  we  have  been  building  up  a 
library  of  books,  pamphlets,  governmental  and  civic  organization  reports, 
etc.,  for  use  of  our  members.  Through  affiliation  with  the  American 
Civic  Association  we  have  the  benefit  of  their  publications  as  well  as  of 
advice  and  assistance  therefrom. 

Furthermore,  we  have  had  as  speakers  before  the  Board  and  invited 
guests.  Prof.  George  B.  Zug,  instructor  in  city  planning  at  Dartmouth 
College ;  William  Stanley  Parker  of  the  Boston  City  Planning  Board ; 
Arthur  C.  Comey,  city  planning  consultant,  Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  Miss 
Elizabeth  M.  Herlihy,  Secretary  of  the  Planning  Board  of  Boston. 

An  invitation  to  participate  in  the  15th  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Alassachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards  at  New  Bedford,  Mass., 
on  October  5th  and  6th  was  accepted  and  the  chairman  and  clerk  were 
delegated  to  attend.  A  report, — necessarily  brief, — is  a  part  of  our 
records.  To  those  who  attended  it  was  a  revelation  of  the  good  work 
that  is  being  done  through  wise  planning  of  future  needs  in  our  New 
England  cities  and  towns.  Under  the  Alassachusetts  law  every  com- 
munity of  10,000  or  more  population  must  have  a  planning  board ;  in 
smaller  towns  it  is  optional. 

Result  of  the  Year's  Work 

During  the  year  the  Planning  Board  has  considered  matters  relating 
to  the  traffic  problems  in  Manchester;  modification  of  the  zoning  law 
regarding  private  garages ;  improved  street  lighting ;  the  question  of  a 
new  City  Hall ;  proposed  measures  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  Legislature 
defining  the  duties  and  powers  of  planning  boards  in  New  Hampshire ; 
institution  of  a  "pathfinder  survey"  in  Manchester  prior  to  drafting  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  guide  municipal  undertakings  in  future  years. 

While  "unofficial  representations"  have  been  made  to  certain  city  offi- 
cers on  some  of  the  subjects  under  consideration,  only  one  project  regu- 
larly acted  upon  by  the  Planning  Board  has  been  sent  to  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen.  This  is  relative  to  re-naming  and  re- 
numbering certain  streets  in  Manchester  and  recommending  adoption  of 
the  so-called  "block  system"  of  house  numbering.  The  resolution  and  a 
draft  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  now  before  the  Aldcrmaiiic  committee 
on  bills  in  second  reading. 

Financial 

The  appropriation  for  the  Planning  Board  of  1928  was  $200, — the  same 
as  the  allowance  to  the  Board  of   1927  which  was  in  existence  only  six 
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months  and  whose  record  of  activities  was  necessarily  brief.  Two  small 
bills  left  unpaid  by  the  Planning  Board  of  1927  have  been  met  out  of  the 
appropriation  for  1928.

Recom  mendations 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  city  planning  board  or  commission  is  now^ 
recognized  as  an  essential  part  of  progressive  and  economical  city  man- 
agement we  would   respectfully   suggest — 

1.  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  assist  iix 
drafting  and  in  presenting  before  a  Legislative  committee  an  enabling  act 
under  which  definite  powers  might  be  given  to  the  Planning  Board  o£ 
Manchester  and  of  such  other  towns  and  cities  of  New  Hampshire  as 
might  care  to  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  such  a  law.  We 
recommend  consideration  of  the  Massachusetts  law  in  reference  to  plan- 
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ning  boards  and  also  the  "Standard  City  Planning  Enabling  Act"  as  pre- 
sented by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  under  direction  of  and 
with  the  fullest  ai)proval  of   President-elect  Hoover. 

*2.  We  would  suggest  that  in  the  appropriation  for  the  Planning  Board 
in  1929  a  sum  sufficient  to  authorize  the  making  of  a  pathfinder  survey 
of  the  city  be  included  so  that  a  definite  foundation  might  be  laid  on 
which  to  build  a  comprehensive  plan  of  the  major  needs  and  requirements 
of  our  city  for  the  next  ten  or  fifteen  years. 

3.  We  ask  that  consideration  be  given  to  a  change  in  the  ordinance 
creating  this  Board  whereby  it  may  be  made  to  conform  more  nearly  to 
the  average  planning  board  or  commission  insofar  as  numbers  and  per- 
sonnel is  concerned. 

4.  We  would  also  suggest  that  the  term  of  office  be  extended  to  six 
years  with  one-third  of  the  members  appointed  at  two-year  intervals. 
This  plan  would  insure  at  all  times  a  majority  of  the  Board  with  knowl- 
edge of  continuing  projects  under  consideration, — especially  in  reference 
to  work  under  a  master  plan.

The    ic- 
duction  during  1928  totaled  $90,363.75. 

Taxes  abated  during  1928  totaled  $117,515.33  and  during  1929  up  to 
date  of  Audit,  $20,032.77  more  were  abated.

As  stated  in  our  previous  report,  there  were  errors  in  the  total  of  Tax 
Titles  and  Tax  Deeds.  A  special  examination  was  made  and  the  ac- 
counts were  reconciled  in  1929.  When  the  work  was  completed,  the  Tax 
Deeds  Account  totaled  $18,684.02.

The  amounts  charged  in  the  ledger  cards  are  taken  from  the  meter 
readers'  books  and  the  payments  are  taken  for  posting  from  the  stub  of 
the   Customer's   bill. 

During  ihe  period  under  examination.  Cash  was  paid  the  City  Treasurer 
for  Water  and  Fines,  the  sum  of  $287,059.78. 

Our  total  of  the  Cards  was  $286,921.93,  a  difference  in  over-payment  of 
$137.85. 

We  recommend  that  at  some  near  date  a  total  be  taken  of  the  cubic 
feet  sold  and  this  figure  compared  with  the  pumping  station  records.  A 
talk  with  Assistant  Superintendent  Reed  convinced  us  that  this  has  not 
been  done  in  recent  years.
